Robert  returned  to  the  Association  with  an  even  deeper  commitment  and  love  for  Christ  and 
for  missions.  He  has  shown  a  slide  projector  presentation  on  his  trip  in  many  churches.  He  uses 
these  occasions  to  inspire  and  to  encourage  others  to  volunteer  for  mission  work.  In  this  way  he 
can  continue  to  teach  and  preach  missions.

William  Harold  Messer  of  Webster,  North  Carolina  recently  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  as 
a  missionary  in  the  country  of  Togo,  West  Africa. 

Harold  was  a  graduate  of  Sylva  Webster  High  School  in  1969,  and  a  1983  graduate  from 
STC  majoring  in  Advanced  Carpentry.  Upon  completing  his  contractors  exam  he  is  presently 
the  owner  and  operator  of  H.  Messer  Construction  Company  Incorporated  of  Webster,  North 
Carolina. 

Harold  is  the  husband  of  Gwendolyn  A.  Messer  and  the  father  of  two  daughters,  Machelle 
Dawn,  who  is  a  Senior  at  Sylva  Webster  High  and  Chimene  Melissa,  who  is  a  seventh  grader  at 
Fairview  Elementary  School. 

Harold's  opportunity  to  go  to  Togo  came  about  when  his  church.  First  Baptist  of  Sylva, 
prayed  that  someone  from  their  congregation  would  volunteer  to  go  to  Togo,  West  Africa.  The 
project  is  a  group  endeavor  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 


He  spent  one  month  in  Togo  with  several  other  volunteers  helping  to  construct  a  bridge  and 
to  drill  wells.  He  also  assisted  the  career  missionaries  in  bringing  Christ  to  the  people  of  the 
bush. 

The  experience  has  greatly  changed  Messer's  attitude  and  his  Christian  feelings  toward 
other  people  of  God's  world.  He  says  he  has  added  one  more  commandment  to  the  Holy  Ten. 
He  calls  it  the  eleventh  commandment  -  "The  Great  Commission  -  To  go  unto  all  the  world 
even  to  the  utter  ends  of  the  earth  and  inform  others  about  Jesus  and  God  the  Father." 

Harold  has  been  to  several  churches  in  the  Association  and  throughout  the  state  showing 
slides  and  telling  of  what  he  calls,  "The  Togo  Experience"  and  trying  to  encourage  others  to 
catch  "The  Fire"  and  go  and  serve  God. 

He  has  given  to  date  around  75  such  presentations.  Upon  ending  each  presentation,  he 
challenges  every  congregation  "To  ask  not  what  God  can  do  for  you,  but  ask  what  you  can  do 
forGodI"

men,  Harold  Messer  and  Robert  Blanton,  who  have  left  the  comfort  of  home  to  travel  overseas 
and  serve  Christ.

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31.  Harry  Vance  reviewed  the  work  of  the  Music  Committee  and  shared  some  of  the  events 
planned  for  the  coming  year;  namely,  a  music  school  where  Seminary  Extension  credit  could 
be  earned  in  the  areas  of  piano,  organ  and  auto  harp. 

32.  Joe  Medford  presented  and  explained  changes  in  the  prop>osed  Budget  for  1986-1987. 
She  made  a  motion  that  the  budget  as  presented  be  adopted.  The  motion  CARRIED.  She  urged 
each  church  to  give  $125  more  next  year  in  order  that  the  budget  might  be  met.

Glenn  Blanton,  Building  Committee;  Ronnie  Henderson,  Constitution  Committee;  Kent 
Lowdermilk,  Evangelism;  Lewis  Smith,  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee;  Joe  Pressley, 
Chairman  of  Finance  Committee;  Ray  McCall,  Finance  Committee;  Billy  Ray  Bryson,  Nomi- 
nating Committee;  and  Harold  McMahan,  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee.  A  music 
committee  is  to  be  added. 

36.  Constitutional  changes  made  are  indicated  with  an  *  in  the  Constitution. 

37.  Scott  Bortz  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Missions  Committee.  Plans  are  for  a  Resort 
Ministry;  ministry  to  the  B.S.U.  and  a  booth  at  a  flea  market  for  Christian  Literature  distri- 
bution. He  reported  a  rating  of  GOOD  for  the  Director  of  Missions  from  the  churches  in  the 
Association. 

38.  The  Memorial  was  presented  by  Audrey  Greene  and  Eloise  Shuler.  Seventy-six  deceased 
members  of  the  Association  were  recognized  and  honored. 

39.  John  Reid  made  a  motion  that  "The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  establish  a  com- 
mittee to  draft  a  statement  providing  a  definition  of  the  infallibility  of  the  Word  of  God  and 
to  discuss  other  issues  that  affect  us.  I  further  move  that  this  committee  bring  its  report  to 
the  Executive  Committee  in  January  1987  and  also  to  the  Annual  Session  in  1987.

42.  Dennis  Burrell,  Chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee,  urged  unity  and  soul  winning 
for  Christ.  He  reported  the  Watchcare  status  of  the  Cullowhee  Valley  Church. 

42.  Dennis  Burrell,  pastor  of  the  Johns  Creek  Baptist  Church,  brought  the  message  using  as 
a  text  2  Chronicles  7:14. 

1986  Director  of  Missions  Report 

It  is  my  privilege  to  serve  the  churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  as  Director  of 
Missions.  I  have  enjoyed  my  visits  to  the  churches.  I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunities  to  preach, 
to  teach,  and  to  serve  in  other  ways  in  the  life  of  the  local  church.  I  serve  you  with  a  sense  of 
God's  call  in  my  life. 

As  your  Associational  Missionary,  my  tasks  are  many  and  varied.  Foremost  among  my  op- 
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portunities  to  serve  you  is  the  preaching  ministry.  Often  I  am  called  upon  to  serve  in  a  supply 
capacity.  The  thrust  of  my  preaching  is  to  encourage  and  challenge  the  local  church  to  be  an 
evangelistic  and  mission-minded  church.  Often  I  am  called  upon  to  teach  the  Sunday  School 
Lesson  since  I  also  do  this  weekly  on  the  radior  program. 

One  great  challenge  of  mine  is  in  the  planning  and  coordinating  of  associational  programs. 
With  so  many  churches  and  people  involved,  it  is  a  challenge  to  maintain  the  necessary  com- 
munication for  associational  action,  activities  and  working  relationships. 

Overall  some  very  positive  things  happened  last  year.  In  September  of  1985,  22  churches 
participated  in  a  World  Missions*  Conference.  This  was  the  most  successful  event  since  I  have 
been  in  the  association.  Enthusiasm  was  high  as  churches  learned  from  a  very  practical  stand- 
point from  missionaries  serving  on  the  field  about  the  values  of  Baptist  Ckwperation.  We  had 
missionaries  from  Thailand,  Africa,  Europe,  South  America,  Texas,  Georgia,  and  North 
Carolina. 

We  had  ten  churches  to  participate  in  the  "Good  News  America"  Campaign.  While  all  did 
not  schedule  their  revivals  during  the  suggested  week,  the  reports  from  revivals  were  good. 

I  was  pleased  with  the  Youth  Week  concert  by  Kay  DeKalb  Smith.  Three  churches  took 
their  youth  to  the  Evangelism  Rally  in  Greensboro  and  then  on  to  Carrowinds  for  a  day.  This 
is  the  most  participation  in  this  event  for  us  and  I  look  for  more  churches  to  get  involved. 

The  Key  Leadership  Conference  was  not  as  well  attended  last  year  as  in  years  past.  I  hope 
that  local  leaders  will  see  the  need  and  the  values  of  training  so  they  can  be  more  effective  in 
their  local  church. 

God  continues  to  bless  the  radio  program.  Even  though  at  one  point  I  stopped  using  budget 
funds  to  help  pay  for  the  radio  program,  I  was  still  able  to  finance  the  program.  Please  pray 
for  God's  leadership  and  provision  in  this  area  of  my  work.  I  am  grateful  to  you  for  the  sup- 
port and  prayers  I  received. 

I  helped  in  two  World  Mission  Conferences  this  past  year,  in  the  Liberty  Association  and  in 
the  Theron  Rankin  Association.  I  preached  in  a  "Good  News  America"  revival  in  Oconnee 
County,  South  Carolina  in  the  spring.  I  taught  the  January  Bible  Study  in  our  association. 

Our  association  won  second  place  in  the  religious  division  of  the  Sylva  Christmas  Parade. 
Several  churches  entered  in  the  parade  and  I  commend  you  for  this. 

It  was  my  joy  to  help  with  the  installation  of  officers  at  the  Annual  W.M.U.  meeting. 
I  commend  the  women  of  our  association  for  the  fine  work  they  do  and  the  leadership  they  give 
us.  Thus  far  they  have  led  our  association  to  give  over  $2,000  to  build  a  dining  room  for  Truett 
Camp. 

On  several  occasions  I  have  served  as  a  consultant  with  churches  and  pastors.  I  have  worked 
with  pulpit  committees,  counseled  with  pastors  and  churches  in  crisis  situations,  offered  advice 
concerning  programs  and  procedures,  and  answered  questions  about  denominational  programs 
and  emphases. 

I  have  attended  the  General  Board  meetings  and  the  Convention  Staff  and  Director  of  Mis- 
sions meetings.  I  have  attended  several  area  and  State  Director  of  Missions  meetings.  I  was 
elected  Second  Vice  President  of  our  State  Directors  of  Missions  Conference  and  currently  am 
serving  as  First  Vice  President  due  to  the  resignation  of  our  State  President.  I  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  our  National  Director  of  Missions  Conference  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  meeting  in  Atlanta. 

In  March  of  this  year  the  Finance  Committee  sent  out  a  letter  requesting  both  immediate 
and  long-term  financial  assistance.  I  commend  many  of  you  for  your  response  to  our  immediate 
financial  woes.  Also,  I  am  grateful  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for 
significant  assistance.  All  churches  are  being  asked  to  increase  giving  next  year  by  $125  to  meet 
our  budget. 

It  is  a  concern  to  all  of  us  when  we  do  not  receive  enough  financial  support  to  meet  our 
budget  needs.  Individual  churches  can  certainly  identify  with  this  problem  as  they  experience 
similar  problems  themselves.  A  spirit  of  cooperation  is  encouraged  on  the  part  of  all  of  the 
churches  in  the  total  work  of  the  association  in  order  to  minister  effectively.  When  churches 
work  together  and  support  the  association,  all  of  them  feel  a  vital  part  of  the  ministry.  In  fact, 
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it  is  only  by  working  together  that  each  church  can  feel  that  they  play  an  important  role  in  the 
ministry  of  the  association. 

Our  future  lies  in  our  ability  to  solve  our  problems  in  a  way  that  is  pleasing  to  God  and  that 
is  mutually  satisfactory.  We  must  recognize  that  partisanship  has  no  place  in  the  family  of  God. 

Our  witness  has  been  hurt  because  of  the  problems  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
their  local  expressions  here  in  our  own  association.  It  is  my  prayer  that  we  will  accept  each 
other  with  the  understanding  that  there  always  has  been  and  always  will  be  differences  in  the 
interpretation  of  the  Bible.  In  the  past  we  have  always  agreed  to  work  cooperatively  to  reach 
the  world  for  Christ.  Cooperation  has  enabled  Southern  Baptists  to  sponsor  children's  homes, 
homes  for  the  aging,  perform  a  variety  of  ministries  in  our  state  and  send  missionaries  to  106 
countries  and  to  all  50  states.  Lack  of  cooperation  will  cause  this  work  to  be  destroyed.  One  of 
the  most  damaging  is  being  judgmental. 

We  must  be  determined  to  reach  every  lost  person  in  Jackson  County  with  the  message  of 
Jesus  Christ.  We  must  be  credible  in  our  witness.  We  must  grow  strong  churches  who  shape  the 
lives  of  the  people  for  the  Glory  of  God.  May  God,  Himself,  help  us  to  do  this.

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Credentials  Committee  Report 


The  Credentials  Committee  received  a  request  from  the  Executive  Board  at  the  October  1985 
meeting  to  meet  with  the  Balsam  Baptist  Church  at  the  church's  invitation  to  attempt  to  solve 
the  existing  problem. 

The  Balsam  Church  was  withholding  financial  support  from  the  association.  This  intent 
had  been  previously  published  in  the  Sylva  Herald,  a  local  newspaper.  The  reason  for  with- 
holding financial  support  was  that  an  amendment  prepared  by  the  Balsam  Church  was  voted 
down  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  in  August  1985.  The  second  amendment  had 
been  prepared  by  S.  J.  Waters.  The  amendments  dealt  with  issues:  1.  the  infallibility  of  the 
Bible  and  2.  the  number  of  messengers  that  should  be  allowed  from  each  church.  The  Balsam 
Church  requested  that  no  person  be  permitted  to  hold  an  office  in  the  association  unless  they 
established  his/her  belief  concerning  the  Bible  and  that  no  church  should  be  permitted  to 
have  more  than  five  messengers  to  represent  the  church  at  the  annual  meeting.  When  this 
report  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  on  January  6,  1986,  the  chairman,  Ben  Cabe, 
made  a  motion  that  the  request  of  the  Balsam  Baptist  Church  be  placed  on  the  agenda  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  August  1986.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  PASSED. 

This  was  the  only  activity  of  the  Credentials  Committee  for  the  year  1985-1986.

The  record  of  our  church«i  over  the  past  two  and  one-half  years  shows  the  following  pattern: 
(21)  Twenty-one  churches  increased  their  giving. 
(  7)  Seven  churches  remained  at  the  same  level  of  giving. 
(13)  Thirteen  churches  recorded  a  slight  decrease  in  giving. 

(  8)  Eight  churches  gave  no  financial  support  to  the  association  during  this  period.  - 
The  Bible  as  the  inspired  Word  of  God  lays  this  task  clearly  at  our  feet.  While  reasonable 
men  might  at  time  differ  on  some  interpretation,  our  responsibility  is  clear.  There  is  no  justifi- 
cation for  not  supporting  God's  work.

While  the  penalty  may  not  always  be  as  severe 
as  that  levied  on  Ananias  and  Sapphira,  the  message  from  God  is  imperative  -  you  pay  him  now 
or  you  may  have  to  pay  later  in  unexpected  ways ! !

The  centennial  year  for  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  was  concluded 
with  an  exciting,  informative  and  inspiring  day  on  November  11,  1985.  The  exciting  words 
of  Dr.  Blackwell,  in  behalf  of  our  staff,  children  and  trustees,  renewed  the  commitment  to 
continue  fulfilling  the  mission  and  broad  purpose  of  this  child  care  ministry.  Those  words  still 
ring  in  the  ears  of  those  present  for  this  occasion. 

The  mission  is  to  care  for  dependent,  neglected,  homeless  and  troubled  children;  unwed 
mothers  and  their  children;  and  the  rendering  of  related  services  to  the  relatives.  Services  are 
directed  toward  the  preservation,  conservation  and  rehabilitation  of  families  to  avoid,  where- 
ever  possible,  the  placement  of  the  child  away  from  home. 

In  our  one  hundred  and  first  year  of  child  care,  more  than  1,500  children  were  served. 
From  this  group  of  children  youth  had  no  religious  affiliation  when  admitted  to  our  care.  Our 
pastors  baptized  more  than  25  youth  into  the  fellowship  of  the  local  church. 

The  New  Homes  and  Hospital  offering,  approved  by  the  convention  last  November,  claimed 
the  attention  of  our  staff  during  the  first  five  months  of  1986.  The  offering  was  received  in 
May  with  50  percent  of  that  received  going  to  the  Children's  Homes,  25  percent  to  the  Hospital 
and  25  percent  to  the  Retirement  Homes.  The  goal  was  $1.6  million.  We  encourage  you  to  help 
promote  the  new  offering  in  your  church  during  May  1987. 

UPDATE  WESTERN  AREA: 

The  happy  news  from  the  west  is  that  construction  has  begun  on  the  Moody  Farm  cottage 
located  in  the  lotla  Valley  of  Macon  County. 

Mary  Lewis  and  Gary  Bruin,  experienced  child  care  workers  on  the  Mills  Home  staff  for 
nine  years,  have  accepted  the  responsibility  of  giving  leadership  as  directors  of  the  Moody 
Farm  Ministries. 

Special  appreciation  is  expressed  to  our  western  area  child  care  and  social  workers  who  serve 
so  faithfully  at  our  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest 
City  and  the  Broyhill  Home  in  Clyde/Waynesville. 

These  facilities  have  operated  at  near  capacity  throughout  the  year.  The  children  served 
have  mostly  been  those  who  call  for  extra  measures  of  strength,  wisdom  and  love.  The  words 
"Care  Finds  a  Way"  truly  apply  to  these  wonderful  servants  of  our  Lord.

North  Carolina  is  a  recognized  leader  in  Christian  higher  education.  Baptists  have  estab- 
lished and  supported  seven  colleges  for  a  cumulative  total  of  786  years.  Leaders  who  formed  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  1830  did  so  with  founding  a  college  in  mind.  Baptists  and  their 
colleges  have  grown  up  together  in  North  Carolina.  The  histories  of  the  convention,  the 
churches  and  the  colleges  are  inseparably  intertwined. 

The  "roll  call"  of  colleges,  and  a  brief  mention  of  current  items  of  interest  and  concern,  are 
listed  for  the  benefit  of  the  associations: 

Campbell  -  During  1986  there  is  a  special  observance  of  the  centennial  year,  using  as  a  theme 
"A  Century  of  Vision  and  Service."  The  new  School  of  Pharmacy  will  open  in  the  fall,  and  a 
School  of  Education  has  been  established  for  graduate  studies.  Programs  are  offered  in  Golds- 
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boro,  Rocky  Mount,  Raleigh,  Fort  Bragg,  Sanford,  and  in  Wales  and  Malaysia. 

Chowan  -  Enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  a  two  year  institution  of  high  quality.  President 
Bruce  E.  Whitaker  was  recently  named  as  one  of  the  17  most  effective  chief  college  adminis- 
trators in  the  nation.  Chowan  is  engaged  in  a  four  million  dollar  campaign  for  additional 
student  aid,  scholarship  assistance  and  program  support. 

Gamder-Wehh  -  On  May  31,  1986,  Dr.  Craven  E.  Williams  completed  his  tenure  as  presi- 
dent begun  in  July  1976.  On  June  1  Dr.  M.  Christopher  White,  vice  president  of  Elon  College, 
became  the  10th  president  of  Gardner-Webb.  Included  in  its  many  educational  programs  are 
assistance  for  deaf  and  blind  students  who  wish  to  earn  a  college  degree. 

Mars  Hill  -  A  comprehensive  revision  of  the  General  Studies  curriculum,  to  be  implemented 
in  the  fall  of  1987,  includes  statements  of  convictions  by  the  faculty.  Included  in  these  are  the 
centrality  of  Christian  faith,  morals  and  purposeful  life,  responsible  citizenship  and  the  value 
of  work.  Scholarships  to  attract  suf>erior  students  continue  to  be  a  major  emphasis. 

Meredith  -  "Thorough  instruction"  and  "culture  made  perfect  through  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ"  are  central  to  the  college  mission.  Extensive  studies  during  1986  resulted  in  a  reaffir- 
mation of  Meredith's  commitment  to  education  for  women  in  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
programs.  Construction  of  the  Gaddy-Hamrick  Art  Center  was  begun  in  June. 

Wake  Forest  -  Conversations  continue  between  convention  leaders  and  university  trustees  to 
clarify  the  basis  for  a  continuing  relationship.  Founded  in  1834  by  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
Wake  Forest  is  acknowledged  as  a  superior  university  among  church-related  schools  in  the 
nation. 

Wingate  -  Looking  toward  its  100th  anniversary  in  1995,  the  college  has  entered  a  10-year, 
30  million  dollar  "Second  Century:  Vision  for  Excellence"  campaign.  Numerous  building, 
renovation  and  beautification  projects  are  planned,  in  addition  to  library  expansion,  faculty 
support  and  student  financial  aid.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  Report 

The  purpose  and  objective  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  has  been,  from  the  date  of  its  in- 
corporation and  by  the  terms  of  its  charter,  to  assist  individual  Baptists  to  find  ways  of  con- 
tinuing their  support  of  all  Baptist  causes  -  institutions,  agencies,  mission  causes  -  with  estate 
and  deferred  gifts.  As  a  result,  trust  funds  are  now  administered  which  benefit  local  churches, 
associations,  specific  mission  objectives  and  offerings,  and  every  agency,  school,  and  institution 
supported  by  Baptists. 

In  1985  North  Carolina  Baptists  placed  over  one  million  dollars  in  new  trust  agreements 
with  the  Foundation,  making  provision  for  the  perpetual  support  of  practically  every  Baptist 
cause.  Endowment  of  the  Cooperative  Program  was  a  primary  trust  designation. 

It  is  now  possible  through  the  Foundation  for  each  Baptist  to  "Give  it  Twice,"  once  to 
family,  then  to  Kingdom  causes.  Through  properly  constructed  trusts  and  wills,  family 
members  and  friends  can  receive  from  one's  estate,  over  a  period  of  years,  an  amount  exactly 
equal  to,  or  even  greater  than  the  estate  portion  they  would  normally  receive  through  an  ordi- 
nary estate  distribution.  With  the  "Give  it  Twice"  plan,  after  the  family  receives  their  portion, 
the  entire  estate  principal  is  still  intact,  with  the  income  from  the  entire  estate  available  for 
Christian  causes  -  forever.  If  giving  is  exciting  for  the  Christian,  giving  it  twice  is  surely  twice 
as  exciting! 

An  indirect  but  profound  benefit  of  Foundation  services  to  the  local  church  has  been  the 
enhancement  of  individual  stewardship  growth  and  commitment.  In  nearly  every  instance, 
those  who  elect  to  commit  to  Kingdom  use  a  portion  of  their  estate  assets  are  during  their 
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lifetime  more  committed  stewards.  They  enjoy  their  giving,  and  this  happy,  conscious  steward- 
ship dedication  must  be  a  profit  for  the  church. 
The  Foundation  seeks  to  inform  Baptist  people  of: 

1.  Their  responsibility  as  stewards  to  make  provision  for  the  future  use  of  their  resources. 

2.  The  critical  need  experienced  by  all  Baptist  causes  for  endowment  support  -  the  ongoing, 
assured  support  of  those  who  support  them  now. 

3.  Ways  by  which  these  realities  may  be  met  and  accomplished. 

4.  Counsel  in  wise  decisions  for  endowing  any  Baptist  cause  -  for  instance,  the  Foundation 
may  discourage  a  trust  for  a  cemetery  fund  if  the  church  already  receives  more  funds  than 
are  needed  to  maintain  that  cemetery. 

Baptist  Retirement  Homes  Report 

In  recognition  of  the  increased  proportion  of  adults  now  65  or  older,  the  Baptist  Retire- 
ment Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  has  sought  to  create  a  broader  awareness  of  its  services 
across  the  state.  Implementing  state-of-the-art  communication  techniques  through  use  of  the 
Bilbical  Recorder,  local  newspapers  and  direct  contacts,  the  Homes  is  effectively  making  itself 
known  to  greater  numbers  of  senior  adults  and  to  a  concerned  and  responsive  denominational 
community. 

The  leadership  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  is  addressing  major  changes  which  suggest 
a  need  for  an  adjustment  of  services.  The  sheer  size  of  the  senior  adult  population  in  the  next 
decade  is  expected  to  require  a  significant  expansion  of  existing  services.  Already  consideration 
is  being  given  to  the  construction  of  Continuing  Care  Communities  in  Asheville  and  Charlotte 
and  to  the  renovation  of  the  campus  in  Winston-Salem. 

With  extended  longevity,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  anticipate  ministering  to  senior 
adults  who  will  live  longer  and  healthier  lives.  More  choices  need  to  be  available  to  these  in- 
dividuals as  they  experience  added  years  of  activity.  Planning  has  begun  to  move  beyond  the 
standard  services  now  available  to  consider  additional  possibilities  such  as  home  delivery  of 
health  services. 

While  the  past  year  has  brought  a  forward  look  at  the  direction  of  retirement  care,  attention 
has  also  been  directed  toward  improvement  of  existing  services.  The  following  facts  and  figures 
highlight  the  achievements  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  from  August  1985  through  June 
1986: 

-  Sound  financial  management  again  eliminated  the  need  to  increase  residential  fees. 

-  Over  $900,000  of  benevolent  care  was  provided  to  residents. 

-  Of  a  projected  3.4  million  dollar  budget,  the  Cooperative  Program  and  Homes  and  Hospi- 
tal Offering  provided  $785,000. 

-  Over  40  new  residents  were  admitted  to  the  Homes  and  Nursing  Care. 

-  Construction  and  renovation  of  seven  new  housing  units  were  completed  in  Willow  Cove  on 
the  Winston-Salem  campus. 

-  Bill  Stillerman  became  the  new  President  of  the  Homes. 

-  Jack  Hoyle  was  appointed  Vice  President  in  Charge  of  Administration. 

-  Carolyn  Bunting  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions. 

-  Jim  Saul  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Personnel. 

-  Don  Peiffer  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Business  Affairs. 

-  A  video  tape,  "Not  An  Ordinary  Person,"  produced  by  the  Homes  in  1985,  won  the  M.  E. 
Dodd  Award  for  Video  and  Film  Productions. 

-  Residential  and  apartment  living  remain  available.  Requests  should  be  made  through  the 
Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions. 

Under  the  focused  and  energetic  leadership  of  Bill  Stillerman,  president  of  the  Homes  since 
November  1985,  the  fine  tradition  initiated  by  past  presidents  will  continue.  Yet,  the  trustees 
and  administrative  staff  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  believe  the  participation  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  be  critical  for  the  successful  growth  of  the  Homes.  By  remaining  sensitive 
to  retirement  care  issues  and  by  staying  informed  and  supportive  of  services  offered  by  the 
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Retirement  Homes,  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  help  assure  a  system  of  services  adequate  to 
the  growing  demand.

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  a  vital  part  of  the  Baptist  family  and  as  the  of- 
ficial newsjournal  of  the  denomination,  it  has  enjoyed  a  stable  and  wholesome  year  of  ministry 
at  the  side  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  people. 

Readership  of  the  paper  is  high.  Comments,  letters  and  other  communications  with  the 
Recorder  indicate  Baptists  read  the  paper  and  depend  upon  it  for  correct  and  vital  information 
about  the  work  we  do  together.  That  was  the  purpose  of  the  paper  when  it  was  founded  in 
1833  and  it  remains  a  more  important  ministry  now  than  even  then. 

Tar  Heel  Baptists  are  on  the  threshold  of  the  greatest  opportunity  we  have  ever  been  given 
by  God  for  witness  and  ministry  in  our  state.

This  year,  we  had  a  tremendous  opportunity 
through  the  "Good  News  America,  God  Loves  You"  revivals  and  the  paper  was  on  the  job,  pro- 
moting and  reporting  on  the  crusades.  As  always,  the  Recorder  will  seek  to  inform,  indoctri- 
nate, enlist,  inspire  and  provide  a  forum  for  Baptist  thought  and  action  as  we  work  together  to 
achieve  God's  purpose  for  us. 

Despite  a  tremendous  increase  ($96,000)  in  the  cost  of  second-class  postage  during  1986, 
subscription  rates  will  not  be  raised  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year.  Many  of  the  other  major 
state  Baptist  papers  such  as  the  Recorder  have  already  found  it  necessary  to  raise  their  rates, 
but  the  directors  of  our  paper  have  been  working  with  the  editor  to  find  a  way  to  avoid  any 
increase  so  that  our  churches  and  individuals  can  continue  to  get  the  paper  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible cost.

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  some  forms  of  ministry  on  47  college  or  university  campuses, 
including  West  Carolina  University. 

During  the  1985  school  year  students  in  Baptist  Student  Unions  and  on  Baptist  campuses 
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pledged  and  raised  nearly  $50,000  for  missions  and  ministries  all  around  the  world.  A  total  of 
150  students  are  working  in  the  state  this  summer  as  summer  missionaries;  six  students  from 
Western  are  working  in  this  state  or  with  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

Special  conferences  for  international  students,  campus  evangelism  training,  high  school 
seniors,  Caraway  leadership  events  and  a  fall  Baptist  Student  Convention  involved  over  a 
thousand  young  people  in  Christian  growth  and  challenge  to  stewardship  of  life. 

Teams  of  students  from  B.S.U.'s  all  across  the  state  led  worships,  youth  revivals,  sang  or 
ministered  in  hundreds  of  North  Carolina  churches.  Students  under  the  leadership  of  ministers 
employed  by  your  Cooperative  Program  dollars  are  growing  and  sharing  their  faith  because 
you  care  enough  to  provide  Baptist  Campus  Ministry !

1986  Christian  Action  League  Report 

If  Christianity  is  authentic,  then  it  must  be  reflected  in  the  daily  walk  of  the  followers  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Helping  Christians  to  apply  the  moral  demands  of  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ  remains 
the  top  priority  of  the  Christian  Action  League. 

There  is  much  to  rejoice  about  what  has  occurred  in  the  last  12  months,  but  it  is  also  a  time 
to  renew  our  efforts  for  new  battles  on  the  horizon. 

I.  OBSCENITY:  The  state's  new  Comprehensive  Obscenity  and  Child  Protection  Act  has 
been  met  with  unusual  success.  Some  12  months  ago,  law  enforcement  officials  stated  that 
North  Carolina  had  some  750  hard  core  porno  outlets  making  our  state  the  nation's  "smut" 
capital.  Today,  only  about  150  remain  in  operation,  and  most  of  these  are  facing  porno  charges 
with  court  cases  pending. 

For  all  practical  purposes,  convenience  stores  and  other  retail  establishments  have  removed 
sexually  oriented  publications  such  as  PLAYBOY,  HUSTLER,  PENTHOUSE,  ETC.  Others 
have  placed  the  material  behind  the  counter  or  behind  "blinder"  racks  where  they  are  not  ac- 
cessible to  minors. 

Video  stores  have  cleaned  their  shelves  of  sexual  explicit  materials  rather  than  face  prosecu- 
tion. 

Cable  porno  programs  like  the  Playboy  Channel  have  been  discontinued  in  communities 
such  as  Hickory,  Raleigh,  Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  etc. 

Indictments  have  been  brought  against  ADAM  &  EVE  -  the  largest  porno  distributor  in  the 
Southeast,  located  in  Orange  County. 

The  battle  is  not  over  for  the  cause  of  decency.  The  pornography  industry  and  its  sympa- 
thizers are  already  raising  funds  and  seeking  to  build  supjjort  to  get  our  state's  new  obscenity 
law  "watered  down"  in  the  1987  legislature. 

II.  ALCOHOL  (Liquor-Beer-Wine):  The  League  remains  the  only  organization  in  North 
Carolina  providing  assistance  to  communities  involved  in  citing  our  number  one  addicting 
drug.  Referendums  have  been  defeated  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Scotland  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

2.  Black  Mountain  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

3.  Concord  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

4.  Manteo  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

5.  Rowan  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

6.  Wayne  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

7.  Pasquotank  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

8.  Old  Fort  defeated  beer-wine  sales;  and 

9.  King  defeated  an  ABC  liquor  store  vote.  ^ 
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These  victories  were  the  result  of  strong,  aggressive  leadership  on  the  part  of  caring  people. 
III.  GAMBLING:  In  1987  the  church  will  probably  face  its  strongest  challenge  yet  from 
the  gambling  industry. 

Pro-lottery  forces  have  already  stated  that  they  will  be  back  before  the  1987  legislature  with 
an  all-out  effort  to  secure  a  statewide  lottery. 

Pari-mutuel  gambling  forces  have  now  come  on  the  scene.  A  statewide  organization  operating 
under  the  name  CAROLINA  SPORTS  ASSOCIATION,  with  offices  in  High  Point,  are 
pushing  this  cause.  Rufus  Edmisten,  the  state's  former  Attorney-General,  has  been  employed 
by  the  gambling  forces  to  assist  in  their  drive  for  pari-mutuel  gambling.  This  group  is  pub- 
lishing a  newspaper.  Sporting  Journal,  that  is  being  sent  to  key  business  and  industrial  leaders 
throughout  North  Carolina  to  enlist  supporters.  Fundraising  efforts  are  also  underway.  A 
speaker's  bureau  has  been  formed  providing  programs  for  civic  and  community  groups  on 
behalf  of  the  gambling  cause. 


Christian  Life  Commission  Report 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  is  grateful  for  another  year  marked  by  significant  gains  in 
several  areas  of  its  ministry  on  behalf  of  Southern  Baptists.  A  wide  range  of  program  activities 
have  helped  Baptists  practice  Christian  ethics  in  family  life,  race  relations,  citizenship,  daily 
work,  and  numerous  moral  concerns.  The  agency  has  had  many  opportunities  to  work  with 
other  Southern  Baptist  agencies,  thereby  increasing  its  usefulness  to  Southern  Baptist  churches 
and  people. 

A  close  and  effective  working  relationship  has  been  maintained  with  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittees in  associations  and  in  local  churches.  Christian  Life  Committees  in  churches  now 
number  a  record  1,525.  Working  relationships  with  state  Baptist  conventions  have  been 
strengthened.  This  includes  state  conventions  with  full-time  workers  with  state  Christian  Life 
Commissions  (or  the  equivalent)  and  others  with  active  Christian  Life  Committees  without 
full-time  workers. 

The  Commission  has  provided  support  materials  for  special  emphasis  days  related  to  ethics 
on  the  Southern  Baptist  calendar.  Bible-based  themes,  articles  and  artwork  accompany  the 
copy  related  to  sanctity  of  human  life,  race  relations.  Christian  citizenship,  i>eace  with  justice, 
and  world  hunger. 

A  national  seminar  dealt  with  "Applying  the  Gospel  in  the  Local  Church"  in  1985  and  on 
"Recovering  Moral  Values"  in  1986.  Other  conferences  related  to  applied  Christianity  dealt 
with  topics  such  as  moral  problems  and  youth,  gambling,  hunger,  apartheid,  and  peace  with 
justice  while  still  other  conferences  focused  on  training  and  strategy. 

The  cause  of  applied  Christianity  was  expanded  through  the  production  and  distribution 
of  literature,  study  guides,  audio  and  videotapes,  and  other  resources.  A  new  "Help  for 
Families"  series  included  four  new  videotapes  and  15  new  or  updated  pamphlets.  The  new 
videotapes  deal  with  pornography,  divorce,  television,  and  changing  roles  in  marriage. 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  has  the  primary  respKjnsibility  for  education  and  action 
related  to  hunger.  Wide  distribution  of  the  1985-1986  Hunger  Awareness /Action  Guide  helped 
Southern  Baptists  to  reach  a  new  high  in  their  gifts  for  hunger  relief.  Hunger  gifts  for  1985 
totaled  $11,830,146.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  $10,625,897  for  hunger  ministries 
abroad  and  $1,204,249  went  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  domestic  hunger. 

The  Commission's  primary  publication  in  support  of  applied  Christianity  is  Light.  During 
the  past  year  circulation  topped  18,000  and  there  has  been  exceptionally  good  response  and 
supi>ort  from  a  wide  cross  section  of  Light  readers. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  encouraged  and  faces  the 
future  with  faith,  hope,  and  renewed  commitment. 
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General  Board  Report 


I  was  elected  to  the  General  Board  at  its  January  meeting,  which  was  held  at  the  Caraway 
Conference  Center,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Brother  Everett  Wilson,  who  moved  away. 

My  first  meeting  with  the  General  Board  was  at  Wake  Forest  University  in  May.  My  com- 
mittee assignment  is  that  of  "Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs,"  which  is  the  committee  that 
attempts  to  lead  us  in  the  implementation  of  the  Christian  faith  in  the  all  important  task  of 
Christian  citizenship. 

There  were  two  very  important  considerations  to  come  before  our  committee,  and  which 
were  passed  by  the  General  Board  and  I  believe  are  of  interest  to  our  churches.  They  are 
1.  nuclear  dump  sites;  2.  involvement  of  churches  in  political  campaigns. 

Just  a  few  words  concerning  recommendation  number  one  -  nuclear  dump  sites  -  "Therefore 
the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  meeting  at  Wake  Forest  University  on  May 
27,  1986,  expresses  its  opposition  to  the  placement  of  a  high  level  repository  in  North  Carolina 
and,  in  more  general  terms,  to  the  use  of  burial  as  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  high  level 
nuclear  waste,  etc." 

Recommendation  number  two  -  regarding  the  involvement  of  churches  in  political  cam- 
paigns -  churches  should  not  advocate  endorsing  political  parties  or  candidates.  Those  who  do 
jeopardize  their  tax  exempt  status.  I  though  that  the  information  would  be  of  value  to  our 
churches.  j.  d.

I  stand  on  the  shoulders  of  my  friend,  the  Reverend  Frank  Anderson,  who  retired  last  fall 
after  10  years  as  Hospital  Chaplain.  The  Jackson  County  Ministerial  Association  made  him 
Chaplain  Emeritus.  They  also  honored  Brother  Dan  Ward  for  his  insight,  interest,  and  sup- 
port of  the  Chaplaincy  Committee.  Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Brother  Charles  Ginn 
who  served  as  interim  Chaplain  from  October  to  December  1985. 

We  have  a  new  chapel,  and  a  Chaplain's  office  located  on  the  first  floor,  across  the  hall  from 
the  former  chapel.  Thanks  to  the  trustees,  administration,  and  everyone  who  had  a  part  in 
making  the  decision  to  expand  our  facilities.  They  are  being  used  effectively  to  help  people 
communicate  with  the  Lord  in  time  of  crisis  and  stress. 

A  grant  from  Mr.  and  Mrs,  W.  C.  Hennessee  provides  two-thirds  of  the  budget.  The  other 
one-third  comes  from  churches  and  individuals  throughout  Jackson  County. 

This  means  we  can  offer  training  to  pastors  on  visiting  the  sick,  dealing  with  death  and  a 
host  of  other  related  topics.  The  first  training  course  will  begin  in  September  1986.  The  class  is 
limited  to  10  participants,  but  we  will  allow  the  11  persons  who  have  requested  participation  to 
remain. 

The  first  class  will  form  the  basis  of  our  Chaplain  associate  program  and  will  provide  24 
hour  chaplaincy  coverage  for  our  hospital.  Thanks  to  Charlie  and  Bess  Steward  for  their  gifts 
to  cover  expenses  of  our  beginning  course  in  pastoral  care. 

Call  on  me  to  share  the  chaplaincy  story  at  your  church,  Bible  School,  Wednesday  evening, 
W.M.U.,  Baptist  Men's,  or  whatever  occasion  you  choose. 

Thank  you  for  the  opjjortunity  to  serve.  Please  continue  to  undergird  the  Lord's  mission 
work  at  our  own  local  hospital  with  your  prayers,  good  wishes  and  finances.  We  need  your 
help.

Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  Report 

In  its  78th  year,  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  is  preparing  5,070  men  and 
women  for  ministry,  while  planning  for  the  needs  of  the  1990s. 

Southwestern,  the  largest  seminary  in  the  world,  is  this  year  training  4,071  men  and  999 
women  in  schools  of  theology,  religious  education  and  church  music.  While  4,427  of  those 
students  study  on  the  main  campus,  another  643  train  at  Southwestern 's  three  off-campus 
centers  and  Spanish-language  component. 

Currently,  students  study  under  202  faculty  members,  including  102  full-time  teachers  and 
100  supplementary  instructors.  New  faculty  additions  include  Dan  Clement,  instructor  of 
psychology  and  counseling;  Dan  Crawford,  assistant  professor  of  evangelism  and 
missions/director  of  evangelism  and  missions  practica;  Douglas  Dickens,  assistant  professor  of 
pastoral  ministry;  James  Heflin,  associate  professor  of  preaching;  David  Robinson,  assistant 
professor  of  voice;  James  Walter,  associate  professor  of  adult  education. 

This  year,  the  Cooperative  Program  provided  $7  million  of  Southwestern 's  $16.9  million 
budget.  The  cooperative  Program  and  donors  who  gave  above  the  tithe  continued  to  make 
quality  theological  education  available  for  a  fraction  of  the  cost  non-Southern  Baptist  schools 
charge. 

Needs  of  the  future  are  being  met  through  Upward  90,  Southwestern *s  five-year  strategic 
plan  for  ministry  in  the  1990s.  Goals  currently  being  met  include  extensive  computerization  of 
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faculty  and  staff  offices,  renovation  of  classroom  space,  energy  conservation  installations, 
increasing  endowment,  curriculum  evaluation  and  expansion  of  the  public  affairs  and  student 
affairs  divisions. 

Upward  90,  a  $50  million  project,  calls  for  enhancing  every  area  of  seminary  life.  By  1990 
four  buildings  will  have  been  renovated  and  a  conference  center  constructed,  academic  pro- 
grams will  be  better  related  to  current  needs  of  churches,  and  personal  student  development 
will  be  heightened. 

Additional  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  include: 

—  beginning  the  Chair  of  Prayer  and  Spiritual  Formation; 

—  adding  a  doctoral  major  in  evangelism; 

—  designing  28  new  courses; 

—  conducting  47  continuing  education  courses; 

—  expanding  the  Southwestern  Journal  of  Theology  to  three  issues  per  year; 

—  naming  James  Bensen  dean  of  academic  affairs  at  Hispanic  Baptist  Seminary;  ! 

—  welcoming  more  than  3,000  alumni  and  guests  to  the  seminary's  second-ever  home- 
coming; 

—  sp>onsoring  eight  missions  awareness  events  with  more  than  1,000  participants; 

—  involving  240  students  in  Operation  Penetration,  a  week-long  evangelistic  effort 
during  spring  break. 


We  have  just  com- 
pleted three  wonderful  weeks  of  our  Girls'  Camp  with  eight  girls  accepting  Christ  as  their 
personal  Saviour  and  79  rededications  out  of  136  girls  present. 

Kay  Frazier  and  Beth  Lolley  were  program  directors  this  year  and  did  a  fantastic  job. 

We  have  had  no  major  breakdowns  so  far  this  year. 

Financing  of  the  Dining  Hall  Building  Project  is  looking  very  good  and  we  ask  for  your 
continued  support  and  prayers  in  this  matter.  Hopefully  the  building  will- begin  in  September 
of  this  year. 

Our  Music  Week  will  be  led  by  J.  Gilbert  this  year  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  success- 
ful week  as  we  had  last  year.  This  is  a  good  week  for  our  boys  and  girls  throughout  the  region. 

Our  R.  A.  Camp  will  be  led  by  Johnny  Forrister  and  we  are  hoping  for  better  attendance  this 
year  than  last. 

Pray  with  us  in  the  matter  of  interest  rising  in  the  region  for  our  R.A.  weeks  ahead. 

We  wish  to  thank  this  association  and  all  the  churches  in  Region  10  for  their  continued 
prayers  and  support  for  Truett  Baptist  Camp. 

This  is  your  camp  and  our  prayer  is  that  we  will  continue  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  all  our 
people  in  the  days  ahead.  „  .

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Constitution

August  22,  1986.  The  1986  changes  are  indicated  by  an  asterisk  *  ). 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OB JECTIVES 

The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  be  a  fellowship  of  churches  on  mission  in  our  setting. 
The  specific  objectives  of  the  association  are  as  follows: 

1 .  To  promote  harmony,  understanding  and  spiritual  power  between  the  churches. 

2.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the  churches  and 
assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives. 

4.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually  and  to  coor- 
dinate the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

5.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  association,  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III  -  AUTHORITY 

SECTION  1  .The  association  shall  have  the  jwwer  to  elect  and  install  its  officers  in  whatever 
manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines 
and  discipline. 

SECTION  3.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  local  chur- 
ches as  sovereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1 .  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  constituted  Baptist  churches  in 
cooperating  fellowship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  following  the  teachings  of 
the  New  Testament. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  or 
reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure.  Churches  applying  for  mem- 
bership shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is  under- 
stood that  during  this  period  of  watch  care  the  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  those  of  voting. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  presented  to  the  Credentials  Committee  of  the 
Association.  The  applications  will  consist  of  a  letter  from  a  Constituted  Church  stating  their 
desire  to  affiliate  with  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  Credentials  Committee  as  a 
part  of  the  review  process  may  invite  the  requesting  church  to  a  conference  to  discuss  its 
history,  its  missions  strategy,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  pertinent  to  the  ap- 
plication. The  Credentials  Committee  may  then  approve  the  application  and  recommend  them 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  simple  majority  vote  accept 
the  requesting  church  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
suggested  that  any  church  under  watch  care  participate  in  the  missions  program  of  the 
association.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  church  may  be  voted  in  as  a  member  of  the  association 
with  full  privileges  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  association,  provided  that  the  church  submits  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least  one 
messenger  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleasure  and  should 
notify  the  association  of  this  action  in  writing.  Such  action  will  be  recognized  by  the 
association  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  .gg. 


SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  the  associational  clerk,  before 
each  annual  session,  and  annual  letter,  the  forms  provided  by  the  associational  clerk  giving  the 
information  requested  as  its  applicable  to  each  church  situation. 

SECTION  5.  The  association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  which  has  become  unscrip- 
tural  in  its  doctrine  or  practices  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  vote  is  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEETINGS 
*SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  Thursday  and  Friday 
preceding  the  third  Sunday  in  OCTOBER.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  provided  two  weeks  written  notice  is  given  to  the  member 
churches. 

SECTION  2.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  by  four 
messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  100  resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional 
messenger  for  each  additional  50  resident  members  as  determined  by  the  church  or  fraction 
thereof  and  not  to  exceed  10  messengers  from  any  one  church. 

SECTION  3.  Churches  are  requested  to  elect  their  messengers  and  alternates  in  conference 
to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  In  case  of  internal  dissension  in  a  church  and  two  parties  coming  to  the 
association,  each  claiming  to  represent  the  church,  neither  party  shall  be  seated  until  the 
question  is  decided  as  to  which  party  is  in  union  with  the  association.  The  decision  is  to  be 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  General  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian,  Program  Leaders  shall  be  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  Seminary  Extension 
Director,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Missions,  Trustees,  Pastor  Conference 
President,  Youth  Director,  STewardship  Director,  Vacation  Bible  School  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Deacons  Chairman,  and  such  other  of- 
ficers as  the  Association  may  desire  to  elect. 

Associational  representatives  will  be  elected  for  the  following  institutions  and  agencies:  (1) 
Truett  Camp,  (2)  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  (3)  Baptist  Hospital,  (4)  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Homes,  Inc.  (Homes  for  Aging),  (5)  Biblical  Recorder,  (6)  Christian  Education,  (7)  Annuity 
Board  and  other  representatives  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  elected  by  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  With  the  exception  of  the  director  of  associational  missions  and  trustees,  the 
terms  of  office  for  all  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of  con- 
tinuing re-election.  The  moderator  and  vice  moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  but 
one  year  in  succession.  (1)  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  three.  (2)  The  term  of  service  should 
be  for  three  years,  with  the  term  of  only  one  expiring  each  year.  In  the  first  election  of  trustees 
the  term  of  service  for  one  should  be  three  years,  another  two  years,  and  the  other  one  year.  (3) 
Upon  the  expiration  of  term  of  service  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  for  another 
term  of  three  years. 

Each  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  annual  session  with  the  exception  of  the 
treasurer  and  clerk  who  will  serve  from  October  1  through  September  30  (the  financial  year). 

SECTION  3.  The  director  of  associational  missions  shall  be  sought  and  recommended  by  the 
Executive  Committee  in  a  manner  of  its  own  choosing.  Within  10  days  after  locating  a 
nominee,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  present  the  name  of  the  director  nominee  to  a  called 
meeting  of  the  association.  If  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  is  scheduled  within  60  days, 
the  presentation  shall  wait  until  that  time. 

The  call  shall  be  indefinite.  The  salary,  allowance,  vacation,  etc.  shall  be  as  provided  by  the 
current  budget  or  adjustments  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  consultation  with 
the  Finance  Committee. 
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Concerning  termination  of  employment,  the  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented  to 
the  Executive  Committee  at  least  30  days  before  it  is  to  take  place.  The  Executive  Committee 
may  terminate  employment  by  giving  30  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  work  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  Missions  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order  of  all  meetings  of  the 
associationn  and  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of 
the  association. 

He  shall  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body  not  named  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  its  regular  report. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  shall  preside  in  the  absence 
of,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  3,  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions;  shall 
prepare  a  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's 
session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  minutes  concerning  the  records 
made. 

The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention.  This 
form  is  to  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  not  later  than  two  week  prior  tb  the 
meeting  of  the  body. 

An  Assistant  Clerk  shall  work  with  the  clerk  in  preparing  "The  Book  of  Reports." 
♦SECTION  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  by  the  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  report 
of  the  annual  meeting  and  a  current  report  at  each  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

An  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  assist  the  treasurer  by  request  and  to  serve  in  the 
event  the  Treasurer  resigns  or  is  ill  or  unable  to  function. 

SECTION  5.  The  Historian  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up-tordate. 

SECTION  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  body 
advise  and  assist  the  association  with  respect  to  all  matter  involving  parliamentary  procedure. 

An  Assistant  Parliamentarian  shall  be  elected.  The  Parliamentarian  and  Assistant  should 
always  communicate  with  each  other  to  ensure  that  their  office  is  filled  at  each  associational 
annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Program  Leaders  and  the  Institutional  Agency  Representatives  shall  per- 
form all  duties  customary  to  their  titles  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  session  of 
the  association. 

SECTION  8.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  committees, 
officers,  and  churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  director  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  association.  The  direc- 
tor shall  communicate  with  the  state  and  Southern  Convention  such  information  as  shall  be 
mutually  helpful  and  needful. 

The  duties  of  the  director  of  missions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Article  XIV. 

♦SECTION  9.  Trustees  have  no  authority  except  by  direction  of  the  association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures  but,  are  to  be  the  legal  signees  for  the  association. 
Trustees  represent  the  association  in  legal  matters. 

Trustees  act  on  behalf  of  the  association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  associational  proper- 
ty- 

They  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  authority  of  the  association. 

All  persons  dealing  with  the  trustees,  as  associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  association  or  Executive  Committee,  directing  and  authorizing 
the  trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  association  moderator  and  clerk. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Parliamentary 
Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  QUORUM 

The  annual  associational  quorum  shall  be  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  member  churches 
represented. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and 
program  leaders  elected  by  the  association  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church  in 
the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  associational  officer  or  program  leader 
shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from  representing  the  church 
or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  association  on 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the 
next  session  of  the  association.  This  body  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter  except  for  the  July  quarter 
which  shall  meet  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  month  of  July.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  may  be  called  by  the  moderator  with  a  one  week  notice  to  the  churches. 

SECTION  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  on  committees  or  among  elected  officers  shall  be  filled 
by  theExecutive  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  occurs  with  the  trustees,  the  Executive  Committe 
should  fill  such  a  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

*SECTION  1 .  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst.  The  term  of  office  for  all  committee 
members  shall  be  for  one  year  except  where  specifically  stated  otherwise. 

SECTION  2.  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
nominate  at  the  general  meeting  all  standing  committees  as  set  forth  under  Article  XI. 

SECTION  3.  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members. 
To  this  group  the  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
Brotherhood  and  Music  Ministry  will  be  added. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  the  officers,  program  leaders  and 
institutional/agency  representatives.  These  nominees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  not  less  than 
one  month  prior  to  presenting  of  their  names  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  4.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  members 
shall  plan  the  annual  program  of  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  pastors  and 
two  laymen.  It  shall  examine  applications  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association  in 
keeping  with  Article  IV,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association. 

It  shall  cornsel  with  churches  that  are  out  of  harmony  or  fellowship  with  the  association. 

SECTION  6.  The  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  recommend  the  place  or  places  for  the 
following  annual  meeting  and  to  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  to  deliver  the  annual 
sermon  for  the  following  year. 
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♦SECTION  7.  The  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator  at  the  OCTOBER  Executive  Committee  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  at  the  annual  associatiqnal  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  The  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of' three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  bring  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  those  listed  by  the 
member  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial  ser- 
vice in  their  memory. 

♦SECTION  9.  The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  including 
the  treasurer  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall:  (a)  present  a  budget  to  the  association 
for  the  following  year;  (b)  devise  plans  for  raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget;  (c) 
audit  the  finances  and  financial  records  of  the  association  annually  and  anytime  there  is  a 
change  of  treasurer  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Committee;  (d)  report 
all  audits  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  10.  The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
and  shall  perform  all  duties  specified  in  Article  XV. 

SECTION  11.  The  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  five  designated 
pastors  and  all  other  pastors  who  desire  to  sit  with  the  committee. 

a.  The  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  only  and  serves  at  the  request  of  the  church 
from  which  one  of  the  members  is  seeking  ordination. 

b.  The  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to 
their  call  and  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the  chur- 
as  they  feel  led. 

c.  The  committee  should  assist  in  arranging  the  proper  service  of  ordination  when  such 
assistance  is  requested. 

d.  The  Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee. 

e.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee,  and 
shall  give  two  weeks  notice  in  which  the  committee  is  to  do  its  work. 

SECTION  12.  The  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  to 
direct  and  promote  a  perpetual  program  and  spirit  of  evangelism  in  the  association.  It  shall 
arrange  and  direct  all  associational  wide  evangelistic  activities. 

SECTION  13.  The  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  two 
named  each  year  and  each  serving  for  a  three-year  term.  Committee  members  are  eligible  to  be 
re-elected  for  one  additional  term  of  office  in  succession.  The  associational  Brotherhood 
Director  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  are  to  serve  as  ex  officio  members  along 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Moderator. 

The  duties  of  the  Missions  Committee  shall  be  to  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  mission 
program  of  the  association  through:  (a)  Helping  churches  commit  themselves  to  being  ON 
MISSION  in  their  setting;  (b)  Provide  and  interpret  information  on  mission  needs  to  the 
churches  of  the  association;  (c)  To  survey  the  mission  needs  to  be  found  within  the  association; 
(d)  Assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work;  (e)  Conduct  the  kinds  of  mission  work  that  in- 
dividual churches  cannot  successfully  conduct. 

SECTION  14.  The  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  comprised  of 
three  members.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  and  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and 
repairs  of  the  associational  building,  grounds,  and  equipment. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Moderator,  the  Vice  Moderator,  the  program  leaders:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  the  Chairman  of  Deacons,  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  Committee,  the  chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Fin- 
ance Committee.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  to  serve  as  chairman  and  a  secretary  shall  be  elec- 
ted from  the  group. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  planning  of  the  various  programs  of  the 
association,  to  develop  an  associational  calendar,  and  to  give  mutual  support  to  the  various 
organization  and  program  units  in  carrying  out  their  assignments. 

The  council  shall  meet  quarterly.  -30- 


ARTICLE  XIII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  PASTORS'  CONFERENCE 

The  Associational  Pastor'  Conference  provides  regular  meetings  for  the  Baptist  ministers  of 
the  association.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  for  fellowship  and  mutual  support,  for  doc- 
trinal and  professional  discussion  and  for  promotion  of  church,  associational  and  other 
denominational  programs.  The  conference  is  not  an  administrative  or  executive  body. 

ARTICLE  XIV  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS  JOB  DESCRIPTION 

SECTION  1.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS.  He  is  to  be  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer  of  the  association.  He  is  to  confirm  extra  employmment  in  a  manner 
agreed  upon  with  the  Executive  Committee, 

SECTION  2.  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS. 

1.  He  is  employed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  association. 

2.  C^eneral  sujiervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  association  as  they  function 
through  the  association  office. 

3.  Work  primarily  with  (pastors),  associational  general  officers,  committees,  and 
organizations. 

4.  Work  closely  with  auxiliary  organizations  (such  as  W^.M.U.,  Baptist  Men,  etc.). 

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies  and  promoting  their 
programs. 

SECTION  3.  In  the  churches,  extending  the  local  ministries. 

To  visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders  in  the  pastorless  chur- 
ches to  provide  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry,  such  as  (1)  Pulpit  supply;  (2) 
Study  courses;  (3)  Missionary  address;  (4)  Deacon's  meetings;  (5)  Assembly  programs;  (6) 
Special  day  addresses;  (7)  Ordination  services;  (8)  V.B.S.  planning  and  promotion;  (9)  To  in- 
terpret phases  of  associational  work;  (10)  Budget  planning;  (11)  Building  planning;  (12) 
Revival  meetings;  (13)  Stewardship  emphasis;  (14)  Study  objectives  and  long  range  plan- 
ning;(15)  Studying  and  evaluating  procedures,  curriculum,  constitution  and  bylaws,  etc.;  (16) 
Church-community  surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept;  and  (18) 
Publishing  of  a  regular  news  medium  (such  as  a  monthly  newsletter);  (19)  Cooperate  with  the 
news  media  to  promote  Baptist  work. 

In  the  associational  office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  ma.il,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to  his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquiries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  associational  officers,  committees  and  heads  of  organizations  to  get  out  promotional 
mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

SECTION  4.  Schedule  of  Benefits 

1.  His  salary  shall  be 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include: 

a.  One  day  a  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest  that  excuded  normal 
associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  association  for  special  work  with  local 
churches  or  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  26  days  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days  to  be  accumulated. 
Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  association  for  one  year  without  Executive  Committee 
action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded  with  the  financial  secretary  of  the  association. 

d.  Two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

e.  Holidays:  New  Years'  Day;  Easter  Monday;  July  4;  Labor  Day;  Thanksgiving  Thursday 
and  Friday;  Christmas,  December  25  and  26. 

4.  All  honoraria  from  churches  inside  or  outside  the  association  and  all  honoraria  from 
other  religious  work  shall  be  his  personal  fair,  and  shall  not  be  submitted  to  the  association. 

5.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of  an  annual  evaluation  by  the 
Moderator  and  Missions  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XV  -  AMENDMENTS 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  the  amendment  has  been  presented  to 
the  Constitutional  Committee  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  and  presented  to  the 
association  in  printed  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  voted  on  the  second 
day.

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The  Cover  is  designed  to  tell  a  story  about  the  50  churches  composing  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association.

21.  The  first  session  of  the  Annual  meeting  was  closed  with  a  Benediction  pronounced  by 
the  Reverend  Ray  McCall,  pastor  of  the  Webster  Baptist  Church. 

FRIDAY,  OCTOBER  16,  1987  :

25.  Norman  Parris,  Associational  Director  of  Church  Training,  brought  the  report  for 
that  committee.  He  announced  "M"  Night  for  November  23  at  the  East  Sylva  Baptist 
Church.  The  Reverend  Cleve  Wilkie  will  bring  the  message  at  this  meeting. 

26.  Mrs.  Shirley  Kool,  Associational  Director  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  pre- 
sented the  report  for  that  group.  She  told  of  the  new  partnership  being  arranged  with  Brazil 
by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  urged  each  W.M.U.  organization  to  be 
supportive  of  the  partnership.  She  presented  a  motion: 

I  move  that  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  participate  in  a  five  year  missions 
project  between  North  Carolina  Baptist  and  the  Baptist  Convention  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil.

The  purpose  of 
this  initial  visit  will  be  to  work  out  details  of  the  needs  of  the  Brazilian  project.  This  cost  for 
them  will  be  approximately  $1200  for  each  person.  The  January  Executive  Committee 
would  make  the  decision  as  to  who  and  how  many  would  go  on  this  trip.

27.  The  Brotherhood  Report  was  given  by  Johnny  Watson,  Associational  Director.  This 
group  was  encouraged  to  become  active  in  the  proposed  Sao  Paulo  Partnership. 

28.  Mike  Moses,  Director  of  the  Crusaders  program,  presented  John  Reid,  Director  of 
Missions,  with  a  R.A.  jacket  from  the  Crusaders  in  appreciation  of  the  support  given  by 
Reverend  Reid.  He  urged  all  churches  to  start  Crusade  organizations  for  their  youth.  He  will 
be  available  to  assist  anyone  desiring  help. 

29.  Haven  Ensley,  chairman  of  the  Deacons,  Pastors,  Spouses  Fellowship  gave  the  report 
for  that  organization.  He  announced  that  the  October  meeting  is  to  be  held  at  the  Cullowhee 
Baptist  Church,  on  Friday,  October  23  at  6:00  p.m. 

30.  Dr.  Terrv  Peele,  Assistant  Pastor  of  Sylva  First  Baptist,  presented  the  VBS  report  and 
announced  36  conversions  during  the  schools  in  session. 

31.  The  Reverend  Harry  Vance  moved  that  the  collection  to  be  taken  be  given  for  the 
Hunger  Fund. 

The  Motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 

The  collection  was  made  as  the  congregation  sang  "Down  At  The  Cross". 

32.  Reverend  Kenneth  Pressley,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  the 
Proposed  Associational  Budget  for  1988.  In  speaking  to  the  Budget,  he  urged  the  churches  to 
support  if  they  accepted  the  challenging  budget. 

The  Motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED  without  comments  from  the  floor. 

33.  The  Reverend  Charles  Carnes  presented  the  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  Report.  The 
Annual  session  will  beheld  on  October  13, 1988 at  the  Little  Savannah  Baptist  Church  with 
the  Reverend  Glenn  Blanton  as  the  preacher  and  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Sylva  on 
October  14  with  the  Reverend  Ray  McCall  as  the  preacher. 

34.  Kenneth  Pressley,  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee  presented  the  proposed 
Constitutional  changes.  These  suggested  changes  had  been  distributed  to  the  messenger  on 
the  previous  evening.  These  changes  as  passed  will  be  indicated  in  the  CONSTITUTION  in 
the  minutes  with  an  "  *  ".  Pressley  made  the  motion  that  Article  6,  Section  1  be  amended  to 
include  the  Director  of  the  Singles  program  and  the  Director  of  the  Senior  Adult  Program. 

The  Motion  was  CARRIED  with  a  2/3  vote  in  favor. 

35.  Amendment  presented  by  the  Reverend  Steve  Gunter,  pastor  of  the  Balsam  Baptist 
Church,  pertaining  to  Article  3,  Authority  reading  "The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to 
elect  and  install  the  officers  providing  they  believe  and  accept  that  the  Bible  is  the  infallible 
word  of  God  and  that  any  man  that  disbelieves  this  will  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  in  the 
association. 

The  proposed  amendment  was  DEFEATED  in  a  ballot  vote. 
No  other  amendment  changes  were  proposed. 

36.  Pressley  made  the  motion  that  Section  2  of  Article  6  be  extended  to  include  "The 
Associational  Financial  year  will  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting". 

This  Motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 

37.  John  Reid,  speaking  for  the  Resolutions  Committee  commended  the  Zion  Hill  and 
the  Lovedale  Churches  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  both  churches  hosted  the  Annual 
Meeting.  In  each  church  the  meal  was  delicious,  beautifully  served  and  the  accommodations 
provided  were  more  than  adequate.  The  Association  goes  on  record  in  appreciation  of  the 
work  and  effort  put  into  the  making  of  the  one  hundred  fifty-eighth  Annual  Sessions  such  a 
wholesome  and  satisfying  experience. 

38.  The  Reverend  Lewis  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Cashiers  Church,  explained  why  the 
Evangelism  Conference  scheduled  for  the  spring  of  1987  was  called  off.  The  event  would 
have  followed  problems  that  had  arisen  in  the  Association  and  the  Committee  felt  that  time 
was  needed  for  healing  to  take  place  before  entering  into  a  Revival. 

39.  The  Reverend  Jack  Hinson,  Chaplain  of  the  C.J.  Harris  Hospital,  told  of  the  good 
work  and  the  progress  being  made  in  the  Chaplaincy  program  and  of  those  pastors  who  had 
prepared  themselves  as  "on  call  assistant  chaplains." 

He  distributed  pamphlets  which  explained  the  work  and  some  of  the  needs  of  the 
Chaplaincy  program. 
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40.  The  Baptist  Student  Union  on  the  Campus  of  Western  Carolina  College  was  repre- 
sented by  a  student,  Jeff  Laws.  He  explained  briefly  the  efforts  being  made  by  the  students  to 
become  involved  in  mission  work. 

41.  The  Director  of  Truett  Baptist  Camp,  the  Reverend  Richard  Robertson,  spoke  of  the 
increased  enrollment  and  the  use  of  the  camp  and  of  the  work  Baptist  had  done  to  improve 
the  physical  situation.  The  new  dining  room  is  now  in  operation  and  has  added  much 
comfort  and  convenience  to  camp  life. 

42.  The  Digest  of  Letters  was  presented  by  Annie  Hoyle,  Associational  Clerk. 

43.  John  Reid,  in  the  absence  of  Mildred  Cowan,  gave  the  Memorial. 

44.  The  Reverend  Lewis  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Cashiers  Baptist  Church,  brought  a  strong 
message  on  love  using  as  scripture  selection  from  1  Corinthians  13. 

45.  The  Reverend  John  Bunn,  pastor  of  the  Syl va  First  Baptist  Church,  presented  a  point 
for  information.  He  stated  that  the  reports  showed  that  seven  churches  in  the  Association 
were  not  giving  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  that  13  churches  do  not  realize  that 
they  are  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  when  they  do  not  give  to  the  support  of  the 
Association.  These  churches  should  be  informed  concerning  this  conflict  and  instructed  in 
their  responsibilities  and  helped  to  understand  their  responsibilities. 

46.  The  158th  Annual  Meeting  was  closed  with  prayer. 

1987  Director  of  Missions  Report 

First  I  want  to  thank  the  churches  for  the  prayers,  the  support  and  the  encouragement  that 
you  have  given  me  as  your  Director  of  Missions.  I  continue  to  enjoy  my  visits  to  the  churches. 
I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunities  to  preach,  to  teach,  and  to  serve  in  other  ways  in  the  life  of 
the  local  church.  First  and  foremost,  as  Director  of  Missions.  I  consider  myself  a  servant  to 
the  local  church.  My  desire  is  to  be  able  to  help  each  church  realize  its  potential  before  God. 

As  your  Associational  Missionary  my  tasks  are  many  and  varied.  This  past  year  I  found 
myself  preaching,  teaching,  planning,  strategizing,  training,  equipping,  leading  and  shar- 
ing with  other  leaders,  and  coming  and  going  to  meetings  among  other  activities. 

One  important  area  of  work  has  been  consulting  with  churches.  I  have  worked  with  pulpit 
committees  as  they  searched  for  a  pastor,  been  asked  advice  concerning  buildings  and  decor, 
helped  churches  in  their  struggle  with  internal  problems,  and  answered  questions  about 
denominational  programs,  and  emphasis.  Also,  I  have  been  called  upon  on  several  occasions 
to  help  with  the  preaching  while  a  church  sought  an  interim  pastor.  I  have  given  priority 
time  to  responding  to  churches  who  have  needed  assistance  and  asked  for  it. 

Another  task  has  been  to  attend  meetings  and  functions  of  our  larger  Baptist  work  in  the 
state.  I  attended  the  Baptist  State  Convention  Annual  meeting  in  Greensboro.  I  attended  the 
National  Doctrine  of  Prayer  Seminar  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  along  with  two  lay  persons 
from  our  association.  In  February,  I  attended  the  Church  Management  Seminar  offered  by 
the  Babcock  School  of  Executive  Management  at  Wake  Forest  University.  In  March,  I 
attended  the  State  Convention  Staff/ Director  of  Missions  retreat  in  Caraway.  In  May,  I 
attended  the  May  Key  Leadership  meeting  in  Ridgecrest  along  with  other  associational 
leaders.  In  July,  I  attended  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Conference  here 
in  North  Carolina. 

I  am  especially  pleased  with  the  development  of  the  Senior  Adult  work  done  this  past  year. 
For  the  first  time  we  had  several  Senior  Adult  dinners  and  activities  here  at  the  Baptist 
Center.  Betty  Fisher  and  a  committee  of  ladies  from  various  churches  are  to  be  thanked  for 
their  leadership  and  work. 

I  have  worked  with  the  Truett  Camp  Board  of  Directors  and  am  pleased  that  the  new 
dining  hall  addition  has  been  completed  and  in  use  this  summer.  A  special  note  of  thanks 
must  be  expressed  to  the  WMU  of  the  Association  for  their  work  in  helping  make  that 
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possible.  Also,  I  commend  the  churches  who  responded  to  the  challenges  issued  by  the 
WMU.  I  also  served  on  the  Southeastern  Area  Resort  Ministry  Board  that  has  seen  much 
success  through  the  ministry  of  Jim  Dean  who  completed  his  work  this  past  summer.  A  new 
US-2  worker  will  be  coming  to  take  his  place. 

Much  time  is  spent  during  July,  August  and  September  preparing  for  the  Annual  meet- 
ing. This  includes  meeting  with  the  various  committees  as  they  meet  to  do  their  work  in 
preparation  for  the  Book  of  Reports  and  the  Annual  meeting. 

God  continues  to  bless  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Half  Hour  radio  program.  I  expend  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  effort  each  week  to  prepare  and  to  produce  the  program.  God  is  blessing  this 
ministry  and  I  believe  it  bears  a  positive  witness  to  the  county.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Locust 
Field  Baptist  Church  for  their  help  in  financing  the  program  on  a  continuing  basis. 

This  year  we  entered  both  the  Sylva  and  Cashiers  Christmas  parade  with  a  float  that  bore 
witness  to  Baptist  work  in  the  county. 

I  commend  Annie  Hoyle  for  the  fine  work  and  for  the  many  volunteer  hours  she  contrib- 
utes to  the  Association.  She  donated  so  many  things  on  a  regular  basis  to  our  Baptist  Center  it 
would  be  impossible  to  list  them.  We  are  especially  blessed  by  her  gift  of  hospitality  as  she 
prepares  refreshments  for  all  of  our  meetings  large  and  small.  Her  ministry  is  a  blessing  to 
our  ministry. 

This  was  not  a  year  of  unrestrained  progress.  In  times  of  controversy  plans  and  programs 
do  not  always  proceed  on  schedule.  However,  I  have  seen  some  healing  and  the  Association  is 
coming  back  together.  With  healing  and  reconciliation  comes  a  visible  demonstration  of 
God  in  our  midst  that  will  bear  great  testimony  to  our  county  of  the  mighty  power  of  God.  As 
Christians  we  can  seize  the  opportunity  to  be  reconciled,  to  demonstrate  forgiveness  and  love 
and  to  cooperate  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Our  financial  situation  has  been  strong  during  this  period  of  difficulty.  The  churches 
support  about  80  percent  of  our  total  budget.  With  the  decreased  giving  to  the  budget  this 
year  that  figure  will  be  less.  In  August  we  were  at  91.6%  of  our  budget  year.  We  had  received 
90.13%  of  the  money  to  meet  the  budget  and  from  that  amount  71%  had  been  given  by  the 
churches. 

This  year's  budget  will  be  challenging.  The  finance  committee  is  asking  the  churches  of 
the  Association  to  say  that  it  is  now  time  to  move  ahead.  Baptist  Churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee 
Association  are  called  of  the  Lord  to  minister  together  in  a  cooperative  way.  May  we  succeed 
to  His  Glory!

A  WORD  ABOUT  MUSIC  IN  OUR  CHURCHES 

Music  is  powerful.  Poets  and  prophets  of  all  ages  have  paid  tribute  to  the  influence  of 
music.  It  has  balm  to  soothe  the  wild  beast,  to  soften  rocks,  and  bend  the  knotted  oak.  The 
work  "Breast"  is  often  misinterpreted  as  "Beast,"  it  might  well  be  true  to  say  that  some 
"music"  has  the  power  to  MAKE  BEASTS  out  of  ordinarily  calm  people. 

All  musical  people  seem  to  be  happy.  Of  all  people  Christians  should  sing  because  they 
have  something  to  sing  about.  Since  music  is  so  powerful,  we  are  not  surprised  to  see  that 
God  has  provided  for  it  as  a  moving  part  of  Christian  worship.  In  less  than  one  minute,  you 
can  read  every  passage  in  the  New  Testament  referring  to  music  in  the  church. 

"And  when  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  went  out.  .  ."  (Matthew  26:30) 

".  .  .  at  midnight,  Paul  and  Silas  were  praying  and  singing  hymns  to  God,  and  the 
prisoners  were  listening  to  them."  (Acts  16:25) 

"...I  will  confess  to  you  among  the  Gentiles,  and  sing  to  your  name."  (Romans  15:9), 
quoted  from  II  Samuel  22:50) 

"Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom,  teaching  and  admonishing  one 
another  in  psalm  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the 
Lord"  (Colossians  3:16) 

"In  the  midst  of  the  congregation  I  will  sing  praises  to  you.  (Hebrews  2:12) 

"Is  anyone  cheerful?  Let  him  sing  psalms."  (James  5:13) 

These  are  the  verses  pertaining  to  music  for  Christians  as  far  as  Jesus  and  the  early  church 
were  concerned. 

Let  us  be  thankful  that  Christians  in  worship  can  all  participate  by  singing  from  the  heart. 
The  meaningless,  mechanical  Old  Testament  ceremony  and  weary  chores  were  taken  away. 
Christians  now  give  THEMSELVES  in  sacrifices,  including  the  fruit  of  their  lips. 

Singing  is  symbolic  of  total  service  and  giving  of  self,  rather  than  mec  hanical  service 
rendered  by  surrogates.

Sunday  School  Report 

This  past  year  was  not  a  good  year  in  Associational  Sunday  School  work.  Sunday  School 
enrollment  was  down  from  1986  by  2.4%  and  Sunday  School  Average  Attendance  was  down 
by  3.4%.  The  following  tables  are  very  revealing  about  the  kind  of  work  that  we  must  do  in 
the  area  of  Sunday  School.

Sunday  School  serves  two  major  purposes  in  the  church.  First,  it  is  to  reach  people.  Lost 
people  who  attend  Sunday  School  tend  to  make  decisions  for  Christ  much  more  readily  than 
lost  people  who  never  attend  Sunday  School  or  even  occasionally  attend  worship  services. 
Secondly,  Sunday  School  is  the  Bible  teaching  and  fellowship  arm  of  the  Church.  "Build  a 
strong  Sunday  School  and  you  will  build  a  strong  Church",  is  a  true  statement. 

A  growing  Sunday  School  is  no  accident.  It  is  the  result  of  the  pastor,  the  Sunday  School 
Director,  teachers,  and  class  members  sitting  down  and  developing  a  plan  to  visit,  to 
encourage  attendance,  and  to  strengthen  Bible  teaching  skills.  Sunday  School  (and  Church) 
growth  will  come  no  other  way. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  leaders  have  challenged  us  to  enroll  ten  million  people 
in  Sunday  School  by  1 990.  In  our  association  we  have  approximately  9,000  resident  members 
this  year.  Our  Sunday  School  enrollment  for  1987  was  4,799.  Our  enrollment  goal  for  1988  is 
5,279,  for  1989  is  5,807,  and  for  1990  is  6,388  people.  The  population  of  Jackson  County  is 
expected  to  be  over  30,000  in  1990.  If  these  goals  are  to  be  reached  every  church  will  have  to  do 
its  part. 

Each  church  is  encouraged  to  set  enrollment  and  attendance  goals  and  then  work  towards 
them.  We  are  to  reach  people,  teach  the  Bible,  witness  to  the  lost,  and  develop  the  saints. 
Sunday  School  is  our  primary  program  to  accomplish  this  as  God's  Holy  Spirit  empowers 
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Associational  Vacation  Bible  School  Report 


The  Associational  VBS  Clinic  was  held  in  April  at  the  East  Sylva  Baptist  Church.  Twelve 
Churches  were  represented  by  fifty  people.  Twenty-two  churches  have  shared  their  reports 
with  the  Associational  office  to  date.  Enrollment  ranged  from  twenty-two  people  to  two 
hundred  people.  Several  churches  conducted  classes  for  the  Adults.  Twenty-six  conversions 
were  reported  from  eleven  churches.  Fifteen  churches  contributed  to  the  missions  program 
through  cooperative  program  giving. 

Vacation  Bible  School  is  always  a  special  time  of  year.  The  Bible  is  taught,  children  are  led 
to  Christ,  and  mission  education  is  emphasized.

Woman's  Missionary  Union 

The  sweet  spirit  of  love  and  working  together  for  a  common  goal  has  permeated  the  work 
of  the  Tuckaseigee  Woman's  Missionary  Union  this  year.  Our  theme  this  year  was  "Gifted  to 
Serve,  Called  to  Act"  from  I  Peter  4:10.  All  year  we  have  been  confronted  with  our  many  gifts 
and  how  we  are  using  them  for  His  service. 

Quarterly  meetings  were  held  for  inspiration,  training  and  helping  us  to  become  aware  of 
mission  opportunities.  These  were  led  by  Nancy  Curtis  from  our  state  office  who  introduced 
our  theme;  an  approved  state  trainer,  Sandra  James  led  a  workshop  of  Mission  Action  and 
Personal  Witnessing;  volunteer  missionaries  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Oawford,  ordinary 
people  who  did  extraordinary  things,  talked  about  their  experiences  in  Brazil;  Dot  Calvin 
acquainted  us  with  the  North  Carolina-West  Virginia  project  and  ended  up  going  with  some 
Jackson  County  youth  on  her  fourth  trip;  and,  as  a  part  of  our  Leadership  Workshop,  Debra 
Wilfong  from  the  Hawthorne  Heights  Children's  Home  shared  needs  of  the  home  with  us. 
World  Day  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  the  Association  with  Wanda  Kidd  leading  us.  Also,  to 
help  keep  us  informed  of  activities  and  mission  opportunities,  a  page  of  "Mission  Matters" 
has  been  written  for  the  Association  Newsletter. 

Becoming  aware  of  needs  must  lead  to  Mission  Action.  So  as  an  association  we  accomp- 
lished together  what  each  of  our  churches  could  not  do  alone.  Two  sewing  machines  were 
purchased  for  Broyhill  Children's  Home  ($600),  120  cafeteria  trays  and  other  kitchen  utensils 
were  purchased  for  Truett  Camp's  new  kitchen  ($386),  a  lawnmower  was  donated  to 
Hawthorne  Heights  Children's  Home  ($260),  and  a  piano  at  Skyland  Rest  Home  was  tuned. 

As  we  become  more  active,  we  are  also  growing.  There  are  24  WMU  organizations  with  380 
members  although  only  17  with  306  members  have  paid  dues.  One  new  WMU  was  organized 
and  one  was  reorganized.  There  are  27  Baptist  Women  Organizations  plus  one  new  group 
and  one  reorganized.  There  is  one  Baptist  Young  Women's  group  organizing  this  Fall. 
There  are  7  Acteen  groups  with  47  members  plus  two  new  groups  organized  this  year.  There 
are  12  Girls  in  Action  groups  with  98  members  plus  two  newly  organized  groups.  These 
groups  have  been  active  in  Association-Wide  Day  Camps  and  GA  Activity  sessions  with 
excellent  participation.  Mission  Friends  has  10  groups  organized  plus  two  newly  organized 
this  year. 
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All  of  this  is  possible  with  the  support  and  dedication  of  the  WMU  Council.  Leaders  for 
next  year  for  1987-88  are:

TO  HELP  HURTING  CHILDREN  AND  ASSIST  BROKEN  FAMILIES. 

UPDATE/WESTERN  AREAS:  The  Moody  Home  is  located  in  the  beautiful  lotla  Valley 
of  Macon  County.  Even  more  beautiful  is  the  ministry  being  offered  to  teenage  girls  needing 
a  level  of  care  beyond  that  which  is  available  in  other  services. 

The  Broyhill  Home  at  Clyde,  which  includes  the  Haywood  Emergency  Care  Cottage,  the 
maternity  home  in  Asheville,  and  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City  tend  to  have 
a  waiting  list  in  recent  months. 

The  children  whom  we  serve  need  our  help  more  than  ever.  However,  we  have  a  dedicated 
staff  of  child  care  and  social  workers  to  meet  the  challenge  of  caring  for  some  of  God's 
loveliest  children.  Through  your  prayers  and  generous  gifts,  we  continue  to  be  laborers 
together  for  God  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  with  you.

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A  recent  survey  sent  to  more  than  24,000  lay  persons  and  pastors  in  North  Carolina, 
revealed  strongly  positive  attitudes  toward  Baptist  colleges. 

The  following  summary  of  the  survey's  conclusions  will  interest  our  Baptist  people  in  the 
churches  and  associations; 

1.  Almost  90  percent  of  those  surveyed  said  Christian  education  should  remain  a  high 
priority  in  North  Carolina  Baptist  life. 

2.  More  than  50  percent  rated  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  as  outstanding  or  good. 
Ninety-five  percent  believe  the  quality  of  education  is  equal  or  superior  to  an  education  at  a 
state  school. 

3.  The  three  main  strengths  of  Baptist  Schools,  according  to  the  survey,  are  the  quality  of 
education  offered,  the  Christian  commitment  of  faculty  and  the  spiritual  emphasis  on  the 
campuses.  The  overwhelming  weakness  is  the  cost. 

4.  Most  said  they  learned  about  the  colleges  through  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  opinion 
was  strong,  however  (65%),  that  Baptist  students  do  not  receive  sufficient  information  about 
Baptist  colleges  through  the  local  church. 

5.  When  asked  about  the  percentage  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  Christian  educa- 
tion, 45.5  percent  answered  that  it  is  "About  right"  while  37.8  percent  replied  the  percentage 
is  "Not  enough." 

6.  Respondents  to  the  survey  were  29  percent  women  and  40  percent  lay  persons.  Eighty- 
four  percent  were  from  churches  with  memberships  between  100  and  999. 

Such  positive  attitudes  encourage  Baptist  colleges  to  excel  even  more  in  service  and 
cooperation  with  Baptist  churches. 


During  the  past  year.  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  22,973  patients  for  a  total  of  186,321  days 
of  patient  care.  More  than  1,000  of  those  patients  had  heart  surgery  and  27  received  kidney 
transplants.  During  this  period,  the  hospital  also  performed  its  first  heart  transplant  and,  as 
of  June  1,  1987,  has  performed  four  successful  heart  transplants. 

Approximately  1,000  persons  with  kidney  stones  have  been  treated  with  the  lithotripter. 
The  lithotripter  has  also  been  used  to  break  up  gallstones.  Baptist  Hospital  was  the  first 
hospital  in  the  United  States  to  achieve  this  success. 

The  Air  Care  Program,  described  as  a  "flying  emergency  room  staffed  with  highly  trained 
pilots  and  flight  nurses,"  continues  to  save  lives  and  to  contribute  to  more  rapid  and 
complete  recovery  for  many  victims  of  trauma.  For  example.  Air  Care  made  it  possible  for  a 
man  whose  arm  was  severed  in  a  hay  mowing  accident  to  reach  the  hospital  in  time  to  have 
his  arm  reattached. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  less  than  a  half  dozen  medical  centers  in  the  nation  routinely 
transplanting  living  bone  tissue.  A  woman  underwent  this  rare  procedure  to  correct  an 
arthritic  condition  in  her  hip  where  her  bone  tissue  had  died.  Bone  tissue  with  its  own  blood 

supply  was  successfully  transplanted  from  her  lower  legs  to  the  upper  end  of  the  right  femur. 

In  addition  to  those  admitted  to  the  hospital,  30,726  persons  were  seen  in  the  outpatient 
clinics,  35,134  in  the  emergency  department,  and  196,556  in  the  Bowman  Gray  Department 
of  Clincis.  2,747  patients  had  outpatient  surgery.

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During  the  past  year,  the  Pastoral  Care  Department  has  continued  to  provide  pastoral 
services  for  hospital  patients,  pastoral  counseling,  clinical  pastoral  education,  and  human 
enrichment  events.  In  addition,  the  department,  in  cooperation  with  the  Baptist  State 
C^onvention,  has  offered  the  "Pastor's  Sabbath"  Program  at  C^araway  Conference  Center  and 
has  provided  assistance  to  more  than  100  pastors  and  their  families  through  the  Minister's 
C^are  Plan.  Plans  are  being  made  to  offer  training  in  "Conflict  Management,"  "Healing  of 
Corporate  Pain,"  and  "Ministry  to  the  Interim  Church." 

Due  to  the  change  in  the  method  and  timing  of  the  special  offering,  Baptist  Hospital 
received  during  its  past  fiscal  year  the  largest  offering  from  the  churches  in  its  history.  The 
last  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  in  September  of  1985  and  the  first  Homes  and 
Hospital  Offering  in  May  of  1986,  together  with  designated  gifts,  brought  the  hospital  a  total 
of  $474,662.00.  Cooperative  Program  gifts  to  the  hospital  during  the  same  fiscal  year  was 
$608,389.00,  making  our  total  receipts  from  the  churches  $1,083,051.00. 

For  these  gifts  and  for  all  other  continuing  support  and  help  from  the  Baptist  churches, 
the  hospital  trustees,  staff  and  patients  are  deeply  grateful.

How  I  thank  God  for  you  as  I  remember  the  tremendous  opportunity  for  ministry  here  in 
our  hospital.  I  am  honored  to  be  your  chaplain  because  it  is  so  satisfying  to  know  that  God's 
love  is  being  channeled  to  hurting  people  with  hope  and  encouragement  and  eternity. 

Almost  every  day  brings  a  challenge  to  test  the  waters  of  faith: 

A  person  on  the  staff  facing  trouble  at  home; 

A  suicide  attempt  by  a  teenager; 

A  stillborn  birth  to  a  young  mother,  alone,  frightened,  and  feeling  full  of  guilt; 
Death  of  a  loved  one  without  any  warning; 

An  endless  line  of  people  who  hurt,  feel  condemned,  alienated,  and  in  need  of  the  Lord. 

Many  of  them  are  visiting  our  mountains  and  come  to  an  unfamiliar  hospital.  But  they 
finally  find  that  the  skilled,  caring  staff  of  C.  J.  Harris  is  here  to  help. 

Our  24-hour  chaplaincy  service  is  a  welcome  part  of  that  staff.  Serving  along  with  me  are 
twelve  dedicated  pastors  known  as  Chaplain  Associates.  (Al  Byers  says  I  ought  to  rename 
them  The  Disciples.)  They  take  on-call  duty  two  times  per  month.  Armeid  with  a  Bible  and 
the  spirit  of  the  Lord,  they  are  ready  to  pray  with,  listen  to,  and  give  encouragement  to  the 
patients  of  our  hospital. 

Please  remember  our  Hospital  Chaplaincy  Ministry  as  you  prepare  your  new  church 
budgets.  We  are  totally  dependent  upon  the  citizens  of  Jackson  County  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital  Chaplaincy  Ministry.  Two-thirds  of  our  support  comes  from  the  Hennessee 
Foundation  and  one-third  comes  from  the  churches  and  other  individuals  who  want  to  help. 

October  25,  1987,  will  be  Hospital  Chaplaincy  Day  in  Jackson  County.  Please  emphasize 
our  Chaplaincy  Ministry  in  any  way  you  feel  will  be  appropriate — 

1)  testimonies  by  patients,  hospital  staff  or  family  members  who  are  in  your  church  as  to 
what  the  Chaplaincy  Ministry  means  to  them; 

2)  prayer  for  the  Chaplaincy  ministry; 

3)  receive  an  offering; 

4)  give  out  brochures  explaining  our  Hospital  Chaplaincy  Ministry. 

PRAYER  TIME  is  broadcast  at  4:30  p.m.  over  closed-circuit  television  to  the  patients' 
rooms.  This  15-minute  devotional  period  is  led  by  Chaplain  Hinson  and  the  Chaplain 
Associate  staff.  Patients  and  their  loved  ones  find  great  reassurance  in  knowing  that  someone 
is  praying  for  them  every  day  on  a  regular  basis. 
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Our  Chaplain  Associate  Program  is  sponsoring  a  workshop  for  all  pastors  and  their  wives 
entitled  'COPING  WITH  CRITICISM".  It  will  be  held  at  the  hospital  on  October  26th 
from  9:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  Cost  of  $20.00  per  person  or  S35.00  per  couple.  Churches  are 
encouraged  to  pay  the  tuition  for  their  pastor  and  his  wife.  Contact  me  for  further 
information. 

May  God  continue  to  be  with  us  as  we  face  the  challenges  of  life  knowing  that  each  one  is 
an  opportunity  for  us  to  know  Him  better.

We  are  happy  to  announce  our  new  continuing  care  Retirement  Community,  in  W^inston- 
Salem  -  BROOKRIDGE.  The  five-level  retirement  community,  to  be  located  near  Wake 
Forest  University,  will  range  from  independent  living  to  skilled  nursing  care.  We  are  now 
ready  to  receive  reservations  for  the  independent  living  units  to  be  constructed.  A  wide 
variety  of  residential  units  (studio,  one  and  two  bedroom  apartments  in  a  congregate  setting 
and  one  and  two  bedroom  cottages)  will  be  built.  The  initial  phase  will  be  composed  of  140 
such  units.  In  addition,  121  health  care  beds  will  be  constructed  along  with  common  areas 
that  will  include  parlors,  dining  rooms,  stores,  craft  rooms,  a  chapel,  an  auditorium,  a 
laundry,  a  wellness  center,  a  library,  etc.  Brookridge  is  for  our  institution  literally  a  "dream 
come  true".  It  will  double  the  number  of  older  adults  we  can  serve,  and  it  will  help  us 
implement  in  a  more  effective  way  our  mission:  to  share  the  love  of  Christ  with  older  adults 
through  residential  communities  based  on  Christian  love,  concern  and  care  for  the 
individual.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Retirement  Homes 

The  year  1986-87  has  been  an  exciting  time  in  the  life  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of 
North  Carolina,  Inc.  Charged  with  the  task  of  providing  quality  living  opportunities  for 
older  adults  within  a  Christian  context,  the  "Homes"  have  this  year  attempted  to  "move 
forward"  in  three  broad  directions. 

I.  Advocacy  for  Older  Adults 

During  1986-87,  the  "Homes"  have  endeavored  to  become  an  advocate,  a  spokes- 
man for  a  special  segment  of  the  state's  population.  .  .  the  older  adult.  The 
"Homes"  and  staff  have  attempted  to  sensitize  Baptists  to  the  particular  needs  of 
older  adults  as  well  as  the  significant  contribution  they  can  make  to  the  well-being 
of  churches  and  associations  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
II.  Quality  Care 

During  the  year  1986-87  the  "Homes"  have  continued  to  develop  creative  ways  to 
meet  the  needs  of  older  adults.  For  example,  a  significant  new  relationship  has  been 
established  between  the  "Homes"  and  the  Geriatric  Section  of  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  (Wake  Forest  University).  Mary  Lyles,  an  attending  physician 
in  the  Department  of  Medicine,  has  been  appointed  the  Homes  Medical  Director. 
The  "Homes"  will  be  able  to  offer  "sub-acute"  care  as  well  as  intermediate  and 
skilled  nursing  to  its  residents  and  patients. 

A  respite  or  temporary  care  program  has  begun  at  the  Albermarle  Home  for  older 
adults  who  still  reside  in  the  local  community  setting.  Quality  care  is  still  the 
Homes'  main  objective. 
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III.  During  1986-87,  "ground-breaking"  for  a  new  continuing  care  Retirement  Com- 
munity in  Winston-Salem  will  take  place  in  the  fall.  The  Homes'  long  range  plan 
includes  the  development  of  similar  facilities  in  Asheville,  Charlotte  and  the  East. 
The  "Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ"  is  the  presupposition  upon  which  the  "Homes" 
operate.  In  reaching  out  in  service  to  older  adults,  the  "Homes"  offers  concrete  expression  to 
the  love  of  Christ  for  all  people.  The  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  make  this  possible. 

Tmett  Baptist  Camp 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  our  regular  camping  program  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp.  We  are  off  to 
our  best  start  in  three  years  since  we  have  served  the  camp.  Attendance  is  up  in  both  girls  and 
music  weeks,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  great  two  weeks  of  boys'  camp. 

It's  good  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  dining  hall  is  complete  and  is  being  enjoyed  by 
everyone  that  has  used  it.  It  has  been  a  difficult  but  joyous  year  at  camp  with  all  the 
remodeling  and  building  that  has  gone  on. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  every  church  and  individual  that  has  given 
support  financially,  prayerfully  and  manually. 

Thus  far  there  have  been  22  professions  of  faith  and  a  goodly  number  of  rededications  this 
year. 

Truett  Camp  will  be  open  all  year  long  to  any  group  or  church  that  would  like  to  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities. 

We  want  to  thank  this  association  again  for  its  support  and  dedication  in  each  endeavor 
concerning  the  camp  activities.  There  are  many  more  improvements  needed  at  the  camp.

American  Bible  Society 

Praise  God  for  the  continuing  partnership  of  the  Southern  Baptist  C^onvention  in  the 
worldwide  Bible  cause !  Your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support  make  a  vital  contribu- 
tion to  the  American  Bible  Society's  global  program  of  scripture  translation  and  distribution. 

With  your  help  many  of  the  opportunities  the  Lord  has  given  us  to  share  His  Word  with 
people  throughout  the  world  are  being  met.  Through  the  United  Bible  Societies,  the 
international  cooperative  network  of  national  Bible  Societies  of  which  the  American  Bible 
Society  is  a  leading  member,  600,125,459  copies  of  Scripture  were  distributed  worldwide 
during  1986  -  an  increase  of  9.3  percent  over  1985. 

During  1985  the  total  number  of  languages  in  which  at  least  one  complete  book  of  the 
Bible  has  been  translated  climbed  to  1,848  with  the  registering  of  19  Languages  in  which 
publication  by  the  Bible  Societies  and  other  Christian  organizations  took  place  for  the  first 
time.  In  seven  languages  first-ever  Bibles  appeared.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  continu- 
ing to  lend  assistance  to  ongoing  Scripture  translation  projects  in  555  languages.  In  348  of 
these,  some  part  of  the  Bible  is  being  translated  for  the  first  time. 

A  full  account  of  all  the  ways  and  all  the  places  where  the  Word  has  gone  out  during  the 
past  year  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  report.  However,  in  every  corner  of  the  world,  men, 
women  and  children  are  discovering  "new  life"  through  reading  the  Word  of  God.  And  in 
the  United  States,  too,  ABS  Scripture  programs  continue  to  bring  the  life-renewing  message 
of  the  Gospel  within  the  reach  of  all  people. 

During  1986  the  American  Bible  Society  supplied  100,142,313  copies  of  Scripture  to 
people  in  the  USA  in  over  80  languages  and  in  various  customized  formats.  This  number 
reflects  a  4.07  percent  increase  over  distribution  figures  for  1985. 

The  next  two  years  will  see  the  expansion  of  a  special  program  entitled  "Act  Now  -  Go 
With  the  Word!"  The  aim  is  to  motivate  young  people  aged  13-18  to  develop  Scripture- 
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sharing  programs  of  their  own  and  to  make  Scripture-possible  and  to  make  Scripture- 
sharing  a  part  of  their  everyday  lives.  A  program  packet  is  available  to  provide  help  in 
imjilementing  this  outreach,  for  which  special  Scriptures  are  being  developed. 

With  the  growth  of  evangelism  programs  across  the  country,  there  will  be  a  continued 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  Scripture  resources  that  will  support  new  and  or  ongoing 
evangelism  programs  on  the  national,  regional  and  local  levels.  There  will  be  a  new 
promotion  of  customized  Scripture  editions  to  national  and  regional  church  bodies. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  development  of  a  special  Scripture  Portion  for  use  by  the 
various  brani  hes  of  the  armed  forces. 

1987  Baptist  Foundation  Report 

Vou  might  call  Frank  Neville  handicapped.  He  spends  most  of  his  time  in  a  wheelchair. 
But  he  denies  that  he  is  handicapped,  and  instead  has  utilized  his  limited  mobility  as 
opportunity  to  witness.  Each  day  he  invites  neighbors  and  acquaintances,  one  at  a  time,  into 
his  home  for  coffee.  There  he  talks  with  them  about  Jesus,  and  Frank  has  been  thrilled  and 
amazed  at  their  expressions  of  appreciation  for  his  concern  for  their  spiritual  welfare. 

Frank  has  determined  that  he  will  never  stop  witnessing,  and  his  financial  and  estate  plans 
have  been  so  prepared  as  to  insure  that  he  will  always  be  a  part  of  winning  the  lost  to  Christ. 
He  transferred  valuable  land  into  trust  with  the  Baptist  Foundation.  Until  his  death,  he  will 
receive  income  earned  by  the  trust.  After  that  time,  all  income  will  be  paid  to  Carolina 
Baptist  Association  to  be  used  for  Spanish  mission  ministries;  scholarships  for  youngsters  to 
attend  summer  camp,  for  students  studying  for  Christian  vocations,  and  for  persons  going 
on  volunteer  mission  trips;  for  training  and  resources  for  associational  leadership;  and  for 
camp  development.  Frank  Neville,  like  others  who  are  faithful  stewards  now,  wishes  to 
continue  that  commitment  when  he  is  no  longer  here. 

The  Foundation  promotes  endowment  of  Christian  causes  with  an  assurance  drawn  from 
its  experience  with  donors  that  such  planning  for  the  future  in  no  way  mnimizes  "now 
witnessing  and  giving."  Just  the  opposite  has  been  the  case;  the  faithful  steward  is  faithful  in 
every  area.  The  statistics,  dollars  and  facts  of  this  report  are  truly  about  the  people  whose 
impassioned  concern  for  mission  and  ministry  has  resulted  in  positive  action. 

In  1986,  new  trust  agreements  were  prepared  for  93  persons.  Their  gifts  to  initiate  these 
trusts  totaled  SI, 181, 288.  Many  of  the  agreements  provide  for  and  anticipate  the  addition  of 
funds  in  the  future;  thus,  it  is  difficult  to  assess  the  longterm  benefit  to  Baptist  work  provided 
through  the  trusts.  Assistance  was  given  to  dozens  of  i)ersons  in  preparing  their  Wills,  all  of 
whom  included  trusts  through  their  estates  for  nearly  every  cause  supported  by  Southern 
Baptists. 

One  imaginative  concept  employed  in  several  trusts  and  Wills  has  been  "Give  it  Twice".  A 
trustor  provides  that  family  members  receive  income  earned  by  the  trust  until  they  have 
received  an  amount  equal  to  the  principal  placed  in  trust.  Then,  after  the  family  has  received 
the  full  amount,  the  income  thereafter  is  paid  to  Baptist  causes  selected  by  the  trustor  in  the 
trust  agreement.  He  has  denied  his  family  nothing!  They  have  received  it  all.  But  the 
principal  is  still  intact  and  the  second  time  around  the  income  will  support  Kingdom  work. 

Because  of  the  1986  tax  reform  legislation,  certain  types  of  trusts  have  taken  on  new 
significance.  The  Retirement  L  nitrust  has  become  a  vehicle  for  partially  replacing  the  IRA. 
This  trust  is  especially  attractive  for  professional  persons  and  others  in  middle  years  for 
supplementing  other  pension  plans. 

Many  local  churches  chose  to  use  the  Foundation  as  trustee  for  funds  which  they  were 
holding  for  future  needs.  Investment  of  those  funds  with  the  Foundation  can,  in  some  cases, 
result  in  greater  income  for  the  church.  Conversely,  since  the  funds  are  pooled  and  since 
churches  can  recall  the  funds,  if  they  are  withdrawn  during  a  depressed  market,  principal 
returned  to  the  church  could  be  reduced.  It  is  important  that  churches  recognize  that  the 
Foundation's  first  objective  is  to  assist  individuals  in  estate  stewardship.  The  motivation  for 
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using  the  Foundation  must  be  the  making  of  a  gift  to  a  Baptist  cause.  The  Foundation  does 
not  operate  as  a  bank  or  investment  institution.  However,  one  exciting  realization  for  the 
church  is  that  investment  through  the  Foundation  allows  their  funds  to  be  a  part  of  "family" 
and  to  be  available  for  "family"  use,  if  they  desire. 

In  corporation  with  the  state  convention,  the  Foundation  established  in  the  last  year  a 
credit  line  of  $3,000,000  for  church  loans.  The  Board  of  Directors  took  action  to  implement 
recommendations  of  its  study  committee,  resulting  in  addition  to  the  staff  of  a  director  of 
administration  to  direct  the  church  loan  and  student  loan  programs,  as  well  as  trust 
management.  The  Board  also  approved  construction  of  office  facilities  for  the  Foundation 
near  the  Baptist  Building,  with  plans  to  begin  construction  in  September,  1987. 

Assets  of  the  Foundation  have  increased  to  more  than  $13,000,000.  These  dollars  are 
expressions  of  concern  made  by  Baptist  stewards.  They  are  the  very  same  persons  who,  like 
Frank  Neville,  witness  and  give  daily,  that  the  lost,  the  needy,  the  hurting  people  of  the 
world  might  know  Jesus.

1987  Christian  Action  League  Report 

The  General  Assembly  adjourned  its  1987  session  on  August  14th  marking  the  first  time  in 
North  Carolina's  history  for  the  legislature  to  last  into  August.  Normally,  the  body  con- 
cludes its  work  by  the  4th  of  July. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  session  to  last  as  long  as  it  did  v/as  due  to  the  "rash"  of  liquor 
bills  along  with  gambling  initiatives.  Longtime  legislative  veterans  stated  that  this  session 
had  more  bills  to  liberalize  our  liquor  law  than  ever.  With  the  liquor  lobbyists  and  gambling 
proponents  working  over-time,  no  wonder  this  session  went  on  and  on  and  on. 

A  major  victory  can  be  claimed  by  the  defeat  of  the  statewide  lottery  proposal.  Due  to 
Virginia's  recent  passage  of  such  a  bill,  the  heat  from  the  gambling  industry  was  evident. 
With  opposition  to  the  proposal  coming  from  Governor  James  G.  Martin,  Lt.  Governor 
Robert  B.  Jordan,  and  House  Speaker  Liston  B.  Ramsey,  the  bill  died  in  a  Senate  Committee. 

However,  the  gambling  industry  did  not  fold  up  its  tent  and  go  home.  A  pari-mutuel 
gambling  bill.  Senate  Bill  732,  is  still  alive.  Its  sponsor.  Senator  Kenneth  Royall,  was  able  to 
get  the  measure  held  over  until  the  1988  legislative  session.  This  proposal  will  open  the  door 
for  horse  and  dog  gambling  tracks. 

Your  association  needs  to  pass  a  resolution  opposing  Senate  Bill  732,  the  pari-mutuel 
gambling  proposal.  Send  copies  to  Governor  James  G.  Martin,  Lt.  Governor  Robert  B. 
Jordan,  III,  and  to  your  State  House  and  Senate  members. 

In  the  war  against  pornography,  we  have  special  reasons  to  be  thankful.  The  North 
Carolina  Supreme  Court  has  recently  upheld  the  constitutionality  of  our  1985  Comprehen- 
sive Obscenity  and  Child  Protection  Act.  The  "smut  peddlers"  have  contested  this  statute  in 
both  the  state  and  federal  courts.  Each  time  the  courts  have  ruled  in  support  of  the  measure. 
Prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  nationally  acclaimed  law.  North  Carolina  was  known  as  the 
nation's  porn  capital  with  more  porno  outlets  per  capita  than  any  other  state.  We  have  gone 
from  some  750  pornography  outlets  to  less  than  50.  No  longer  do  you  find  sexually  oriented 
publications  available  and  accessible  to  children  in  convenient  stores,  etc. 

The  porn  industry  hasn't  thrown  the  towel  in  either.  There  will  be  more  court  cases.  In  the 
current  session  of  the  N.C.  General  Assembly,  an  effort  was  made  to  "gut"  our  obscenity 
statute.  Rep.  Ivan  Mothershead  of  Mecklenburg  County  sought  to  insert  into  our  law  a 
provision  to  apply  a  state-wide  standard  rather  than  a  community  standard.  Of  course,  that 
innocent  sounding  wording  would  have  rendered  our  obscenity  statute  unconstitutional. 
The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  in  its  1973  landmark  case,  Miller  vs.  California,  set  forth  as  a 
basic  test  in  determining  obscenity  was  the  applying  of  a  contemjKjrary  community  stan- 
dard rather  than  a  statewide  one.  This  reveals  the  importance  of  what  one  word  could  do  to 
a  good  law.  We  are  grateful  that  Rep.  Mothershead  was  unsuccessful  in  his  attempt. 

Rep.  Mothershead  sought  to  repeal  our  newly  enacted  age  21  drinking  law,  but  he  was 
unsuccessful  in  that  attempt.  Of  course,  the  beer  industry  was  behind  that  effort,  but  the 
loss  of  federal  highway  funds  for  N.C.  highway  building  projects  was  more  than  the  legisla- 
tors were  willing  to  tackle.  If  Mothershead  would  have  been  successful,  the  state  would  have 
had  to  pass  a  considerable  increase  in  motor  fuel  taxes.  This  might  have  been  the  reason  be- 
hind his  efforts  to  raise  gasoline  taxes. 
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The  Christian  Action  League  not  only  has  been  on  the  "firing  line"  during  this 
legislative  session.  We  have  assisted  in  successful  campaigns  involving  liquor,  beer  and 
wine  referendums  in  places  like  Pasquotank  County,  Hudson,  Lenoir,  Banner  Elk,  Man- 
teo.  Franklin  and  King. 

Thank  you  for  standing  with  us  in  the  ministry  of  applied  Christianity.  Through  your 
prayer  and  financial  support,  you  help  us  to  be  an  effective  applicator  of  "salt  and  light". 

The  Christian  Life  Commission 

During  the  past  year  the  Christian  Life  Commission  elected  a  new  Executive  Director, 
continued  the  fight  against  gambling  and  hunger  and  increased  its  initiatives  on  abortion, 
pronography,  and  other  moral  concerns  related  to  families. 

In  January,  Dr.  N.  Larry  Baker  was  elected  as  the  fourth  Executive  Director.  He  succeeds 
Foy  Valentine  who  stepped  down  because  of  health  problems. 

The  annual  seminar  of  the  Commission  attracted  600  participants  from  throughout  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Nationally  recognized  speakers  addressed  a  wide  range  of 
family  issues  including  teenage  suicide,  aging,  AIDS  education,  child  abuse,  and  teaching 
moral  values  in  the  home  and  in  the  church.  A  conference  for  youth  ministers  addressed  the 
theme  "Moral  Problems  and  Youth." 

The  problem  of  abortion  received  high  priority  as  the  issue  became  a  major  staff  assign- 
ment. The  Commission  sponsored  a  national  consultation  on  alternatives  to  abortion 
designed  to  chart  new  courses  of  action  in  the  fight  against  abortion.  Eight  new  abortion- 
related  resources  designed  to  help  in  the  observance  of  Sanctity  of  Human  Life  Sunday  were 
developed  and  distributed. 

Four  other  special  emphasis  days  on  the  Southern  Baptist  denominational  calendar  were 
designed  and  distributed  to  assist  churches  in  the  observation  of  Race  Relations  Sunday, 
Christian  Citizenship  Sunday,  The  Day  of  Prayer  for  World  Peace,  and  World  Hunger  Day. 
The  hunger  emphasis  continued  to  be  aggressive  as  the  annual  Awareness/ Action  Guide 
was  sent  to  all  pastors  and  Directors  of  Missions. 

Several  Conferences  were  held  in  partnership  with  state  conventions. 

A  videotape  entitled  "Combating  Pornography"  was  produced  with  the  aid  of  some  of  the 
staff  members  of  the  Commission.  Conferences  and  pamphlets  were  produced  and  distrib- 
uted on  Anti-pornography. 

Sales  and  distribution  of  Christian  Ethics  materials  increased  by  more  than  65  percent, 
netting  an  all-time  high.  The  past  year  marked  another  record  as  the  circulation  of  LIGHT 
increased  to  more  than  19,000. 


Gideons 


The  Gideon  organization,  known  as  Gideons  International,  is  composed  of  over  90,000 
professional  and  business  men  in  127  countries.  With  the  help  of  the  local  churches  here  and 
throughout  all  W>7  countries,  the  Gideons  are  placing  more  than  two  million  scriptures  per 
month.  Funding  to  purchase  the  scriptures  comes  from  three  main  sources:  1.  local  church 
offerings;  2.  the  Faith  Fund  (Gideon  donations  by  the  individual  members);  and  3.  the 
Memorial  Bible  contributions.  ALL  monies  donated  to  the  Gideons  go  toward  the  purchase 
of  Bibles;  the  administrative  costs  of  the  organization  are  paid  by  the  individual  members. 

The  Jackson  County  Camp,  one  of  5,000  local  camps,  was  founded  in  1982.  The  present 
camp  enrollment  numbers  sixteen  members.  It  has  been  the  camp's  pleasure  to  share  a 
Gideon  presentation  in  more  than  forty  churches  during  this  past  year.  Members  have  also 
presented  scriptures  to  the  fifth  grade  students  in  both  Jackson  and  Swain  Counties,  as  well 
as  distributing  more  than  1,000  Bibles  at  Western  Carolina  University  and  Southwestern 
Technical  College.  Gideons  have  also  kept  check  to  see  that  Bibles  are  in  all  hotel  and  motel 
rooms  in  the  two  counties.  The  Jackson  County  Camp  has  received  approximately  $10,000 
during  1986  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  scriptures. 

Stewardship  Committee 

II  Corinthians  9:7  says,  "Every  Man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him 
give:  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity;  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

This  scripture  tells  us  several  things.  (1)  Everyone  is  to  give.  No  one  is  exempt.  (2)  Our 
giving  or  not  giving  reflects  the  condition  of  our  heart.  (3)  Our  giving  is  not  to  be  coerced  no 
more  than  our  lack  of  giving  is  to  serve  as  coercion.  We  give  to  honor  God.  (4)  God  is  pleased 
when  we  give.  How  we  break  his  heart  when  we  fail  to  give! 

This  is  true  of  Christians  and  it  is  equally  true  of  the  churches  in  our  association.  Every 
church  should  give.  Their  giving  reflects  the  heart  and  vision  of  the  church.  Neither  church 
nor  association  should  coerce  the  other  in  the  matter  of  giving.  God  is  pleased  with  the 
generous  church. 

Here  is  our  record  of  giving  comparing  August  of  1986  with  August  1987.  (Year  to  date 
giving): 

(1)  38  Churches  contributed  to  the  budget  in  1986. 
37  Churches  contributed  to  the  budget  in  1987. 

(2)  Seventeen  (17)  Churches  increased  their  giving  in  1987. 

Sixteen  (16)  Churches  decreased  their  giving  in  1987,  by  a  significant  amount. 
Four  (4)  Churches  remained  at  the  same  level  of  giving. 
Thirteen  (13)  Churches  gave  financial  support  to  the  Association  in  1987. 
Twelve  (12)  Churches  gave  no  financial  support  to  the  Association  in  1986. 

(3)  Support  from  church  giving  is  off  approximately  $1,100  from  last  year. 

We  now  stand  at  a  crossroads  in  the  Association.  To  move  ahead  in  developing  and 
implementing  programs  that  will  strengthen  the  work  of  the  association  in  the  local  church, 
we  must  receive  adequate  support  from  the  local  church.  To  fail  to  do  this  is  to  fail  in  our 
stewardship  responsibility  to  God.  The  way  we  spend  our  financial  resources  clearly  reflects 
our  values.  If  the  Lord's  work  is  important  to  us,  then  our  giving  will  demonstrate  that 
importance. 

We  challenge  each  church  to  intentionally  develop  the  stewardship  responsibility  in 
mission  giving  and  to  include  the  Association  in  its  mission  gifts.

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  of  the  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVES 

The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  be  a  fellowship  of  churches  on  mission  in  our  setting. 
The  specific  objectives  of  the  association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  promote  harmony,  understanding  and  spiritual  power  between  the  churches. 

2.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the  churches 
and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives. 

4.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually  and  to 
coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

5.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  association,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III  -  AUTHORITY 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers  in 
whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines 
and  discipline. 

3.  SECTION  3.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  local 
churches  as  sovereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  constituted  Baptist 
churches  in  cooperating  fellowship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  following 
the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  or 
reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure.  Churches  applying  for 
membership  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  watch  care  the  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  those  of  voting. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  presented  to  the  Credentials  Committee  of  the 
Association.  The  applications  will  consist  of  a  letter  from  a  Constituted  Church  stating  their 
desire  to  affiliate  with  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  Credentials  Committee  as  a 
part  of  the  review  process  may  invite  the  requesting  church  to  a  conference  to  discuss  its 
history,  its  missions  strategy,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  pertinent  to  the  ap- 
plication. The  Credentials  Committee  may  then  approve  the  application  and  recommend  them 
to  the  Exeuctive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  simple  majority  vote  accept 
the  requesting  church  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
suggested  that  any  church  under  watch  care  participate  in  the  missions  program  of  the 
association.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  church  may  be  voted  in  as  a  member  of  the  association 
with  full  privileges  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  association,  provided  that  the  church  submits  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least 
one  messenger  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleasure  and  should 
notify  the  association  of  this  action  in  writing.  Such  action  will  be  recognized  by  the 
association  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  the  associational  clerk, 
before  each  annual  session,  and  annual  letter,  the  forms  provided  by  the  associational  clerk 
giving  the  information  requested  as  is  applicable  to  each  church  situation. 

SECTION  5.  The  association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  which  has  become  unscrip- 
tural  in  its  doctrine  or  practices  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEETINGS 

^SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  Thursday  and  Friday 
preceding  the  third  Sunday  in  OCTOBER.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  provided  two  weeks  written  notice  is  given  to  the  member 
churches. 

SECTION  2.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  by 
four  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  100  resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
additional  messenger  for  each  additional  50  resident  members  as  determined  by  the  church 
or  fraction  thereof  and  not  to  exceen  10  messengers  from  any  one  church. 

SECTION  3.  Churches  are  requested  to  elect  their  messengers  and  alternates  in  confer- 
ence to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  In  case  of  internal  dissension  in  a  church  and  two  parties  coming  to  the 
association,  each  claiming  to  represent  the  church,  neither  party  shall  be  seated  until  the 
question  is  decided  as  to  which  party  is  in  union  with  the  association.  The  decision  is  to  be 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

*SECTION  1.  General  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  V  ice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian.  Program  Leaders  shall  be  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  Seminary  Exten- 
sion Director,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Missions,  Trustees,  Pastor 
Conference  President,  Youth  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  \'acation  Bible  School  Direc- 
tor, Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Deacons  Chairman, 
Senior  Adult  Director,  Singles  Ministry  Director,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Association 
may  desire  to  elect. 

Associational  representatives  will  be  elected  for  the  following  institutions  and  agencies: 
(1)  Truett  Camp,  (2)  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  (3)  Baptist  Hospital,  (4)  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  (Homes  for  Aging),  (5)  Biblical  Recorder,  (6)  Christian  Education,  (7) 
Annuity  Board  and  other  representatives  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  elected  by  the 
association. 

SECTION  2.  With  the  exception  of  the  director  of  associational  missions  and  trustees,  the 
terms  of  office  for  all  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of 
continuing  re-election.  The  moderator  and  vice  moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re- 
election but  one  year  in  succession.  (1)  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  three.  (2)  The  term  of 
service  should  be  for  three  years,  with  the  term  of  only  one  expiring  each  year.  In  the  first 
election  of  trustees  the  term  of  service  for  one  should  be  three  years,  another  two  years,  and 
the  other  one  year.  (3)  Upon  the  expiration  of  term  of  service  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be 
re-elected  for  another  term  Oi  three  \ears. 

*Each  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  annual  session.  The  Associational 
Financial  year  will  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Concerning  termination  of  employment,  the  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented 
to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  30  days  before  it  is  to  take  place.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  terminate  employment  by  giving  30  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  work  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work. 
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ARTICLE  VII  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order  of  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees 
of  the  association. 

He  shall  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body  not  named  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  its  regular  report. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions; 
shall  prepare  a  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  at  the  beginning  of  each 
day's  session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  minutes  concerning  the 
records  made. 

The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention.  This 
form  is  to  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  not  later  than  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  body. 

An  Assistant  Clerk  shall  work  with  the  clerk  in  preparing  "The  Book  of  Reports." 

*SECTION  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  by  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  report  at  the  annual  meeting  and  a  current  report  at  each  Executive  Committee 
meeting. 

An  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  assist  the  treasurer  by  request  and  to  serve  in  the 
event  the  Treasurer  resignes  or  is  ill  or  unable  to  function. 

SECTION  5.  The  Historian  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up-to-date. 

SECTION  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
body  advise  and  assist  the  association  with  respect  to  all  matter  involving  parliamentary 
procedure. 

An  Assistant  Parliamentarian  shall  be  elected.  The  Parliamentarian  and  Assistant  should 
always  communicate  with  each  other  to  ensure  that  their  office  is  filled  at  each  associational 
annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Program  Leaders  and  the  Institututional  Agency  Representatives  shall 
perform  all  duties  customary  to  their  titles  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  association. 

SECTION  8.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  commit- 
tees, officers,  and  churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  director  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  association.  The 
director  shall  communicate  with  the  state  and  Southern  Convention  such  information  as 
shall  be  mutually  helpful  and  needful. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Article  XIV. 

*SECTION  9.  Trustees  have  no  authority  except  by  direction  of  the  association,  and  are 
not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures  but,  are  to  be  the  legal  signees  for  the  association. 

Trustees  represent  the  association  in  legal  matters. 

Trustees  act  on  behalf  of  the  association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  associational 
property. 

They  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  authority  of  the  association. 

All  persons  dealing  with  the  trustees,  as  associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  association  or  Executive  Committee,  directing  and  authoriz- 
ing the  trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  association  moderator  and  clerk. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 


The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Parliamentary 
Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  QUORUM 

The  annual  associational  quorum  shall  be  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  member 
churches  represented. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and 
program  leaders  elected  by  the  association  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church 
in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  associational  officer  or  program 
leader  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from  representing  the 
church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  association  on 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the 
next  session  of  the  association.  This  body  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter  except  for  the  July  quarter 
which  shall  meet  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  month  of  July.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  may  be  called  by  the  moderator  with  a  one  week  notice  to  the  churches. 

SECTION  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  on  committees  or  among  elected  officers  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  occurs  with  the  trustees,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee should  fill  such  a  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

*SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
committee  members  shall  be  for  one  vear  except  where  specificallv  stated  otherwise. 

SECTION  2.  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  nominate  at  the  general  meeting  all  standing  committees  as  set  forth  under  Article  XI. 

SECTION  3.  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members. 
To  this  group  the  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  xMissionary 
Union,  Brotherhood  and  Music  Ministry  will  be  added. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  the  officers,  program  leaders  and 
institutional  agency  representatives.  These  nomineees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  not  less 
than  one  month  prior  to  presenting  of  their  names  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  4.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  members 
shall  plan  the  annual  program  of  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee 
at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  THE  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  pastors 
and  two  laymen.  It  shall  examine  applications  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  in  keeping  with  Article  IV,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association. 

It  shall  counsel  with  churches  that  are  out  of  harmony  or  fellowship  with  the  association. 

SECTION  6.  The  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  recommend  the  place  or  places  for  the 
following  annual  meeting  and  to  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  to  deliver  the 
annual  sermon  for  the  following  year. 

*SECTION  7.  The  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator  at  the  OCTOBER  Executive  Committee  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 
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SECTION  8.  The  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  bring  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  those  listed  by 
the  member  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial 
service  in  their  memory. 

*SECTION  9,  The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  includ- 
ing the  treasurer  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall:  (a)  present  a  budget  to  the 
association  for  the  following  year;  (b)  devise  plans  for  raising  the  funds  for  the  associational 
budget;  (c)  audit  the  finances  and  financial  records  of  the  association  annually  and  anytime 
there  is  a  change  of  treasurer  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee; (d)  report  all  audits  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  10.  The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  and  shall  perform  all  duties  specified  in  Article  XV. 

SECTION  1 1 .  The  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  five  designated 
pastors  and  all  other  pastors  who  desire  to  sit  with  the  committee. 

a.  The  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  only  and  serves  at  the  request  of  the 
church  from  which  one  of  the  members  is  seeking  ordination. 

b.  The  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to 
their  call  and  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
church  as  they  feel  led. 

c.  The  committee  should  assist  in  arranging  the  proper  service  of  ordination  when  such 
assistance  is  requested. 

d.  The  Executive  Commitee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee. 

e.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee,  and 
shall  give  two  weeks  notice  in  which  the  committee  is  to  do  its  work. 

SECTION  12.  The  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be 
to  direct  and  promote  a  perpetual  program  and  spirit  of  evangelism  in  the  association.  It 
shall  arrange  and  direct  all  associational  wide  evangelistic  activities. 

SECTION  13.  The  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  two 
named  each  year  and  each  serving  for  a  three-year  term.  Committee  members  are  eligible  to 
be  re-elected  for  one  additional  term  of  office  in  succession.  The  associational  Brotherhood 
Director  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  are  to  serve  as  ex  officio  members  along 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Moderator. 

The  duties  of  the  Missions  Committee  shall  be  to  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  mission 
program  of  the  association  through:  (a)  Helping  churches  commit  themselves  to  being  ON 
MISSION  in  their  setting;  (b)  Provide  and  interpret  information  on  mission  needs  to  the 
churches  of  the  association;  (c)  To  survey  the  mission  needs  to  be  found  within  the  associa- 
tion; (d)  Assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work;  (e)  Conduct  the  kinds  of  mission  work  that 
individual  churches  cannot  successfully  conduct. 

SECTION  14.  The  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  comprised  of 
three  members.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  and  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and 
repairs  of  the  associational  building,  grounds,  and  equipment. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Moderator,  the  Vice  Moderator,  the  program  leaders:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  the  Chairmen  of  Deacons,  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism  Committee,  the  chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  to  serve  as  Chairman  and  a  secretary  shall  be 
elected  from  the  group. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  planning  of  the  various  programs  of  the 
association,  to  develop  an  associational  calendar,  and  to  give  mutual  support  to  the  various 
organization  and  program  units  in  carrying  out  their  assignments. 

The  council  shall  meet  quarterly. 
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ARTICLE  XIII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  PASTORS'  CONFERENCE 

The  Associational  Pastors'  Conference  provides  regular  meetings  for  the  Baptist  ministers 
of  the  association.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  for  fellowship  and  mutual  support,  for 
doctrinal  and  professional  discussion  and  for  promotion  of  church,  associational  and  other 
denominational  programs.  The  conference  is  not  an  administrative  or  executive  body. 

ARTICLE  XIV  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS  JOB  DESCRIPTION 

SECTION  1.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS.  He  is  to  be  the  chief 
administrative  officer  of  the  association.  He  is  to  confirm  extra  employment  in  a  manner 
agreed  upon  with  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  2.  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS. 

1.  He  is  employed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  association. 

2.  General  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  association  as  they  function 
through  the  association  office. 

3.  Work  primarily  with  (pastors),  associational  general  officers,  committees,  and 
organizations. 

4.  Work  closely  with  auxiliary  organizations  (such  as  W.M.U.,  Baptist  Men,  etc.). 

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies  and  promoting  their 
programs. 

SECTION  3.  In  the  churches,  extending  the  local  ministries. 

To  visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders  in  the  pastorless 
churches  to  provide  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry,  such  as  (1)  Pulpit 
supply;  (2)  Study  courses;  (3)  Missionary  address;  (4)  Deacon's  meetings;  (5)  Assembly 
programs;  (6)  Special  day  addresses;  (7)  Ordination  services;  (8)  V.B.S.  planning  and  promo- 
tion; (9)  To  interpret  phases  of  associational  work;  (10)  Budget  planning;  (11)  Building 
planning;  (12)  Revival  meetings;  ( 13)  Stewardship  emphasis;  (14)  Study  objectives  and  long 
range  planning;  (15)  Studying  and  evaluating  procedures,  curriculum,  constitution  and 
bylaws,  etc.;  (16)  Church-community  surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept; 
and  (18)  Publishing  of  a  regular  news  medium  (such  as  a  monthly  newsletter);  (19)  Cooper- 
ate with  the  news  media  to  promote  Baptist  work. 

In  the  associational  office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  mail,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to  his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  associational  officers,  committees  and  heads  of  organizations  to  get  out  promo- 
tional mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

SECTION  4.  Schedule  of  Benefits 

1.  His  salary  shall  be 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include: 

a.  One  day  a  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest  that  excluded 
normal  associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  association  for  special  work  with 
local  churches  or  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  26  days  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days  to  be 
accumulated.  Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  association  for  one  year  without 
Executive  Committee  action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded  with  the  financial  secretary 
of  the  association. 

d.  Two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

e.  Holidays:  New  Year's  Day;  Easter  Monday;  July  4;  Labor  Day;  Thanksgiving, 
Thursday  and  Friday;  Christmas,  December  25  and  26. 

4.  All  honorarium  from  churches  inside  or  outside  the  association  and  all  honorarium 

from  other  religious  work  shall  be  his  personal  fair,  and  shall  not  be  submitted  to  the 
association. 
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5.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of  an  annual  evaluation  by  the 
Moderator  and  Missions  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XV  -  AMENDMENTS 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  the  amendment  has  been 
presented  to  the  Constitutional  Committee  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  and 
presented  to  the  association  in  printed  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  voted 
on  the  second  day.

ANNIE  KNOTTS  HOYLE 

Annie  Knotts  Hoyle  was  born  in  Wadesboro,  North  Carolina.  She  is  one  of  10  children  born 
to  Thomas  Hendrix  and  Lois  Smart  Knotts.  At  age  16  she  responded  to  an  invitation  to  become 
a  Christian  with  a  group  of  other  young  people  who  had  been  permitted  to  leave  school  and  at- 
tend revival  services.  As  she  later  reflected  upon  her  decision  during  her  high  school  years,  she 
committed  herself  to  Christian  service. 

With  sacrifice  and  personal  discipline,  she  prepared  herself  for  a  career  in  education.  She 
attended  Appalachian  State  University,  UNC-Greensboro,  UNC-Chapel  Hill  and  graduated 
from  East  Carolina  with  a  degree  in  Elementary  Education.  Later  she  earned  two  master's 
degrees  from  George  Peabody  College,  now  Vanderbilt  University.  Her  degrees  are  in  Elemen- 
tary Education  and  Supervision  and  Psychology.  She  has  also  done  post-graduate  study  at  the 
University  of  Vermont,  University  of  Nevada,  and  San  Diego  State  Teachers  College  in 
California. 

Her  teaching  career  spanned  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  She  began  in  Anson  County  in  a 
two-teacher  school  where  she  also  served  as  Principal.  She  taught  the  first  grade  in  Bladen 
County.  She  came  to  Jackson  County  in  1948  and  taught  at  Camp  Lab  School.  In  1950  she 
married  the  School  Principal,  Mr.  C.A.  Hoyle.  Mr.  Hoyle  died  in  1971. 

She  left  the  public  school  system  at  the  invitation  o£  Western  Carolina  University  to  teach  in 
the  Education  School  and  the  English  Department.  After  leaving  there,  she  founded  the  Child 
Development  Department  of  what  is  now  Southwestern  Community  College. 

Through  the  years  her  Christian  witness  and  influence  upon  children  and  teachers  of 
children  have  been  both  profound  and  immeasurable.  Many  of  her  former  students  continue 
to  keep  in  touch  with  her  by  mail,  telephone,  and  personal  visits. 

When  she  moved  to  CuUowhee,  she  joined  the  CuUowhee  Baptist  Church.  Her  impact  and 
contribution  to  that  church  is  beyond  measure.  She  has  been  Sunday  School  Director  and 
teacher,  WMU  Director,  Church  Training  Worker,  Deaconess,  Church  Treasurer,  and  she 
has  served  on  numerous  committees  through  the  years.  She  has  given  generously  both  in  time 
and  of  resources  to  help  the  church  fulfill  its  ministry. 

Her  contributions  to  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  are  widespread  and  significant. 
She  has  the  vision  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  being  greater  than  just  her  own  local  church.  She 
has  a  burden  to  see  churches  work  together  and  a  willingness  to  help  churches  grow  in  their 
awareness  of  mission  and  ministry. 

To  that  end,  she  has  served  the  Association  as  Clerk  for  17  years.  She  has  served  in  leader- 
ship capacities  in  the  Association's  Mission  work  as  both  WMU  Director  and  GA  Director  at 
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different  times.  She  has  volunteered  her  time  and  talents  in  serving  on  the  Sunday  School 
ASSISTeam,  VBS  Team,  and  Church  Training  Team. 

She  has  served  as  Secretary  for  two  Directors  of  Missions,  Walter  Middleton  and  John  Reid. 
For  the  past  six  years  she  has  served  as  Secretary  and  Assistant  on  a  part-time  staff  basis  and 
volunteered  on  a  part-time  basis  to  provide  the  Association  with  a  full-time  person  in  the  office 
five  days  a  week.  She  also  served  on  the  Memorial  Committee  and  for  many  years  concluded 
each  annual  meeting  with  an  inspiring  tribute  to  deceased  church  members.  Her  courtesy, 
helpfulness,  and  integrity  continue  to  contribute  to  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the 
Associational  office  in  serving  the  churches  and  the  county.  The  Annie  K.  Hoyle  workroom  Is 
a  visible  reminder  and  lasting  tribute  to  her  generosity  and  to  her  love  for  the  Association. 

Her  ministry  has  extended  beyond  the  local  church  and  Association.  For  five  years  she  was 
BSU  Director  on  the  campus  of  Western  Carolina  University  before  the  new  building  was 
completed.  She  served  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  WMU  of  North  Carolina.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  I.G.  Greer  Society  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 

Beyond  her  church  work  she  has  served  as  Brownie  Troop  Leader  in  Scouting  and  has  done 
volunteer  work  in  the  infirmary  at  Western  Carolina  University. 

She  is  a  member  of  Pi  Delta  Kappa,  and  a  Past  President  of  Delta  Kappa  Gamma.  She  is 
Past  President  of  both  the  Southeastern  Region  of  Association  for  Student  Teaching  and 
Southeastern  North  Carolina  Education  Association. 

All  of  these  accomplishments  are  the  result  of  a  fruitful  life  that  is  committed  to  Jesus 
Christ.  Simply  stated,  Annie  Hoyle  loves  the  Lord  and  lives  for  Him.  She  understands  the 
spiritual  principle  that  to  serve  God  we  must  become  each  other's  servant.  Her  availability  and 
her  capability  have  been  recognized  and  appreciated  and  often  have  brought  her  to  the  fore- 
front in  leadership.  She  offers  help  and  encouragement  where  it  is  needed  and  wanted.  She  is 
comfortable  on  either  the  back  seat  or  the  front  seat.  She  lets  the  need  determine  her  action. 
She  has  the  spiritual  gifts  of  giving  and  of  helping.  She  has  been  faithful  to  exercise  her  gifts.  She 
continues  to  be  an  example  in  her  servanthood,  her  leadership,  her  giving,  her  commitment, 
and  her  love  for  the  Lord.

Proceedings 


Thursday,  October  13,  1988 

1.  The  first  session  of  the  159th  Annual  Session  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  was 
held  at  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Baptist  Church  with  the  Little  Savannah  Baptist  Church  serving 
as  co-host.  A  delicious  meal  was  served  in  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Fellowship  Hall,  beginning  at 
5:00  p.m. 

2.  The  Reverend  Roy  Burnette,  Moderator,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00  p.m.  He 
extended  a  welcome  to  the  messengers  and  visitors  and  thanked  the  host  churches  for  the  meal 
and  accommodations. 

3.  The  Moderator  reminded  the  messengers  that  they  were  in  session  to  do  the  Lord's 
business. 

4.  The  Reverend  Harry  Vance  directed  the  singing  of  "Amazing  Grace,"  accompanied  on 
the  piano  by  the  Reverend  Tommy  Land,  pastor  of  the  Ochre  Hill  Church. 

5.  The  Reverend  L.  Pangle,  father  of  the  Reverend  Hazen  Pangle,  sang  a  solo  and  made 
several  apt  remarks  concerning  the  marvels  and  wonders  of  the  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

6.  The  Reverend  Glenn  Blanton,  serving  as  interim  pastor  of  the  Black  Mountain  Church, 
led  in  a  prayer  then  delivered  a  strong  message  using  as  his  text  scripture  from  I  Corinthians  2. 
The  title  of  his  sermon  was  "The  Things  We  Have  Left  Undone  in  Our  Lives." 

7.  The  Reverend  Harry  Vance  led  the  singing  of  "Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for  Jesus." 

8.  A  motion  to  accept  the  agenda  as  it  appeared  in  the  "Book  of  Reports"  was  voted  on  and 
carried. 

9.  The  Moderator  asked  all  visitors  to  stand  and  be  recognized;  two  stood.  A  call  for  pastors 
new  in  the  Association  this  past  year  revealed  that  there  were  none. 

10.  The  Reverend  John  Reid,  Director  of  Missions,  thanked  the  churches  for  their  meal  and 
hospitality.  He  congratulated  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Church  for  its  100  years  of  service  to  the 
Association  and  to  the  community.  He  described  the  Baptist  people  as  a  people  of  faith,  and  in 
assisting  in  the  taking  of  the  gospel  into  all  the  world  thus  fulfilling  the  mandate  given  by 
Christ. 

11.  In  his  report,  Reid  reviewed  some  of  the  mission  work  being  done  at  the  present  time  by 
the  churches  in  the  Association:  namely,  the  West  Virginia  project,  the  Brazil  project. 
Physically  Handicapped,  Inc.,  and  many  other  local  missions.  The  churches,  he  said,  are 
gathered  together  as  a  family  of  churches.  He  read  from  the  1987  Annual  the  resolution  that 
was  adopted  by  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  at  the  '87  Annual  Meeting,  to  organize  an 
Associational-wide  prayer  plan  to  pray  for  Spiritual  Awakening.  The  Reverend  Dan  Ward  has 
been  elected  as  the  chairman  of  this  project.  Two  Associational-wide  prayer  meetings  have 
been  held. 

12.  Winston  Hardman,  Baptist  Student  Director  on  the  Campus  of  Western  Carolina 
University,  sp>oke  of  the  mission  work  that  was  being  carried  out  by  the  students  involved  in 
the  BSU.  He  thanked  the  several  WMU  organizations  that  had  provided  meals  for  the  students 
when  they  were  meeting  to  plan  mission  work.  Students  are  available  to  give  programs  at  any 
church  desiring  them.  Each  Thursday  night  the  students  hold  a  prayer  for  Spiritual 
Awakening. 

13.  Bill  Dockery,  a  house  parent  at  Broyhill  Home  for  Children,  brought  a  report  on  the 
work  and  needs  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  A  copy  of  the  report  is  included  in  the  1988 
Annual. 

14.  Barnett  Harris  brought  the  report  for  the  Retirement  Homes  in  North  Carolina.  Three 
additional  homes  are  either  under  construction  or  on  the  planning  board  for  Winston-Salem, 
Charlotte  and  Asheville,  The  influx  of  over  50,000  people  into  North  Carolina  to  retire  has  in- 
creased the  need  for  additional  facilities. 

15.  Harry  Vance  led  the  singing  of  "When  the  Roll  is  Called  Up  Yonder," 

16.  Bobby  Stafford,  Director  of  Associational  Development,  brought  the  report  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention.  He  stressed  the  need  for  reaching  out  to  people. 
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17.  Kenneth  Crawford  was  unable  to  be  at  the  meeting  to  report  on  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
This  report  may  be  found  in  the  1988  Annual. 

18.  Richard  Roberson  gave  the  report  on  the  work  being  done  at  the  Truett  Baptist  Camp. 
Music  week  attendance  was  up  this  year  but  the  boys'  and  girls'  weeks  were  slightly  down. 
There  were  28  professions  of  faith. 

19.  The  report  on  Higher  Education  was  presented  by  Horace  Barefoot  from  Campbell 
College.  He  said  that  all  of  the  Cooperative  Program  monies  received  by  the  college  are  used  for 
financial  aid  for  those  students  needing  help.  The  Law  School  is  said  to  teach  more  law  than 
any  other  school  in  North  Carolina.  He  introduced  Calvin  Knight  as  an  example  of  a  product 
produced  by  Campbell  College. 

20.  Bill  Horton,  representing  the  Christian  Action  League,  presented  a  report  pointing  out 
some  of  the  legislature  that  would  be  coming  up  that  would  need  our  thoughtful  attention. 

21.  Calvin  Knight  reported  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  the  great  work  that  is  being  done 
there. 

22.  The  group  sang  "Leaning  on  the  Everlasting  Arms." 

23.  The  Reverend  Jack  Hinson,  Chaplain  at  the  C.J.  Harris  Hospital,  reported  on  the 
Chaplaincy  program.  The  Reverend  Joe  Yelton  announced  a  seminar  that  would  begin  soon 
on  the  "Clergy  and  Care  of  Cancer  Patients."  This  seminar  begins  on  October  30.  Hinson 
spoke  of  the  urgent  need  for  pastors  to  be  prepared  to  meet  and  deal  with  such  a  situation  when 
it  arises. 

24.  Kenneth  Pressley,  chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee,  passed  out  copies  of  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution.  He  requested  that  the  messengers  take  them  home  and 
study  them  and  be  prepared  to  vote  on  them  during  the  second  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

25.  The  Moderator  announced  the  appointment  of  Alex  Passiti,  Lois  Farmer  and  Dennis 
Burrell  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

26.  John  Reid  announced  the  Deacons,  Pastors,  Wives  Fellowship  for  Friday,  October  28,  at 
Ochre  Hill  Church,  with  a  special  program  for  the  senior  deacons,  pastors  and  wives.  Reserva- 
tions should  be  made  on  or  before  Monday,  October  24. 

27.  The  Moderator  reported  the  registration  of  28  visitors,  145  messengers,  and  28  pastors, 
making  a  total  of  202  with  34  churches  being  represented. 

28.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:00  p.m. 

Friday,  October  14,  1988 

29.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Sylva  served  a  delicious  meal  to  202  visitors,  messengers  and 
pastors,  representing  34  churches  on  Friday,  October  14,  1988,  the  second  session  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  meal  began  at  5:00  p.m. 

30.  The  Moderator,  Roy  Burnette,  called  the  session  to  order  at  6:00  p.m.  He  welcomed  the 
messengers  and  visitors  and  expressed  appreciation  to  the  host  church  for  the  meal  and  the  ac- 
commodations provided. 

31.  Lee  Thomas,  a  student  from  Western  Carolina  University,  sang  a  solo  accompanied  at 
the  piano  by  Nancy  Lewis. 

32.  The  Reverend  Ray  McCall,  pastor  of  the  Webster  Baptist  Church,  brought  the  message 
on  "The  Call  to  Obedience." 

33.  Harry  Vance,  Associational  Music  Director,  led  the  group  in  singing  "Victory  in  Jesus." 
The  Reverend  Tommy  Lamb  accompanied  on  the  piano. 

34.  Lyndon  Allen,  Assistant  Sunday  School  Director,  gave  the  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Sunday  School. 

35.  When  presenting  the  Church  Training  report,  Norman  Parris,  Director,  announced 
"M"  Night  for  November  28th. 

36.  Johnny  Watson,  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  gave  the  report  on  the  mission 
work  being  carried  on  by  the  Brotherhood  organizations  in  the  Association. 
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37.  The  Royal  Ambassadors'  work  was  reported  on  by  Mike  Moses,  Associational  Director. 
He  encouraged  churches  that  do  not  have  an  organization  to  consider  starting  one  and  offered 
to  assist  with  the  organization.  Two  churches  having  organized  RA  work  the  past  year  were 
given  certificates:  namely,  Cullowhee  Baptist,  certificate  accepted  by  the  Rev.  Joe  Yelton;  and 
Ochre  Hill,  certificate  accepted  by  the  Rev.  Tommy  Lamb. 

38.  The  Deacons,  Pastors  and  Wives  Fellowship  report  was  made  by  Haven  Ensley.  He  an- 
nounced the  next  meeting  to  be  held  on  October  28,  1988,  at  the  Ochre  Hill  Baptist  Church  at 
which  time  the  program  would  be  recognizing  and  honoring  the  senior  deacons,  pastors  and 
their  wives.  This  is  to  be  a  special  occasion. 

39.  Geraldine  Jones,  Associational  Director  of  Youth,  announced  a  musical  festival  at  the 
Sylva  Park  on  October  30th.  Her  report  included  numerous  activities  with  the  Youth  Crusade 
the  highlight  of  the  year  with  1 1  professions  of  faith.  The  youth  will  be  attending  a  Witnessing 
Seminar  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp  on  November  11  and  12. 

40.  The  Reverend  Harry  Vance,  Music  Director  for  the  Association,  encouraged  churches  to 
participate  in  the  singings  that  would  be  coming  up  in  the  spring.  His  report  appears  in  the 
Annual. 

41.  The  Reverend  Dan  Ward,  Associational  Prayer  Chairman,  encouraged  all  churches  to 
become  active  in  the  prayer  program  "Spiritual  Awakening."

Buchanan. 

46.  John  Reid  and  Shirley  Kool  gave  a  brief  report  on  their  visit  to  Brazil. 

47.  In  the  absence  of  the  Evangelism  chairman,  John  Reid  presented  that  report. 

48.  Jesse  Flake,  Associational  Treasurer,  presented  the  financial  report  for  the  year.  The 
Revised  Budget  was  exceeded  by  $475.55.  A  copy  of  this  ref>ort  may  be  found  in  the  minutes. 

Jesse  made  a  motion  that  the  re{)ort  be  accepted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED.

59.  The  Reverend  Lloyd  Fish  made  a  motion  that  the  work  of  the  Constitution  Ck)mmittee  be 
held  over  until  the  next  Annual  Session  in  1989.  The  motion  CARRIED. 

60.  The  Clerk,  Annie  Houle,  presented  the  Digest  of  Letters.  It  was  noted  that  baptisms  were 
up  over  last  year.  A  few  churches  had  not  reported  at  the  time  of  the  meeting.  See  statistical 
table  for  final  results. 

61.  Announcement  was  made  that  all  churches  wishing  copies  of  the  Annual  Minutes  for 
1988  should  turn  in  the  number  desired  before  November  15,  1988.

Program  Reports 

1988  Director  of  Missions  Report 

First,  I  want  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  for  the  welcome  you 
give  me  in  your  churches.  I  appreciate  the  prayers,  the  support  and  the  encouragement  that 
you  give  me  as  your  Director  of  Missions.  I  feel  that  my  first  task  is  to  be  a  servant  to  the  local 
church  and  help  each  church  realize  its  potential  before  God. 

The  ministry  of  the  local  church  has  been  enhanced  this  year  in  many  significant  ways.  I 
am  particularly  excited  about  the  Brazil  Partnership  effort.  Twenty-three  churches  con- 
tributed approximately  $4,000  in  1988.  Shirley  Kool  and  I  went  to  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil  in  March 
of  this  year.  Our  purpose  was  to  meet  the  local  Brazilian  Baptists,  establish  rapport  with  them, 
assess  their  needs  and  consider  future  projects. 

The  Association  with  which  we  are  paired  is  the  North  Baptist  Association  of  the  City  of  Sao 
Paulo.  They  are  an  Association  of  23  churches  with  a  population  of  one  and  a  half  million 
people. 

While  down  there  I  did  some  street  preaching  and  saw  18  people  make  public  professions  for 
Christ.  During  the  week  we  were  there  I  saw  over  30  decisions  for  Christ.  Three  people  from 
our  Association  are  going  to  Sao  Paulo  in  late  October  of  1988.  We  have  a  request  to  send  10 
teams  comprised  of  three  people  in  May  of  1989.  These  teams  will  lead  in  an  evangelistic 
crusade.  The  Brazilians  request  a  pastor  to  lead  each  team  to  preach  the  revival  services  there. 

Another  way  that  the  Association  has  enhanced  the  ministry  of  the  local  church  is  through 
its  support  of  the  Balsam  Lodge  project  for  Physically  Challenged,  Inc.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee voted  to  recommend  to  our  churches  to  set  aside  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  the  16th,  to 
receive  a  special  offering  toward  that  project.  Since  then  several  men,  women  and  youth  from 
different  churches  have  done  volunteer  work  at  the  Lodge.  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  join 
with  others  in  the  community  to  make  a  recreation  and  retreat  center  accessible  to  disabled 
persons  on  the  old  Mead  Lake  Property  now  owned  by  the  National  Forest  Service.  Helping 
people  with  special  needs  is  a  worthy  ministry  for  every  church. 
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In  December  1987,  I  went  on  a  mission  trip  to  Skygusty,  West  Virginia.  Several  Associational 
churches  have  been  active  in  that  area  taking  food,  clothing,  building  materials,  and  people 
there  to  minister.  I  praise  God  for  the  difference  we  have  made  there. 

In  March  of  1988,  we  had  a  Youth  Revival  that  resulted  in  several  decisions  for  Christ.  Two 
or  three  churches  baptized  youth  out  of  professions  made  at  the  "Crusade  for  Christ."  This 
event  is  planned  again  for  next  year  and  I  hope  to  see  more  churches  participate. 

I  am  pleased  with  both  the  Senior  Adult  and  the  Single  Adult  work  as  it  develops.  These 
programs  are  now  two  years  old.  I  hope  that  many  of  our  smaller  churches  who  do  not  have 
programs  for  Singles  and  Senior  Adults  will  take  advantage  of  these  p  ograms. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  countywide  support  for  the  "Tuckaseigee  Bapti.t  Half -Hour."  While  this 
is  not  officially  supported  by  the  Association  in  our  budget,  I  do  belie. e  it  is  an  excellent  means 
of  Bible  teaching  and  outreach.  It  keeps  the  activities  of  our  churcfres  and  the  Sunday  School 
Program  and  lessons  constantly  in  front  of  the  county.  Weekly,  I  ent  .urage  listeners  to  attend 
and  to  support  their  local  church. 

There  is  another  way  the  Association  has  enhanced  the  ocal  church.  As  your  Director  of 
Missions,  I  am  called  upon  often  to  visit  your  churches,  r»reach,  teach,  speak  to  WMU  and 
Brotherhood  groups,  and  consult  with  leaders.  I  have  worked  with  pulpit  committees, 
problem  solving  groups  and  been  a  resource  to  answer  questions  about  ch  urch  and  community 
life  in  general.  In  respect  to  the  autonomy  of  the  local  church,  ]  have  given  priority  time  to 
churches  who  have  needed  assistance  and  asked  for  it. 

Part  of  my  task  as  Director  of  Missions  is  to  attend  meetings  and  functions  of  our  Baptist 
work  in  the  state.  I  attended  our  Evangelism  Conference  in  T  ?bruary  in  Greensboro  and  the 
State  Convention  Staff /Director  of  Missions  Retreat  at  Carawa  in  March.  In  May,  I  attended 
the  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest  along  with  other  Associational  leaders.  In  July,  I 
attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Directors  of  Missions  Conference  here  in  North  Carolina. 
In  August,  I  attended  a  skills  meeting  at  Camp  Caraway. 

This  fall,  I  have  been  invited  to  share  my  testimony  of  my  «treet  preaching  in  Brazil. at  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  meeting  in  Fayetteville. 

I  commend  Annie  Hoyle  for  the  fine  work  and  for  the  man^  volunteer  hours  she  contributes 
to  the  Association.  She  donates  so  many  things  on  a  regular  ba  v  s  at  the  Baptist  Center  that  it  is 
impossible  to  list  them  all.  We  are  especially  blessed  by  her  gift  of  hospitality  as  she  prepares 
refreshments  for  all  of  our  meetings,  large  and  small.  Her  ministry  touches  all  of  our  lives. 

I  am  thankful  for  the  cooi>eration  and  financial  supjwrt  \mong  the  churches  that  enable  us 
to  do  the  Lord's  work.  Even  with  the  corrective  measures  tahen  by  our  Executive  Committee  in 
May  to  reduce  our  budget,  financial  support  from  the  churches  has  strengthened.  You  ARE 
to  be  commended  for  vour  increased  giving. 

We  have  conducted  two  Prayer  for  Spiritual  Awakening  Meetings  here  at  the  Center.  I  hope 
to  see  us  grow  in  our  prayer  emphasis. 

May  God  grant  us  His  blessings  as  we  work  together  for  His  Glory.

We  encourage  churches  to  organize  Brotherhoods  for  such  organization  has  a  very  impor- 
tant part  to  play  in  missions  and  also  provides  fellowship  for  the  men  in  the  church.

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1988  Missions  Committee  Annual  Report 


It  has  been  a  significant  year  for  the  mission  work  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 
Mission  work  in  our  Association  has  expanded  to  new  horizons  in  Home  and  Foreign  missions. 

Last  fall,  the  Association  voted  to  begin  a  five-year  partnership  with  an  association  in  the 
state  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil.  This  past  spring,  John  Reid,  our  Director  of  Missions,  and  Mrs. 
Shirley  Kool,  WMU  Director,  went  on  a  fact  finding  trip  to  Sao  Paulo.  They  brought  back  a 
message  of  praise  for  the  evangelistic  efforts  being  accomplished  in  Sao  Paulo,  along  with  the 
need  for  people  in  our  association  to  become  part  of  this  great  outreach.  One  thing  unique 
about  this  mission  project  is  that  there  are  no  special  abilities  required  to  be  part  of  the  mission 
project.  Any  person  who  desires  the  opportunity,  and  accumulates  the  financial  resources,  may 
be  part  of  this  effort. 

In  July,  the  Executive  Committee  voted  to  participate  in  the  work  being  done  by  Physically 
Challenged,  Inc.  in  Jackson  County.  This  project  is  an  effort  to  make  the  old  Meade  Lodge 
and  property  on  Bear  Lake  into  a  retreat  and  recreation  center,  accessible  to  those  who  are 
physically  challenged.  The  Association  voted  to  1)  recommend  this  project  to  the  churches,  and 
recruit  volunteer  labor,  and  2)  ask  the  churches  to  designate  October  16th  for  a  special  of- 
fering to  help  pay  for  materials  for  this  work. 

It  has  also  been  a  year  that  the  Missions  Committee  took  on  a  new  look.  Through  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  State  Convention,  the  mission  efforts  in  the  local 
Association  have  been  restructured.  The  name  has  been  changed  to  the  Associational  Missions 
Development  Council.  The  duties  of  the  AMDC  are  to  lead  the  Associational  Missions 
Development  in  the  five  mission  j)erformance  tasks:  (1)  call  churches  to  be  on  mission;  (2) 
train,  develop  and  encourage  church  and  associational  workers;  (3)  provide  resources  and  ser- 
vices to  churches  and  leaders;  (4)  provide  opportunities  for  working  together  in  missions, 
ministry,  growth  and  evangelism;  (5)  establish  and  maintain  appropriate  communications  and 
relationships  with  the  community  and  the  denomination.

(a)  a  plan  to  visit  in  the  community;  (b)  strengthening  Bible  teaching  skills;  (c)  prayer;  (d) 
support  and  commitment  to  growth;  and  (e)  setting  goals.

1988  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Report 

THE  WOMEN  ARE  TELLING  THEIR  AGE.  The  year  1988  was  a  year  of  celebrating 
their  100th  birthday.  The  theme,  "A  Century  to  Celebrate,  A  Future  to  Fulfill,"  let  us  learn 
about  our  past  while  planning  for  mission  education  in  our  future.  Did  you  know  that  the 
women's  first  organizational  meeting  was  held  in  the  basement  of  a  Methodist  church  because 
the  SBC  men's  agenda  would  not  include  them.^  Yet,  in  just  two  years  the  WMU  raised  enough 
money  to  support  all  women  foreign  missionaries  and  four  years  later  gave  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  $500.00  and  the  next  year  gave  $5,397  to  the  Home  Mission  Board.  .  .the  beginning  of 
the  two  sjjecial  offerings.  Our  watchword,  Hebrews  13:7-8,  "Remember  your  leaders.  .  . "  is  as 
imp>ortant  today  as  yesterday. 

These  "hundred  year  old  women"  have  remained  active  this  year  in  Jackson  County.  Our 
year  included  a  Leadership  Training  Workshop  led  by  Associational  officers;  an  introduction 
to  the  state  Brazilian  project  by  George  Shore,  from  our  state  office;  World  Day  of  Prayer  ob- 
served; an  Enlistment  and  Enlargement  Workshop  led  by  state  approved  worker,  Alice  Bates; 
several  churches  combined  for  both  the  Foreign  and  Home  Missions  studies,  missionary  from 
Brazil,  Peggy  Smith,  was  guest  speaker  for  our  Spring  Annual  Meeting;  Bylaws  were  adopted  at 
this  Spring  Meeting  to  help  keep  us  informed  of  activities  and  opportunities  to  serve;  and  a  page 
of  "Mission  Matters"  has  been  written  for  the  Associational  Newsletter. 

Mission  Action  projects  encouraged  our  churches  to  work  together  to  accomplish  those 
things  that  would  be  difficult  to  do  alone.  Ladies  of  the  Association  contributed  to  the  Baptist 
Student  Union  bake  sale  for  earning  funds  for  their  spring  mission  trip  to  Florida.  We  hosted 
an  open  house  at  the  BSLT  for  international  students  attending  Western  Carolina  University. 
Our  Christmas  gift  was  $194  for  the  eight  girls  at  Moody  Farms  Ministry.  A  total  of  $395  has 
been  donated  for  the  Prayer  Garden  to  be  planted  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp  in  memory  of 
Mildred  Cx)wan  and  two  antiques,  belonging  to  Mildred,  purchased  for  the  Baptist  Center  also 
in  her  memory.  A  juice  break  was  served  for  500  North  Carolina  handicapped  persons  attending 
a  conference  at  the  Ramsey  Center.  We  participated  in  the  North  Carolina  Food  Lion  project, 
"Karts  for  Kids."  Our  summer  project  was  to  provide  the  luncheon  for  our  pastors  ap- 
preciation day. 

Some  growth  was  reported  in  organizations,  but  overall  our  number  is  down.  Twentv-one 
(  +  4)  organizations  paid  dues  for  279  (-27)  members.  There  are  30  (  +  3)  Baptist  Women 
organizations  with  395  (  +  15)  members;  one  (  +  1)  Baptist  Young  \\  omen  groups  with  10  mem- 
bers (  +  10)  and  another  group  just  organized;  there  are  six  (-1)  Acteen  groups  with  56  {  +  3) 
members,  one  new  group  starting  this  fall;  there  are  12  Girls  in  Action  groups  with  83  (-15) 
members  including  two  newly  organized  groups;  Mission  Friends  has  10  groups  with  50  mem- 
bers. 
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The  enthusiasm  for  Associational  missions  has  grown  this  past  year  because,  in  part,  the 
churches  have  given  support  to  our  goal  of  an  association  working  together.  The  WMU  Coun- 
cil provided  leadership,  support  and  dedication.

The  organization  meeting  of  the  youth  group  was  held  at  the  Baptist  Center  with  17  people 
attending  and  nine  churches  represented.

In  April  I  attended  the  Evangelist  Revival  Training  Seminar  in  Asheville.  In  May  I  attended 
the  Key  Leadership  workshop  at  Ridgecrest. 

Work  on  the  Youth  Council  was  started  in  May.  At  this  time  one  of  the  ten  zone  groups  has 
been  organized  and  is  ready  to  begin  functioning.  Groundwork  has  been  laid  for  the  other 
nine. 

The  August  "Splash  Down"  held  at  the  Sylva  Pool  was  most  successful.

Institutional  Reports 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  Report 

You  took  the  time,  you  cared.  You  gave  much  when  you  didn't  have  to.  On  behalf  of  Dr. 
Blackwell,  the  children  in  care,  our  staff  and  trustees,  thank  you  for  your  prayers,  your  caring 
and  financial  support.  You  are  special  to  this  child  care  ministry. 

A  major  thrust  beyond  our  quality  child  care  this  year  was  the  completion  of  our  Long- 
Range  Plans.  To  continue  being  bold  in  child  care,  several  challenges  were  accepted  by  our 
staff  and  trustees  from  the  results  of  our  five-year  LRP.  We  plan  to  add  two  emergency  care 
homes  -  another  one  on  the  Kennedy  home  campus  and  one  where  the  need  is  greatest.  The 
Cameron  Boys  Camp  will  be  expanded  to  care  for  50  boys.  Two  specialized  small  group  homes 
will  be  opened  by  early  1989  -  a  teenage  mother-baby  home  and  a  behavior  change  program  for 
teenage  girls  in  Lenoir. 

Fifty  percent  of  our  children  have  had  little  or  no  spiritual  training  prior  to  their  being  in 
our  care.  We  rejoice  that  79  were  baptized  into  the  family  of  God.  Our  ministry  is  "Missions  in 
Miniature." 

To  meet  these  challenges  and  continue  the  current  ministry  to  children,  our  budget  must 
move  from  seven  million  dollars  (which  it  has  been  for  five  years)  to  11  million  by  1992-93.  We 
hope  that  by  1993,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  be  giving  50  per  cent  of  our  daily 
operating  budget.  Currently  we  receive  34  per  cent.  This  can  be  achieved  by  increasing  church 
receipts  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Home  and  Hospital  Offering  and  designated 
gifts  from  churches  and  individuals.  The  future  of  child  care  in  North  Carolina  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  Baptists  of  our  great  state.  We  believe  they  will  meet  the  challenge. 

UPDATE  FOR  THE  WESTERN  AREA 

We  here  in  the  West  continue  to  be  blessed  with  mountain  top  experiences  in  caring  for 
children.  Moody  Home  in  Franklin,  Broyhill  Home  at  Waynesville/Clyde,  Thermal  Belt 
Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City  and  Haywood  Emergency  Care  Cottage  on  the  Broyhill  Campus 
all  continue  to  operate  at  near  capacity  levels. 

While  alternative  options  now  open  to  unwed  mothers  have  caused  the  demand  for  residential 
maternity  care  to  somewhat  decrease,  the  Baptist  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville  continues  to  be 
one  of  our  most  blessed  ministries. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  young  people  we  serve  come  from  the  ranks  of  the  hurt  and  the  hurting. 
Sadly,  very  few  have  had  spiritual  training  prior  to  their  time  with  us.  In  order  to  help  fill  this 
vacuum,  SONshine  Week,  a  week  of  special  Christian  activities,  has  come  to  be  a  vital  part  of 
the  Broyhill  program. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  SONshine  '88  was  when  Kristy,  a  high  school  junior,  shared  her 
personal  testimony  in  a  way  that  thrilled  and  amazed  us  all.  Kristy  shared  how  her  life  was 
now  completely  transformed  because  of  Broyhill  and  because  of  Jesus  Christ  who  now  lives  in 
her  heart. 
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Equally  thrilling  to  the  testimony  was  the  response  of  the  troubled  children  who  listened.  As 
Kristy  finished  her  testimony,  the  Broyhill  children  spontaneously  gave  Kristy  a  rousing, 
prolonged  standing  ovation.

WHAT  IS  A  BAPTIST  COLLEGE? 

FIRST,  Baptist  colleges  are  colleges,  places  where  teaching  and  learning  take  place.  During 
1987-1988  almost  18,000  students  and  more  than  1,300  faculty  members  worked  at  the  task  of 
making  your  Baptist  colleges  good  colleges.  A  college  cannot  be  a  church  any  more  than  a 
church  can  be  a  college.  Christian  education  of  church  and  community  leaders  is  the  task  your 
colleges  gladly  undertake. 

SECOND,  the  word  "Baptist"  tells  what  kind  of  colleges  they  are.  Baptists  began  them  all, 
provide  financial  support  for  them,  and  send  their  young  people  to  them  for  a  good  education 
in  a  Christian  environment.  These  colleges  are  special  places  where  lives  are  changed  and 
where  life  commitments  come  into  focus  for  students. 

THIRD,  Baptist  colleges  are  partners  with  the  churches  in  missions.  Each  year  there  are 
many  Baptist  groups  which  are  hosted  and  cared  for  by  the  seven  Baptist  colleges.  Some  of 
these  who  met  at  one  or  more  of  our  colleges  during  1987-1988  are  these:  January  Bible  Study 
preparation;  summer  ministries  orientation  for  students  working  with  churches;  youth  ministry 
retreats;  youth  choir  festivals  and  children's  choir  camps;  pastors'  schools;  Christian  studies  for 
pastors  and  their  families;  senior  adult  rallies;  Directors  of  Missions  summer  meeting;  church 
weekday  education  workshops;  Special  Olympics  for  the  mentally  retarded;  Church  Training 
doctrine  seminars;  pastor  support  conferences;  church  incorporation  seminars;  WMU- 
sponsored  Acteens  meetings;  RA  track  meets;  Pioneer  RA  Congress;  Baptist  Young  Men's 
Congress;  Crusader  RA  Congress;  Baptist  Student  days;  construction  of  Mars  Hill  College 
chapel  by  committees;  March  meeting  of  the  General  Board's  Executive  Committee;  and  more.

1988  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

Perhaps  the  word  which  best  sums  up  the  past  year  at  Baptist  Hospital  is  expansion  -  expansion 
of  facilities  and  services. 

The  hospital,  together  with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine,  is  still  in  the  midst  of  the 
largest  health  related  expansion  program  ever  in  North  Carolina.  The  $140  million  project 
has  seen  the  completion  of  a  four-story  MRI  building,  the  completion  of  a  six-story  addition  to 
its  research  building,  the  completion  of  an  addition  to  the  power  plant,  completion  of  ad- 
ditional parking  space,  the  near  completion  of  a  fifteen-story  patient  tower,  and  the  beginning 
of  a  new  clinical  services  building. 

New  programs  in  health  care,  initiated  in  recent  months,  include  the  Brenner  Children's 
Hospital,  the  Sticht  Center  on  Aging,  a  new  hand  center,  ligament  transplants,  new  methods 
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of  treating  certain  types  of  cancer,  new  procedures  for  helping  patients  with  heart  problems, 
and  the  beginning  of  Air  Care  International. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  total  hospital  revenue  budget  has  been  $181  million.  Total 
personnel  is  over  3,800.  There  were  22,085  patient  admissions  for  a  total  of  196,554  patient  care 
days.  Some  13,680  surgical  procedures  were  performed  including  1,022  open  heart  operations 
and  32  kidney  transplants.  There  were  282,907  radiological  procedures,  4,401,552  clinical 
laboratory  tests,  14,500  chemotherapy  treatments,  833  lithotripsy  treatments,  and  480  Air 
Care  missions. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministries  to:  the  patient  in  the  hospital;  the 
family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  patient;  the  person  requesting 
counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville,  Morganton,  Charlotte,  Rockingham, 
and  North  Wilkesboro;  the  ministers  who  seek  our  courses  in  clinical  instruction,  equipping 
them  for  specialized  and  pastoral  ministries. 

Added  to  these  are  our  "Pastors'  Sabbath"  and  "Interim  Church"  programs.  .  .as  we  work 
closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  addressing  the  needs  of  pastors 
and  churches. 

The  faithful  delivery  of  pastoral  care,  beginning  within  our  Medical  Center  and  reaching 
around  the  world,  is  the  ministry  to  which  we  make  renewed  commitment. 

Like  most  hospitals  throughout  the  nation,  Baptist  has  been  faced  with  a  critical  shortage  of 
nurses  and  other  health  care  personnel.  A  variety  of  programs  are  being  implemented  which 
are  designed  to  attract  and  hold  needed  staff  members.  Among  these  are:  a  day  care  center  for 
children  of  employees,  wage  and  salary  adjustments,  weekend  shift  differential,  weekend  op- 
tions program,  case  management  concept,  and  a  loan/scholarship  program  for  students 
preparing  for  health  care  careers. 

In  January  Dr.  John  Lynch,  who  had  been  president  of  the  hospital  for  more  than  17  years, 
submitted  his  resignation.  The  trustees  have  appointed  a  Search  Committee  which  is  seeking 
his  successor.  Mr.  Len  B.  Preslar,  Jr.,  who  for  many  years  has  been  vice-president  for  Financial 
Management,  has  been  named  chief  executive  officer. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  Baptist  Hospital  received  $659,062  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  $290,585  through  the  Homes  and  Plospital  Offering.  The  trustees,  staff  and 
patients  are  all  extremely  grateful  for  this  financial  support. 


Our  Hospital  Chaplaincy  Committee  continues  to  develop  and  expand  our  services  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

The  committee  is  in  the  process  of  writing  a  Strategic  Development  Plan.  I  am  including  our 
MISSION  STATEMENT  in  this  report. 

The  mission  of  the  C.J.  Harris  Community  Hospital  Chaplaincy  report  is: 

•  to  offer  the  presence  of  God  to  patients,  staff  and  their  families  and  friends, 

•  to  assist  congregations  and  clergy  in  ministering  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
hospital  patients,  staff,  and  their  friends  and  families, 

•  to  offer  training  and  suppK)rt  in  the  field  of  pastoral  care  to  clergy,  their 
families  and  staff, 

•  to  increase  community  awareness  of  the  Chaplaincy  Program  and  to  insure 
appropriate  funding  from  congregations  and  other  sources, 

so  that  religious  resources  and  medical  resources  may  be  joined  in  the  healing  of 
the  whole  person.

We  are  grateful  for  the  excellent  volunteer  work  our  Chaplain  Associates  do  for  the  patients, 
the  hospital,  and  the  Kingdom. 

Another  training  course  is  scheduled  for  February  1989.  It  will  be  expanded  to  cover 
current  topics  such  as  suicide,  depression,  alcoholism,  time  management  and,  of  course, 
hospital  visitation.  More  information  will  be  ready  in  December  about  the  Pastoral  Care  Course 
that  will  be  sponsored  by  Southwestern  Community  College. 

Please  remember  our  financial  needs.  One-third  of  our  budget  is  met  from  funds  received 
from  churches  and  individuals  from  Jackson  County.  The  remaining  two-thirds  comes  from 
the  W.C.  Hennessee  Foundation.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  Report 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  began  operation  in  1951  with  a 
charge  to  provide  a  Home  for  "Aged  Saints"  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  care.  The  mission  of  the 
Homes  continues  to  be  that  of  providing  quality  residential  opportunities  for  Older  Adults 
within  a  Christian  context. 

The  foundation  of  the  ministry  is  based  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  in  the  Gospel  is  a 
message  of  healing  and  wholeness.  The  Homes  believes  this  message  offers  Older  Adults  the 
meaning,  purpose,  and  digpnity  needed  to  enrich  their  lives.  The  hallmark  of  the  Homes' 
ministry  is  the  quality  of  its  care. 

The  Homes  opjerates  facilities  in  locations  across  the  state:  Asheville  in  the  West,  Hamilton 
in  the  East,  Yancey ville  in  the  North,  and  Albemarle  in  the  Southern  Piedmont.  A  multi- 
level care  facility  in  Winston-Salem  currently  serves  the  needs  of  Older  Adults  from  all  over 
the  state. 

According  to  a  January  1987  report  of  the  Office  of  State  Budget  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  the  number  of  North  Carolina  citizens  age  65  and  over  will  increase  by  28.9  percent 
by  1995. 

Statistics  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Older  Adult  Population  are  even  more  dramatic. 
The  percentage  of  increase  for  the  80-plus  age  group  in  Baptist  Life  (those  individuals  most 
likely  to  need  residential  care)  is  predicted  to  be  more  than  50  percent  by  the  year  2000.  Attempt- 
ing to  address  this  great  challenge,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  has  launched  a  bold  new 
program  of  development  and  ministry  that  includes  the  following: 

The  development  of  regional  continuing  care  retirement  communities.  A  five-level  con- 
tinuing care  retirement  community  (Brookridge)  is  now  under  construction  in  Winston- 
Salem.  Land  for  that  same  purpose  has  been  purchased  in  South  Charlotte.  Planning  for  the 
development  of  similar  communities  has  begun  in  Asheville  and  in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 
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The  development  of  a  home  health  care  ministry  is  another  need  that  is  in  the  planning.  In 
1988,  the  Homes  received  a  grant  from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  establishing  a  volunteer-based  Home  Health  Care  program  that  will  enable  frail 
Older  Adults  to  continue  to  live  independently  in  their  homes  with  some  assistance. 

The  Homes  believes  that  the  ability  to  remain  in  one's  own  home  as  long  as  possible  can 
benefit  Older  Adults  by  enhancing  both  their  quality  of  life  and  their  life-span.  Fixed  incomes 
and  meager  resources  mean  that  Older  Adults  are  also  benefited  as  they  seek  to  use  their  funds 
prudently:  There  will  be  NO  charge  for  the  Home  Health  Care  services. 

A  third  need  being  planned  for  is  the  development  of  financial  subsidies  for  retired 
ministers  and  ministers'  spouses  and  other  older  adults  with  limited  financial  resources  for 
retirement  living. 

As  we  move  into  1989,  opportunities  for  creative  ministry  with  Older  Adults  abound.  With 
the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  will  endeavor  to  turn 
those  opf)ortunities  into  the  kind  of  reality  that  will  meaningfully  service  the  needs  of  the 
Older  Adults  of  our  state. 

Sunday  School  Board  Report  to  the  Association 

With  17  programs  of  work  assigned  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  it  would  be  easy  to  see  the  heart  of  the  church  programs  and  publishing  board's 
work  as  programs.  However,  President  Lloyd  Elder  told  messengers  in  the  131st  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  that  people  must  always  be  the  focus  of 
all  the  Board  does  through  its  programs. 

"Sunday  School  and  Church  Training  curriculum  must  be  planned,  written  and  edited 
with  a  biblical  base  to  help  change  the  lives  of  people,"  said  Elder.  "Scriptures  must  be  made 
available  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  for  our  Southern  Baptist  people  to  share  with  others  who 
need  to  hear  and  respond  to  the  Gospel  message.  And  we  must  make  it  as  easy  as  possible  for 
people  to  obtain  literature  and  other  products." 

Effective  March  1,  1988,  Southern  Baptists  can  order  virtually  any  product  the  Board 
produces  or  sells  by  calling  1-800-458-BSSB.  The  advantages  of  this  process  are  toll-free  or- 
dering and  reduced  response  time  to  the  customer.  Also,  churches  may  order  literature  via 
computer  with  the  EASY  Church  Order  System.  Churches  using  this  system  either  with  their 
own  computer  or  those  in  Baptist  Book  Store  may  receive  a  five  percent  discount  on  their 
church  literature  orders. 

To  illustrate  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  a  total  of  208,514  telephone 
and  mail  orders  and  inquiries  were  received  during  the  first  six  months  of  1987-88. 

A  major  new  product  to  meet  the  needs  of  people  is  the  Disciple's  Study  Bible  released  in 
June  1988  by  the  Holman  Division  in  cooperation  with  the  Church  Training  Department. 
Study  helps  focus  on  27  great  doctrines  of  Southern  Baptists. 

Also,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Board  provided  free  to  messengers  attending  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  copies  of  New  Testaments  to  use  in  witnessing  to  people  they  en- 
countered in  San  Antonio. 

Increasing  the  evangelistic  focus  of  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  is  a  continuing  focus  of 
the  Board's  Sunday  School  Division.  By  October  1988,  the  plan  of  salvation  will  be  included 
each  quarter  in  all  Sunday  School  lesson  periodicals.  Sunday  School  leadership  and  devotional 
magazines  and  Vacation  Bible  School  materials. 

Work  has  begun  through  the  Church  Music  Department  on  production  of  a  new  Southern 
Baptist  hymnal  to  be  released  in  1991. 

A  reorganization  of  the  Church  Administration  Department  was  completed  to  give  increased 
leadership  and  support  for  church  growth. 

Approximately  6,500  Southern  Baptist  single  adults  attended  a  national  convention 
Memorial  Day  weekend  in  Nashville  sponsored  by  the  Family  Ministry  Department.

Agency  Reports 

1988  American  Bible  Society  Report 

The  longstanding  and  fruitful  partnership  between  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
the  American  Bible  Society  continued  to  open  new  ways  to  the  Word  for  millions  of  people 
across  the  globe  in  1987. 

Your  support  has  been  of  key  importance  in  the  success  of  the  many  projects  undertaken  in 
1987  in  the  ongoing  task  of  meeting  the  Scripture  needs  of  the  world  -  whether  expanded 
distribution  in  areas  where  the  availability  of  God's  Word  is  critically  low,  or  through  in- 
novative channels  of  Scripture  production,  or  through  new  translations  of  the  Scripture. 

Scripture  distribution:  As  part  of  the  global  network  of  the  United  Bible  Societies,  the 
American  Bible  Society  has  been  involved  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  in  at  least  665 
different  languages  throughout  the  world.  The  total  number  of  Scriptures  distributed  world- 
wide during  1987  was  624,053,932  copies.  This  represents  an  increase  of  4.0  percent  over  1986, 
and  continues  the  upward  trend  of  the  past  few  years.  Of  this  total,  116,155,119  copies  were 
distributed  in  the  United  States,  an  increase  of  15.6  percent  over  last  year's  total. 

Scripture  production:  One  of  the  major  highlights  of  1987  was  the  completion  of  the  Amity 
Printing  Press  in  Nanjing,  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  The  first  20,000  copies  of  an 
initial  order  for  100,000  Chinese  Bibles  were  off  the  press  by  November,  with  the  balance  to  be 
completed  by  January.  A  ceremony  marking  the  official  opening  of  the  plant  was  held  on 
December  5.  This  is  an  answer  to  prayers  of  many  years  that  a  way  would  be  found  to  share 
resources  with  Christians  in  China  so  they  could  meet  their  Scripture  needs. 

The  reports  from  various  countries  around  the  world  include  those  from  Uganda,  Peru, 
Haiti,  Lebanon,  Indonesia,  as  well  as  many  countries  in  Eastern  Europe. 

In  the  United  States,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  continued  vigorously  to  pursue  its  aim 
of  serving  the  many  diverse  Scripture  needs  of  the  churches  in  this  country.  Here  are  just  a  few 
of  the  ways  the  ABS  has  been  reaching  out  with  God's  Word  to  people  across  the  nation  in 
1987:  Scripture  for  youth  and  children;  scripture  for  evangelism;  and  scriptures  in  languages 
other  than  English. 
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Behind  the  successful  completion  of  each  Scripture  translation  and  distribution  project  is 
the  story  of  people  reached  with  the  Word  of  God.  As  new  populations  are  reached,  new 
demands  are  placed  on  the  resources  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Tragically,  there  are  times 
when  these  resources  are  completely  overtaxed.  The  Society's  unswerving  goal  is  to  meet  all  the 
Scripture  needs  that  are  presented  to  it,  but  we  cannot  do  that  alone.  That  is  why  we  must  turn 
for  help  to  our  partners  in  mission,  among  whom  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  ranks 
above  every  other  denomination  in  terms  of  the  financial  assistance  it  renders  to  the  Society.  In 
1987,  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  contributed  $255,073  to  the  American 
Bible  Society  in  support  of  the  worldwide  Bible  cause. 

It  is  truly  encouraging  to  see  your  fine  response  to  the  urgent  need  for  Scriptures  that  exists 
in  so  many  countries  at  this  time.  Although  much  more  is  needed,  your  support  has  made  a  vital 
and  invaluable  contribution  to  the  ongoing  challenge  of  opening  God's  Word  to  all.

1988  Baptist  Foundation  Report 

For  several  years,  Montag^ess  Mercer  has  provided  an  example  of  estate  stewardship  to 
which  members  of  the  Foundation  staff  have  often  related,  but  always  without  revealing  her 
identity.  It  was  her  wish  that  "nobody  know."  Mrs.  Mercer  died  this  spring.  We  can  now  share 
her  name  as  well  as  her  testimony.  It  was  her  wish  that  "Lottie"  should  have  her  farm.  To  ac- 
complish that,  the  farm  was  deeded  to  the  Foundation  but  she  retained  all  benefits  from  it  for 
as  long  as  she  lived.  As  the  plan  for  doing  this  was  explained  to  her  and  the  possibilities 
unfolded,  she  clasped  her  hands  together  and  exclaimed,  "I'm  so  happy!"  Now  her  happiness 
has  been  justified.  That  which  she  desired  is  now  a  reality:  the  income  from  her  trust  will  be 
paid  forever  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering.  It  is  incidents  like  this  which  tell  the  story  of  Baptist 
Foundation.  Facts,  figures  and  statistics  have  their  place,  but  the  people  behind  them  are  the 
real  story. 

Another  unique  expertise  provided  by  the  Foundation  is  in  helping  to  analyze  a  person's 
total  estate  picture  and  assisting  them  in  their  complete  plan  of  estate  stewardship.  Sometimes, 
a  person  only  wishes  to  make  a  modest  gift  in  trust  for  one  specific  cause  and  then  is  content. 
Often,  however,  the  person  realizes  that  both  his  family  and  Baptist  causes  he  loves  can  derive 
a  greater  benefit  from  his  estate,  if  his  plan  includes  all  of  it.  It  may  require  more  than  one 
type  of  trust  and  nearly  always  a  Will  that  capitalizes  on  the  best  possible  planning.  One 
couple,  utilizing  the  Foundation's  expertise  for  total  estate  planning,  rather  than  making 
piece-meal  plans  and  small  bequests  here  and  there,  took  full  advantage  of  the  tax  laws 
available  for  them  and  provided  fully  for  their  son  and  the  Baptist  causes  which  they  desired  to 
support.  Their  satisfaction  now  comes  from  a  coordinated  estate  plan.  It  is  in  total  estate 
stewardship  planning,  not  in  "getting  a  gift"  that  the  Foundation  renders  the  greatest  service. 

The  "unfunded"  trust  simplified  planning  for  many  persons  in  the  past  year  and  continues 
to  provide  a  way  to  help  meet  the  objectives  of  many  stewards.  The  trust  document  is  prepared 
to  incorporate  the  provisions  of  the  trustor's  wishes.  It  will  not  take  effect,  however,  until  the 
individual  is  deceased.  Then  their  WILL  provides  the  funding,  most  often  the  residual  estate 
being  assigned  to  the  trust,  hence  the  term  "unfunded."  The  individual  has  the  joy  of  having 
a  plan  in  place,  all  signed  and  legal. 

Marjorie  has  updated  her  Will  this  year  and  created  an  "unfunded"  trust.  At  her  death,  her 
entire  estate  will  fund  her  trust.  For  a  definite  period  of  time  thereafter,  her  family  will 
receive  income  from  the  trust.  At  the  end  of  those  years,  the  income  will  support  Baptist  work 
forever.  As  she  was  discussing  this  with  the  staff,  a  new  option  became  available  to  her.  Her 
church  established  a  Foundation  trust  whose  income,  when  it  is  received  by  the  church,  will 
support  local  missions,  the  Lottie  Moon  offering,  a  church  scholarship  fund,  and  assist  with 
capital  improvement  and  maintenance  of  its  historic  beneficiary  of  her  unfunded  trust.  To 
her,  happiness  is  having  an  accountable  plan  in  place  for  the  accountable  steward. 
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The  Baptist  Foundation  added  62  new  trust  funds  to  its  numbers  in  1987.  Gifts  to  trust  in- 
creased its  holdings  to  a  record  $14,452,200.  Trusts  already  in  place  provided  $578,697  in  sup- 
port of  Baptist  causes.  As  imjjortant  as  these  statistics  are,  a  significant  aspect  of  the  Baptist 
Foundation  program  is  that  it  provides  individuals,  such  as  Mrs.  Mercer,  with  an  avenue  for 
continuing  their  support  of  Christian  causes  beyond  their  lifetime.

Every  per- 
son is  important  and  opinions  are  valid  in  direct  projjortion  to  the  accuracy  of  information 
upon  which  they  are  proportion  to  the  accuracy  of  information  upon  which  they  are- based. 
Democracies  do  not  survive  without  an  informed  people ! 

With  all  the  upheaval  in  the  world,  the  nation,  and  even  in  Baptist  ranks,  stability  can  be 
maintained  only  when  good  and  sincere  j>eople  know  the  truth  and  take  their  stand  upon  it.

1988  Annual  Report  to  the  Associations 

The  ministry  of  Applied  Christianity  needs  committed  Christians  to  "stand  in  the  gap"  for 
the  cause  of  moral  and  civic  righteousness. 

GAMBLING — The  greatest  push  ever  for  legalized  gambling  stands  on  the  horizon.  We 
have  always  had  those  who  support  a  statewide  lottery  and  pari-mutuel  (horse  and  dog  tracks) 
gambling.  It  is  only  in  recent  months  that  you  have  major  candidates  for  statewide  office  in 
North  Carolina  that  embrace  such  pro|X)sals. 
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We  have  seen  neighboring  states  like  Virginia  (lottery),  Tennessee  (pari-mutuel  gambling), 
etc.  to  approve  gambling  initiatives  due  to  the  silence  of  the  church. 

In  the  1987-88  session  of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly,  a  lottery  bill  was  defeated 
and  a  pari-mutuel  gambling  proposal  died  in  committee. 

The  pro-gambling  industry  has  hired  lobbyists  already  on  the  scene  garnering  support  for 
the  1989  legislative  session.  The  fate  of  this  issue  will  be  decided  on  November  8,  1988,  when 
voters  go  to  the  polls  and  elect  their  legislative  leaders  along  with  other  key  officials.  Respon- 
sible Christian  citizenship  implies  more  than  just  voting  but  to  be  an  informed  voter.  Billy 
Sunday  put  it  this  way:  "The  only  thing  worse  than  an  empty  voting  booth  is  an  empty  head  in 
a  voting  booth." 

The  Christian  Action  League  will  continue  to  keep  you  informed  and  working  on  the  scene. 
It  is  difficult  to  be  effective,  though,  when  you  elect  legislators  who  are  not  committed  to  moral 
and  ethical  principles. 

DRUNK  DRIVING — Efforts  will  also  continue  in  the  area  of  alcohol,  drunk  driving,  and 
other  drugs.  In  the  last  session,  several  pieces  of  legislation  that  would  have  liberalized  our 
liquor  laws  were  defeated.  Other  measures  dealing  with  drunk  driving  were  virtually  ignored 
or  "sandbagged"  by  political  maneuvers. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  passage  of  legislation  creating  a  0.04  blood  alcohol  level  for  drivers  of 
commercial  vehicles  (trucks  and  buses).  This  becomes  the  strictest  in  the  nation.  Other 
vehicles  have  a  0. 10  standard. 

Drunk  driving  proposals,  such  as  banning  open  beer-wine  containers  and  increasing  ad- 
ministrative revocation  from  10  to  30  days  for  those  having  a  0.10  blood  alcohol  level  or  more, 
passed  the  House  but  got  by-passed  in  the  Senate.  Who  opposes  such.^  The  beer  industry  and 
certain  trial  lawyers  who  are  more  concerned  about  protecting  drunk  drivers  than  the  safety  of 
all  citizens. 

ABORTION — The  issue  of  parental  consent  continues  to  be  debated.  The  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  has  upheld  the  rights  of  states  to  require  parental  consent  before  an  abortion  is  performed 
on  a  minor.  Attempts  to  pass  such  legislation  in  North  Carolina  have  been  met  with  legislative 
"footdragging."  Such  bills  get  channeled  into  hostile  committees  where  they  die.  A  school 
teacher  cannot  even  give  a  student  an  aspirin  without  parental  consent,  but  a  minor  can  be 
taken  to  an  abortion  clinic  without  the  parent's  knowledge  much  less  consent. 

Furthermore,  North  Carolina  remains  the  only  state  in  the  Southeast  to  use  state  funds  to 
kill  unborn  babies.  Legislation  to  limit  state  funding  only  to  those  cases  involving  the  life  of  a 
mother,  incest,  or  raj)e,  has  been  rejected  repeatedly. 

TOPLESS  DANCERS — There  is  one  piece  of  legislation  that  got  "derailed"  that  is  un- 
believeable.  Since  liquor-by-the-drink  has  been  enacted  in  North  Carolina,  we  have  some  bars 
and  taverns  near  military  installations  that  have  been  employing  minor  girls  (as  young  as  15)  as 
topless  dancers.  Legislation  to  correct  this  practice  "sailed"  through  the  House  but  was  thrown 
into  the  "briar  patch"  in  the  Senate's  Judiciary  I  Committee. 

When  legislation  of  this  nature  cannot  pass  our  N.C.  Senate,  perhaps  you  can  understand 
the  dilemma  facing  our  state.  It  is  quite  evident  that  we  are  electing  legislators  according  to 
party  label  rather  than  on  moral  principles.  Unless  there  is  a  turn-around,  the  future  looks 
bleak  for  moral  and  ethical  issues. 

The  cause  of  applied  Christianity  calls  for  our  vigilance  and  commitment. 

The  Christian  Action  League  stands  with  you  in  meeting  the  challenges  of  our  times.  Accept 
our  gratitude  for  your  prayers  and  financial  support  as  we  join  with  you  in  being  "salt  and 
light."

Sometimes  it  is  helpful  to  compare  with  what  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  measure  where  we 
are  now  and  where  we  are  headed. 

In  1982  we  had  48  churches  with  a  resident  membership  of  6,872  (four  churches  not  reporting). 
The  Budget  was  $21,810.  Each  resident  member's  share  was  $3.18.  Thirty-three  churches  con- 
tributed 76  percent  of  the  total  budget. 

In  1987  we  had  50  churches  with  a  resident  membership  of  6,571  (four  churches  not  reporting). 
The  Budget  was  $32,285.  Each  resident  member's  share  was  $4.91.  Thirty-six  churches  con- 
tributed 79  percent  of  the  total  budget. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  overall  improvement  of  the  stewardship  development  in  the 
Association.  We  are  headed  in  the  right  direction.  It  takes  time  and  information  to  the  local 
church  to  educate  as  to  the  value  of  cooperation.  We  must  always  remember  that  missions  is  not 
an  option,  but  the  Biblical  Mandate. 

My  challenge  is  to  each  church  to  intentionally  develop  stewardship  responsibility  in 
mission  giving  and  to  include  the  Association  in  its  mission  gifts.

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  ol  the  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVES 

The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  be  a  fellowship  of  churches  on  mission  in  our  setting. 
The  specific  objectives  of  the  association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  promote  harmony,  understanding  and  spiritual  power  between  the  churches. 

2.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the  churches 
and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives. 

4.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually  and  to 
coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

5.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  association,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III  -  AUTHORITY 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers  in 
whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines 
and  discipline. 

SECTION  3.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  local 

churches  as  sovereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  constituted  Baptist 
churches  in  cooperating  fellowship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  following 
the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  or 
reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure.  Churches  applying  for 
membership  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  watch  care  the  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  those  of  voting. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  presented  to  the  Credentials  Committ^?e  of  the 
Association.  The  applications  will  consist  of  a  letter  from  a  Constituted  Church  stating  their 
desire  to  affiliate  with  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  Credentials  Committee  as  a 
part  of  the  review  process  may  invite  the  requesting  church  to  a  conference  to  discuss  its 
history,  its  missions  strategy,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  |)ertinent  to  the  ap- 
plication. The  Credentials  Committee  may  then  approve  the  application  and  recommend  them 
to  the  Exeuctive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  simple  majority  vote  accept 
the  requesting  church  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
suggested  that  any  church  under  watch  care  participate  in  the  missions  program  of  the 
association.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  church  may  be  voted  in  as  a  member  of  the  association 
with  full  privileges  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  association,  provided  that  the  church  submits  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least 
one  messenger  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleasure  and  should 
notify  the  association  of  this  action  in  writing.  Such  action  will  be  recognized  by  the 
association  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  the  associational  clerk,  before 
each  annual  session,  an  annual  letter,  the  forms  provided  by  the  associational  clerk  giving 
the  information  requested  as  is  applicable  to  each  church  situation. 

SECTION  5.  The  association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  which  has  become  unscrip- 
tural  in  its  doctrine  or  practices  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  a  vole  is  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  Thursday  and  Friday 
preceding  the  third  Sunday  in  OCTOBER.  Special  meetings  ot  the  association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  provided  two  weeks  written  notice  is  given  to  the  member 
churches. 

SECTION  2.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  by 
four  messengers.  C^hurches  with  more  than  100  resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
additional  messenger  for  each  additional  50  resident  members  as  determined  by  the  church 
or  fraction  thereof  and  not  to  exceed  10  messengers  from  any  one  church. 

SECTION  3.  Churches  are  requested  to  elect  their  messengers  and  alternates  in  confer- 
ence to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  In  case  of  internal  dissension  in  a  church  and  two  parties  coming  to  the 
association,  each  claiming  to  represent  the  church,  neither  party  shall  be  seated  until  the 
question  is  decided  as  to  which  party  is  in  union  with  the  association.  The  decision  is  to  be 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  General  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian.  Program  Leaders  shall  be  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  Seminary  Exten- 
sion Director,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Missions,  Trustees,  Pastor 
Conference  President,  Youth  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Vacation  Bible  School  Direc- 
tor, Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Deacons  Chairmen, 
Senior  Adult  Director,  Singles  Ministry  Director,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Association 
may  desire  to  elect. 

Associational  representatives  will  be  elected  for  the  following  institutions  and  agencies: 
(1)  Truett  Camp,  (2)  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  (3)  Baptist  Hospital,  (4)  North  C^arolina 
Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  (Homes  for  Aging),  (5)  Biblical  Recorder,  (6)  Christian  Education,  (7) 
Annuity  Board  and  other  representatives  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  elected  by  the 
association. 

SECTION  2.  With  the  exception  of  the  director  of  associational  missions  and  trustees,  the 
terms  of  office  for  all  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of 
continuing  re-election.  The  moderator  and  vice  moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re- 
election but  one  year  in  succession.  ( 1 )  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  three.  (2)  The  term  of 
service  should  be  for  three  years,  with  the  term  of  only  one  expiring  each  year.  In  the  first 
election  of  trustees  the  term  of  service  for  one  should  be  three  years,  another  two  years,  and 
the  other  one  year.  (3)  Upon  the  expiration  of  term  of  service  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be 
re-elected  for  another  term  oi  three  years. 

Each  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  annual  session.  The  Associational 
Financial  year  will  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Concerning  termination  of  employment,  the  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented 
to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  30  days  before  it  is  to  take  place.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  terminate  employment  by  giNing  30  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  work  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work. 


ARTICLE  VII  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 


SECTION  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order  of  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees 
of  the  association. 

He  shall  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body  not  named  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  its  regular  report. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions; 
shall  prepare  a  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  at  the  beginning  of  each 
day's  session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  minutes  concerning  the 
records  made. 

The  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention.  This 
form  is  to  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  not  later  than  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  body. 

An  Assistant  Clerk  shall  work  with  the  clerk  in  preparing  "The  Book  of  Reports." 
SECTION  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  by  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  report  at  the  annual  meeting  and  a  current  report  at  each  Executive  Committee 
meeting. 

An  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  assist  the  treasurer  by  request  and  to  serve  in  the 
event  the  Treasurer  resigns  or  is  ill  or  unable  to  function. 

SECTION  5,  The  Historian  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up-to-date. 

SECTION  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
body  advise  and  assist  the  association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parliamentary 
procedure. 

An  Assistant  Parliamentarian  shall  be  elected.  The  Parliamentarian  and  Assistant  should 
always  communicate  with  each  other  to  ensure  that  their  office  is  filled  at  each  associational 
annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Program  Leaders  and  the  Institutional  Agency  Representatives  shall 
perform  all  duties  customary  to  their  titles  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  association. 

SECTION  8.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  commit- 
tees, officers,  and  churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  director  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  association.  The 
director  shall  communicate  with  the  state  and  Southern  Convention  such  information  as 
shall  be  mutually  helpful  and  needful. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Article  XIV. 

SECTION  9.  Trustees  have  no  authority  except  by  direction  of  the  association,  and  are 
not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures  but,  are  to  be  the  legal  signees  for  the  association. 

Trustees  represent  the  association  in  legal  matters. 

Trustees  act  on  behalf  of  the  association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  associational 
property. 

They  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  authority  of  the  association. 

All  persons  dealing  with  the  trustees,  as  associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  association  or  Executive  Committee,  directing  and  authoriz- 
ing the  trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  association  moderator  and  clerk. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 


The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Parliamentary 
Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  QUORUM 

The  annual  associational  quorum  shall  be  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  member 
churches  represented. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and 
program  leaders  elected  by  the  association  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church 
in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  associational  officer  or  program 
leader  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from  representing  the 
church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  association  on 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the 
next  session  of  the  association.  This  body  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter  except  for  the  July  quarter 
which  shall  meet  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  month  of  July.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  may  be  called  by  the  moderator  with  a  one  week  notice  to  the  churches. 

SECTION  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  on  committees  or  among  elected  officers  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  occurs  with  the  trustees,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee should  fill  such  a  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  deemed 

necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
committee  members  shall  be  for  one  year  except  where  specifically  stated  otherwise. 

SECTION  2.  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  nominate  at  the  general  meeting  all  standing  committees  as  set  forth  under  Article  XI. 

SECTION  3.  The  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members. 
To  this  group  the  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Brotherhood  and  Music  Ministry  will  be  added. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  the  officers,  program  leaders  and 
institutional  agency  representatives.  These  nomineees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  not  less 
than  one  month  prior  to  presenting  of  their  names  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  4.  The  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  members 
shall  plan  the  annual  program  of  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  C^ommittee 
at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  pastors 
and  two  laymen.  It  shall  examine  applications  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  in  keeping  with  Article  IV,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association. 

It  shall  counsel  with  churches  that  are  out  of  harmony  or  fellowship  with  the  association. 

SECTION  6.  The  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  recommend  the  place  or  places  for  the 
following  annual  meeting  and  to  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  to  deliver  the 
annual  sermon  for  the  following  year. 

SECTION  7.  The  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator  at  the  OCTOBER  Executive  Committee  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 
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SECTION  8.  The  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  ol  three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  oi  this  committee  to  bring  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  those  listed  by 
the  member  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial 
service  in  their  memory. 

SECTION  9.  The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  includ- 
ing the  treasurer  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall:  (a)  present  a  budget  to  the 
association  for  the  following  year;  (b)  devise  plans  for  raising  the  funds  for  the  associational 
budget;  (c)  audit  the  finances  and  financial  records  of  the  association  annually  and  anytime 
there  is  a  change  of  treasurer  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee; (d)  report  all  audits  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  10.  The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  and  shall  perform  all  duties  specified  in  Article  XV. 

SECTION  1 1 .  The  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  five  designated 
pastors  and  all  other  pastors  who  desire  to  sit  with  the  committee. 

a.  The  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  only  and  serves  at  the  request  of  the 
church  from  which  one  of  the  members  is  seeking  ordination. 

b.  The  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to 
their  call  and  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
church  as  they  feel  led. 

c.  The  committee  should  assist  in  arranging  the  proper  service  of  ordination  when  such 
assistance  is  requested. 

d.  The  Executive  Commitee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee. 

e.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  w  ith  the  committee,  and 
shall  give  two  weeks  notice  in  which  the  committee  is  to  do  its  work. 

SECTION  12.  The  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be 
to  direct  and  promote  a  perpetual  program  and  spirit  of  evangelism  in  the  association.  It 
shall  arrange  and  direct  all  associational  wide  evangelistic  activities. 

SECTION  13.  The  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  two 
named  each  year  and  each  serving  for  a  three-year  term.  Committee  members  are  eligible  to 
be  re-elected  for  one  additional  term  of  office  in  succession.  The  associational  Brotherhood 
Director  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  are  to  serve  as  ex  officio  members  along 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Moderator. 

The  duties  of  the  Missions  C^ommittee  shall  be  to  plan,  conduct  and  evaluate  the  mission 
program  of  the  association  through:  (a)  Helping  churches  commit  themselves  to  being  ON 
MISSION  in  their  setting;  (b)  Provide  and  interpret  information  on  mission  needs  to  the 
churches  of  the  association;  (c)  To  survey  the  mission  needs  to  be  found  within  the  associa- 
tion; (d)  Assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work;  (e)  Conduct  the  kinds  of  mission  work  that 
individual  churches  cannot  successfullv  conduct. 

SECTION  14.  The  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  comprised  of 
three  members.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  and  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and 
repairs  of  the  associational  building,  grounds,  and  equipment. 

ARTIC  LE  XII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

*The  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Vice  Moderator,  the  program  leaders:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Chairmen  of  Deacons,  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Vacation  Bible  School  Director,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Director  of  the  Singles,  the  Director 
of  the  Senior  Adults  and  the  Music  Director.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  to  serve  as  Chairman 
and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected  from  the  group. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  planning  of  the  various  programs  of  the 
association,  to  de>  elop  an  associational  calendar,  and  to  give  mutual  support  to  the  various 
organization  and  program  units  in  carrying  out  their  assignments. 

The  council  shall  meet  quarterly. 
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ARTICLE  XIII  -  THE  ASSOCIATION AL  PASTORS'  CONFERENCE 

The  Assotiational  Pastors'  C^onference  provides  regular  meetings  for  the  Baptist  ministers 
of  the  association.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  for  feihivvship  and  mutual  support,  for 
doctrinal  and  professional  discussion  and  for  promotion  of  church,  associational  and  other 
denominational  programs.  The  conference  is  not  an  administrative  or  executive  body. 

ARTIC  LE  XIV  -  DIREC  TOR  OF  MISSIONS  JOB  DESC  RIPTION 

SECTION  1.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  DIREC  TOR  OF  MISSIONS.  He  is  to  be  the  chief 
administrative  officer  of  the  association.  He  is  to  confirm  extra  employment  in  a  manner 
agreed  upon  with  the  Executive  C^ommittee, 

SEC  TION  2.  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS. 

1.  He  is  employed  by  the  Executive  C>)mmittee  of  the  association. 

2.  General  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  association  as  they  function 
through  the  association  office. 

3.  Work  primarily  with  (pastors),  associational  general  officers,  committees,  and 
organizations. 

4.  Work  closely  with  auxiliary  organizations  (such  as  W.M.L.,  Baptist  Men,  etc.). 

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  state  and  S.B.C^,  agencies  and  promoting  their 
programs. 

SEC^TION  -J.  In  the  churches,  extending  the  local  ministries. 

To  visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders,  in  the  pastorless 
churches  to  provide  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry,  such  as  (1)  Pulpit 
supply;  (2)  Study  courses;  (3)  Missionary  address;  (4)  Deacons'  meetings;  (5)  Assembly 
programs;  (6)  Special  day  addresses;  (7)  Ordination  services;  (8)  V.B.S.  planning  and  promo- 
tion; (9)  To  interpret  phases  of  associational  work;  (10)  Budget  planning;  (11)  Building 
planning;  (12)  Revival  meetings;  (13)  Stewardship  emphasis;  (14)  Study  objectives  and  long 
range  planning;  (15)  Studying  and  evaluating  procedures,  curriculum,  constitution  and 
bylaws,  etc.;  (16)  Church-community  surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept; 
and  (18)  Publishing  of  a  regular  news  medium  (such  as  a  monthly  newsletter);  (19)  Cooper- 
ate with  the  news  media  to  promote  Baptist  work. 

In  the  associational  office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  mail,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to  his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquiries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  associational  officers,  committees  and  heads  of  organizations  to  get  out  promo- 
tional mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

SECTION  4.  Schedule  of  Benefits 

1.  His  salary  shall  be 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include: 

a.  One  day  a  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest  that  excluded 
normal  associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  association  for  special  work  with 
local  churches  or  with  state  and  S.B.C^.  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  26  davs  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days  to  be 
accumulated.  Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  association  for  one  year  without 
Executive  C^ommittee  action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded  with  the  financial  secretary 
of  the  association. 

d.  Two  weeks  annual  vacation  w  ith  pay. 

e.  Holidays:  New  Year's  Day;  Easter  Monday;  Julv  4;  Labor  Day;  Thanksgiving, 
Thursday  and  Fridav;  Christmas,  December  25  and  26. 

4.  All  honorarium  from  churches  inside  or  outside  the  association  and  all  honorarium 

from  other  religious  work  shall  be  his  personal  fair,  and  shall  not  be  submitted  to  the 
association. 
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5.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of  an  annual  evaluation  by  the 
Moderator  and  Missions  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XV  -  AMENDMENTS 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  the  amendment  has  been 
presented  to  the  Constitutional  Committee  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  and 
presented  to  the  association  in  printed  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  voted 
on  the  second  day.

Brief  Historical  Notes 
Sylva  First  Baptist  Church 

CENTENNIAL 


In  the  fall  of  1887,  the  spiritual  climate  among  the  people  in  Sylva  evidently  was  nt  the  right 
point  for  organizing  a  Baptist  church.  Elder  F.M.  Jordan,  a  church  planter  and  revivalist, 
mentioned  Sylva  in  a  diary  of  his  life  and  work.  4  native  of  Montgomery  County,  North 
Carolina  (near  Mt.  Gilead),  Elder  Jordan  made  a  note  of  his  move  to  Hayesville  (Clay  County). 
He  traveled  by  horse  and  buggy,  and  his  diary  entry  for  October  27,  1887,  stated,  "I  stop  at 
Sylva  and  preach  five  nights — good  meeting." 

Information  recorded  in  the  church's  first  record  book,  entitled  "Sylva  Church  Book," 
provides  statements  on  the  Church  Government,  Officers,  Duties,  and  Articles  of  Faith.  These 
dfce  recorded  under  the  date  of  November  26,  1887.  Page  five  begins  with  the  same  date  and 
gives  the  organization  as  follows: 

Elds.  W.A.  Nelson,  A.H,  Sims,  and  J.R.  Ammons  were  called  upon  to  act 
as  presbytery.  Called  Elder  W.A.  Nelson  to  act  as  Moderator  and  J.R. 
Ammons  to  act  as  Secretary. 

Six  members  presented  themselves  asking  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist 
Church.  The  members  presented  letters  of  dismission  from  Scotts  Creek  and 
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Webster  Churches.  Read  the  articles  of  faith  as  copied  (sic.)  from  the 
Church  Book  at  old  Scotts  Creek  Church  to  the  members.  All  endorsed  it. 
Read  Constitution  and  Bylaws  adopted.  Read  Church  Covenant  adopted. 

Presbytery  gave  to  the  members  the  hand  of  fellowship  and  recognized 
them  as  a  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  Elder  Nelson  and  Ammons  both  giving 
a  charge  to  the  Church. 

Signed  J.R.  Ammons,  Secretary 

In  the  back  of  the  Sylva  Church  Book  a  list  of  members  shows  the  following  "Constitutional 
Members"  or  founding  members:  A.M.  Parker,  D.J.  Allen,  C.W.  Allen,  Kelly  Allen,  Charles 
B.  Allen,  and  Sarah  Allen  (wife  of  D.J.  Allen),  During  the  year  additional  members  joined  the 
fellowship.  When  the  Sylva  Baptist  Church  (the  name  used  until  July  1965)  was  welcomed  into 
the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  on  August  16,  1888,  there  were  13  charter  members:  D.J. 
Allen  and  wife,  Sarah  Allen,  and  four  of  their  sons,  J.K.  Allen,  L.P.  Allen,  Charles  Allen, 
and  Lenoir  Allen;  also  Mrs.  Rhoda  Watson;  Alfred  Parker;  Mrs.  Tobitha  Dillard;  a  Mrs.  Pat- 
terson and  two  daughters,  Mary  Patterson  and  Paralee  Patterson;  and  Miss  Alice  Reed  (who 
married  L.P.  Allen). 

The  Sylva  Church  Book  apparently  was  lost  for  more  than  60  years.  In  1928  when  the  church 
celebrated  its  40th  anniversary,  March  1888  had  been  determined  to  be  the  organizing  date 
and  that  date  has  been  used  in  subsequent  years  as  the  beginning  of  the  church. 

The  Sunday  School  was  organized  on  Sunday,  January  12,  1890,  with  the  following  officers: 
"A.M.  Parker,  Supt.;  W.C.  Allen,  Asst.  Supt.;  F.A.  Luck,  Secretary.  Classes:  No.  1 — L.C. 
Hall,  Teacher;  No.  2 — Lela  Potts,  Teacher;  No.  3— Pollie  Davis,  Teacher;  Infants — John 
Sutton,  Teacher."  The  collection  for  the  pastor  totaled  $1.70. 

An  item  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  minutes  for  1906  reveals  that  the  Sylva  Baptist 
Church  "organized  the  first  Woman's  Missionary  Society  on  January  13,  1906."  Mrs.  Etta 
Walters  Allison  was  President.  The  time  of  meeting  was  stated  as  Tuesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  of  each  month.  "Dues  10  cents.  Number  of  members,  26.  Object:  For  God,  For  Home, 
and  Every  Land." 

Other  notations  from  the  Association  minutes  included  the  following: 

1889—  60th  Annual  Session,  August  15-18  at  Shoal  Creek.  Delegates:  A.M.  Parker,  W.C. 
Allen,  and  Kelly  Allen. 

1890 —  Offerings  were:  Home  Missions,  $16.00;  Foreign  Missions,  $2.00;  Minutes,  $1.50. 
Notation  from  the  Sunday  School  Report:  "The  Sabbath  School  means  work  and 
no  grumbling;  and  we  note  that  workers  never  grumble  and  grumblers  never 
work." 

1893 — Sylva  Baptist  Church  gave  $3.00  for  Ministerial  Education  to  Wake  Forest  College. 
1898 — C.B.  Allen  replaced  A.M.  Parker  as  Church  Clerk,  Mr.  Parker  having  served 

for  10  years.  There  were  11  additions  by  baptism  and  five  by  letter,  making  a  total 

membership  of  50. 

1907 — Sunbeam  organized  on  June  21  with  nine  members,  meeting  every  Sunday  after- 
noon. 

1921 — Membership:  49  males  and  91  females,  for  a  total  of  140. 
1958— Total  membership:  443. 
First  Baptist  Church  has  had  women  serving  on  its  Diaconate  since  1957,  and  women  have 
been  extremely  active  in  a  variety  of  leadership  roles  for  many  years. 

Since  its  organization.  First  Baptist  Church  has  had  a  total  of  28  different  pastors  and  seven 
known  interim  pastors.  Early  pastors  usually  were  elected  annually  for  a  one-year  term.  Many 
of  them  served  two  or  more  churches  at  the  same  time,  with  worship  services  being  conducted 
monthly  on  Saturday  and  the  following  Sunday.  Beginning  in  the  1920s,  longer  tenures 
became  more  the  norm. 
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A  significant  era  in  the  life  of  the  church  began  in  the  early  1950s  and  continued  for  ap- 
proximately 20  years.  During  that  time  the  church  embarked  on  a  building  program  which 
included  purchasing  a  new  site,  constructing  a  new  church  plant,  and  purchasing  a  par- 
sonage, for  a  grand  total  of  $400,000.  All  indebtedness  was  retired  in  1973.

Proceedings 

Thursday,  October  12,  1989 

1.  The  first  session  of  the  160th  Annual  Session  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 
was  held  at  Cashiers  with  the  Cashiers  Baptist  Church  serving  as  host.  A  delicious  meal 
was  served  in  the  Church  Fellowship  Hall  beginning  at  5:00  p.m. 

2.  Mr.  Clyde  Vance,  Vice  Moderator,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00  p.m. 

3.  The  Reverend  Harry  Vance  directed  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn  followed 
by  a  welcome  and  devotional  thought  by  the  host  Church  pastor,  the  Reverend  Lewis  Smith. 

4.  The  Reverend  Charles  Sisti,  pastor  of  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  brought 
a  meaningful  and  inspirational  message  using  scripture  from  Acts  4:2  using  the  title  "The 
Greatest  Need  of  the  Churches  for  1990." 

5.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Reports  and  the  Order  of  Business  schedules  as  presented 
in  the  Book  of  Reports  be  adopted.  The  motion  CARRIED. 

6.  Moderator  Vance  requested  that  all  pastors  new  to  the  Association  since  the  last 
session  stand  and  be  introduced.  These  new  pastors  were:  Barry  Almand,  pastor  of  New 
Savannah  Baptist  Church;  Ed  Beddingfield,  pastor  of  the  Sylva  First  Baptist  Church;  and 
Wesley  Hooper,  pastor  of  the  Zion  Hill  Baptist  Church.  Visitors  welcomed  were:  James 
Johnson  from  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes;  James  and  Lisa  Beam  representing  the 
Baptist  State  Convention;  Harry  Stokes  representing  the  Institutions  of  Higher  Education; 
Richard  Robertson  representing  Truett  Baptist  Camp;  Calvin  Knight  representing  the  Baptist 
Hospital;  Elizabeth  Peacock  representing  the  United  Christian  Ministries  of  Jackson  County; 
Jack  Hinson,  Chaplain  of  C.J.  Harris  Hospital;  Winston  Hardman,  Director  of  the  Baptist 
Student  Union;  and  Ruth  Lowe  representing  the  North  Carolina  Retirement  Homes. 

7.  John  Reid,  Director  of  Missions,  delivered  a  challenging  report  on  the  Association 
and  its  works  and  needs. 

8.  All  reports  were  approved  as  presented. 

9.  Winston  Hardman  brought  the  report  from  the  Baptist  Student  Union,  located  on 
the  Western  Carolina  University  Campus. 
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10.  Winston  Hardman  reported  on  the  work  being  done  by  the  University  Students  in 
Missions  and  the  support  of  the  WMU  and  the  churches. 

11.  Jim  Johnson  presented  the  report  from  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  stressing  the 
great  need  for  more  financial  support  and  more  facilities. 

12.  Ruth  Lowe  reported  on  the  Retirement  Homes,  featuring  the  Brookridge  Home  which 
is  the  latest  addition  to  the  Homes  in  North  Carolina. 

13.  Jim  and  Lisa  Dean  gave  the  report  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

14.  John  Reid,  by  request,  brought  the  report  on  the  Biblical  Recorder.  This  report,  as 
well  as  all  of  the  above,  are  recorded  in  the  BOOK  OF  REPORTS. 

15.  Harry  Vance  led  the  group  in  the  singing  of  "How  I  Love  Jesus." 

16.  Harry  Griffen  gave  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Gideon  chapter  work  in  Jackson  County. 
He  reported  the  number  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  distributed  in  the  schools. 

17.  Jack  Hinson,  Chaplain,  reported  on  the  work  being  done  by  the  Chaplain  at  Moun- 
tain Trace,  David  Webb,  and  of  his  work  at  the  C.J.  Harris  Hospital  and  the  fine  coopera- 
tion he  was  receiving  from  the  pastors  of  the  several  churches. 

18.  Richard  Robertson,  Director  of  Truett  Baptist  Camp,  spoke  of  the  good  work  that 
had  taken  place  in  the  Camp  during  the  summer  and  of  the  needs  for  expansion.  He 
encouraged  the  churches  to  send  their  children  to  the  camp  each  summer. 

19.  Annie  Hoyle  presented  the  Digest  of  Church  Letters  fcr  1989.  At  this  time  only 
45  churches  had  reported. 

20.  Kenneth  Pressley,  chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee,  distributed  copies  of  some 
proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  stated  that  these  changes  would  be  voted  on  at 
the  Friday  session  of  the  meeting. 

21.  The  moderator  announced  24  pastors,  81  messengers,  18  visitors  present  with  31 
churches  represented. 

22.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:00  p.m.  followed  by  a  short  period  of  fellowship  among 
those  attending. 

Friday,  October  13,  1989 

23.  The  Scotts  Creek  Baptist  Church  was  the  host  for  the  second  session  of  the  160th 
Annual  Associational  meeting.  A  delicious  meal  was  served  at  5:00  p.m.  to  24  pastors.  111 
messengers,  13  visitors  with  a  total  of  148  present  representing  35  churches. 

24.  The  Moderator,  Roy  Burnette,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00  p.m. 

25.  The  Reverend  Lloyd  Fish,  pastor  of  the  Scotts  Creek  Church,  gave  the  welcome  and 
a  short  devotional  using  scripture  from  the  23rd  Psalm  appealing  to  the  saints  to  walk  in 
fellowship  and  in  the  light  of  the  Lord. 

26.  Reverend  Harry  Vance  led  in  the  singing  of  "Victory  in  Jesus." 

27.  The  Reverend  Charles  Brown,  pastor  of  the  Rockdale  Baptist  Church,  brought  a  timely 
message  challenging  the  churches  of  the  association  to  work  in  unity  as  indicated  in  Romans 
12:4-8. 

28.  The  Ambassadors,  having  recently  returned  from  a  mission  trip  to  Brazil,  gave  a  slide 
presentation  of  the  work  being  done  by  volunteer  missionaries  there. 

29.  The  Reverend  Harold  Anderson,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  the 
Proposed  Budget  for  1989-1990.  A  copy  of  this  budget  was  included  in  the  BOOK  OF 
REPORTS. 

Anderson  moved  that  the  Budget  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 

30.  Jesse  Flake  presented  the  Financial  Report  for  the  year.  A  copy  of  this  report  is  found 
in  the  minutes.  This  is  the  first  year  in  some  time  that  there  has  been  a  balance.  See  Budget 
for  the  balances. 

Jesse  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  presented. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 


31.  The  name  of  Joe  Pressley  was  added  as  chairman  of  the  BROTHERHOOD  program 
by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Dillard  Moore  had  served  as  chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

32.  Tom  Collins,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Committees,  requested  that  the  Reverend 
Charles  Sisti's  name  be  added  to  the  Evangelism  Committee,  and  Rita  Norris  be  added  to 
the  Finance  Committee. 

The  motion  made  to  accept  the  slate  of  officers  as  presented  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 

33.  In  the  absence  of  the  chairman  no  report  was  made  for  the  Missions  Development 
Committee. 

34.  Harry  Vance  led  the  group  in  the  singing  of  "Victory  in  Jesus." 

35.  The  Evangelism  Committee  Report  was  presented  by  Chairman  Joe  Yelton.  This  report 
is  recorded  in  the  BOOK  OF  REPORTS. 

Yelton's  motion  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  presented  was  seconded  and  CARRIED. 

36.  Jack  Hinson  presented  the  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  Report.  His  motion 
that  the  report  be  accepted  as  presented  was  seconded  and  PASSED, 

37.  The  Ordination  Committee  reported  two  ordinations  during  the  year,  Barry  Almand 
and  Brian  Bishop.  Charles  Brown,  chairman,  made  the  motion  that  the  report  be  accepted. 
The  motion  CARRIED. 

38.  In  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  Lincoln  Shuler,  a  member  of  the  committee  presented 
the  Constitution  Report.  The  proposed  changes  may  be  noted  in  the  Constitution  indicated 
by  the  *  symbol. 

The  motion  made  that  the  proposed  Constitutional  changes  be  made  was  CARRIED. 

39.  Barry  Almand,  chairman  of  the  Sunday  School  Committee,  reported  on  the  progress 
being  made  by  the  ASSISTeam  and  invited  the  churches  to  call  on  the  leaders  for  assistance 
whenever  they  could  be  of  help. 

Almand's  motion  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  presented  was  APPROVED. 

40.  Tom  Crowder  reported  for  the  Vacation  Bible  School  and  urged  the  churches  to  send 
in  their  reports  and  to  include  the  results  of  the  Bible  Schools  on  the  Church  Letters.  He 
requested  that  the  number  of  VBS  be  changed  from  22  to  27. 

41.  Norman  Parris,  reporting  for  Church  Training,  announced  "M"  Night  for  Mon- 
day, November  27  with  Maurice  Cooper  as  speaker. 

42.  Lloyd  Fish  gave  the  report  on  the  General  Board  and  its  work.  His  motion  that  the 
report  be  accepted  was  CARRIED. 

43.  The  group  was  led  by  Harry  Vance  in  singing  "I  Am  Resolved." 

44.  John  Reid  gave  the  report  on  Brotherhood.  He  told  of  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood 
and  about  the  two  vans  that  are  now  available  to  help  in  case  of  emergencies  both  medically 
and  in  supplying  physical  help  for  stricken  ateas.  He  expressed  a  desire  for  a  team  of  men 
to  go  to  Raleigh  and  learn  how  these  vans  operate. 

This  motion  was  accepted  and  CARRIED. 

45.  The  Deacons,  Pastors,  Wives  Fellowship  Report  was  given  by  Haven  Ensley,  chair- 
man. He  announced  the  next  meeting  for  Friday,  October  27,  at  the  East  Fork  Baptist 
Church,  The  program  will  be  on  the  Senior  Citizens,  He  extended  a  special  invitation  to 
the  churches  with  small  congregations  to  feel  free  to  invite  the  fellowship  to  their  church. 
He  stated  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  meal  in  order  to  have  the  group  meet  in  their  church. 

46.  Geraldine  Jones  reported  on  the  work  being  done  with  the  youth.  Her  report  is  recorded 
in  these  minutes. 

The  report  was  approved. 

47.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Report  was  presented  by  Shirley  Kool,  Associational 
Director.  She  reported  on  the  dinners  being  prepared  monthly  for  the  BSU  Mission  group, 
the  can  goods  drive  for  the  United  Christian  Ministries  of  Jackson  County  and  the  "Pack 
a  Bag  for  Brazil"  projects. 

She  encouraged  all  churches  having  WMU  organizations  to  send  in  their  reports. 
The  report  was  approved, 

48.  The  Memorial  Committee  presented  a  memorial  to  the  members  who  were  deceased 
during  the  year. 
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49.  During  the  miscellaneous  section  the  moderator,  Roy  Burnette,  paid  tribute  to  the 
churches  for  their  cooperation;  to  the  Program  Committees  for  their  hard  work;  to  the  Vice 
Moderator,  Clyde  Vance,  for  substituting  in  his  absence. 

He  urged  all  to  become  prayer  warriors.  He  spoke  of  the  workers  as  being  the  "corner- 
stones" of  the  association. 

50.  Harry  Vance  announced  the  paving  of  the  grounds  at  the  Association  Building.  He 
explained  that  the  total  cost  for  the  work  had  not  been  met  and  urged  the  churches  to  con- 
tribute to  this  cause. 

51.  The  Resolutions  Committee  presented  two  resolutions:  one  thanking  the  Associa- 
tional  Clerks  for  their  faithful  work;  the  second  to  the  host  churches.  Cashiers  and  Scotts 
Creek,  for  their  gracious  hospitality. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Association. 

52.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:00  p.m.  with  a  feeling  of  good  fellowship,  unity  and  deter- 
mination to  continue  to  do  their  best  in  the  Master's  work. 


Program  Reports 

Director  of  Missions  Report 

In  II  Corinthians  11:28  the  Apostle  Paul  said,  "Besides  those  things  that  are  without 
that  which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches."  Paul  was  not  the  pastor 
of  all  the  churches.  Yet  he  had  visited  many  of  them  in  his  ministry.  Some  churches  he 
established.  He  prayed  for  and  encouraged  all  of  the  churches. 

God  has  given  me  a  burden  for  spiritual  prosperity  of  the  Baptist  churches  here  in  Jackson 
County.  I  consider  it  both  a  privilege  and  a  joy  to  serve  as  Director  of  Missions. 

I  enjoy  my  visits  to  the  churches.  I  attend  regular  services  on  Sunday  morning  and 
evening  and  Wednesday  Prayer  Services.  I  try  to  attend  as  many  homecomings  and  revivals 
as  possible.  I  enjoy  attending  singings.  I  am  called  upon  to  preach,  teach,  and  help  ordain 
preachers  and  deacons.  I  especially  enjoy  singing  in  the  choir.  My  greatest  frustration  is 
my  inability  to  get  around  to  all  of  the  churches  more  often.  I  do  try  to  worship  with  my 
family  at  Ochre  Hill  one  Sunday  each  month.  I  have  also  committed  myself  to  helping  chur- 
ches without  a  pastor  by  serving  them  from  four  to  six  Sundays  until  they  can  make  provi- 
sions. My  scheduling  is  on  the  bases  of  need  and  invitation. 

My  first  task  is  to  be  a  servant  to  the  local  church  and  work  cooperatively  with  local  leaders 
to  help  each  church  realize  its  potential  before  God.  There  are  many  other  tasks  to  the 
ministry  besides  those  I  have  already  mentioned.  I  have  been  involved  in  helping  pulpit 
committees.  I  am  involved  in  planning,  strategizing,  training,  equipping,  and  attending 
a  host  of  meetings.  Baptist  churches  are  numerous  and  Baptist  people  are  influential  in  the 
county.  Often,  I  am  called  upon  by  different  groups  to  give  some  input  into  their  projects. 

Our  work  with  the  Brazilian  Association  continues  to  grow.  This  past  March  many  of 
our  churches  contributed  to  the  sending  of  seven  men  and  women  to  Brazil  to  participate 
in  an  evangelistic  campaign  in  the  churches  of  the  Northern  Baptist  Association  in  the  city 
of  Sao  Paulo.  In  July  of  this  year  several  of  our  churches  joined  with  other  individuals  and 
churches  to  help  send  the  Ambassadors'  Quartet  and  their  wives  to  Brazil.  In  each  of  these 
visits  hundreds  of  decisions  were  made  in  a  short  time  span.  I  commend  the  churches  for 
being  true  to  God's  Word  which  mandates  the  sending  of  missionaries.  This  is  your  invita- 
tion to  go  to  Brazil  in  March  of  1990  for  a  similar  evangelistic  campaign. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  continued  progress  of  the  Celebrate  Christ  Crusade  held  in  March 
and  sponsored  by  our  Associational  Youth  Department.  Several  first  time  decisions  were 
made  as  well  as  many  rededications.  We  will  postpone  our  Crusade  next  year  because  of 


the  HERE'S  HOPE  SIMULTANEOUS  CRUSADE  in  April.  I  hope  20  churches  will 
participate  in  the  revivals. 

A  highlight  for  me  this  last  year  was  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  camp  pastor  at  Truett 
Baptist  Camp.  Seven  of  our  associational  churches  sent  girls  that  week.  I  thank  God  for 
eight  professions  of  faith  and  35  rededications.  There  was  an  unusual  moving  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  on  Thursday  evening  of  that  week  that  I  shall  not  soon  forget.  I  plan  to  be  camp 
pastor  again  next  year. 

I  am  grateful  for  underspread  support  for  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Half  Hour.  Although 
this  is  not  officially  supported  by  the  Association,  I  do  believe  it  is  an  excellent  means  of 
Bible  teaching  and  outreach.  It  keeps  the  activities  of  our  churches  and  the  Sunday  School 
programs  and  lessons  constantly  in  front  of  the  county.  Weekly,  I  encourage  listeners  to 
attend  and  to  support  their  local  church. 

Each  year  there  are  certain  meetings  that  I  attend  that  have  to  do  with  our  larger  Baptist 
Family.  I  attended  the  regional  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic,  Key  Leadership  Conferences, 
our  State  Evangelism  Conference  and  our  annual  Baptist  State  Convention  meetings.  The 
past  year  I  was  asked  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Preacher,  Place  and  Program  Committee 
for  our  State  Convention.  I  have  been  asked  to  serve  in  that  role  again  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  messengers  at  our  State  Convention  this  fall.  In  August  of  this  year,  I 
attended  the  National  Convocation  of  Directors  of  Missions  held  in  Ridgecrest.  This  was 
one  of  the  best  planned,  the  most  professionally  helpful,  and  the  most  spiritual  meetings 
I  have  attended  in  my  seven  and  a  half  years  in  this  work. 

This  year  has  been  the  best  year  financially  for  the  Association,  since  I  have  been  Direc- 
tor of  Missions.  Thirty-six  of  our  churches  have  contributed  either  to  the  General  Fund 
or  through  designated  gifts.  If  current  trends  continue  87  percent  of  our  budget  will  be  met 
by  local  church  gifts.  So  far  we  are  ahead  of  our  budget  in  receipts  for  the  year.  Our  agree- 
ment with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  is  to  reduce  their  Associational  support  to  our  general 
fund  over  the  next  six  years  until  they  provide  no  general  fund  support.  That  means  our 
churches  will  be  called  upon  to  make  up  the  difference.  Currently  the  State  Convention 
provides  14  percent  of  our  budget.  The  State  Convention  desires  to  move  towards  a  part- 
nership concept  in  which  we  do  certain  projects  that  both  our  Association  and  the  State 
Convention  will  jointly  fund. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Brazilian  Project  our  Association  has  received  $18,769.63. 
This  does  not  include  widespread  support  of  churches  that  gave  directly  to  those  who  went 
to  Brazil,  but  not  included  in  our  records.  May  God  be  praised  for  your  generous  support. 

We  have  committed  ourselves  to  significant  progress  in  the  paving  of  our  parking  lot  and 
our  road.  Currently  we  are  receiving  contributions  from  our  churches  to  complete  our  goal 
of  $11,500  required  to  do  the  full  job.  Each  church  has  been  challenged  to  give  $74  by  our 
Executive  Committee.  Let  us  encourage  each. church  to  help  us  and  let  us  finish  the  project 
before  cold  weather. 

I  commend  Mrs.  Annie  Hoyle  for  her  fine  work  and  for  the  many  volunteer  hours  she 
contributes  to  the  Association  in  a  very  quiet  and  unrecognized  but  not  unappreciated  way. 
She  donates  many  things  to  the  Association.  We  continue  to  be  blessed  by  her  gift  of 
hospitality  as  she  prepares  refreshments  for  all  of  our  meetings  large  and  small.  Her  ability 
to  deal  with  the  public  touches  all  our  lives. 

I  am  grateful  to  all  the  volunteer  people,  program  leaders,  officers,  committee  members 
who  make  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  the  positive  witness  for  Jesus  Christ  in  our 
community. 

May  God  continue  to  grant  us  His  Blessings  as  we  work  together  for  His  Glory.

The  Brotherhood  Commission  continues  to  feel  the  effects  of  its  1987  program  changes 
that  produced  a  comprehensive  missions  education  package  aimed  at  helping  churches 
involve  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

In  October  1988  James  H,  Smith,  Brotherhood  Commission  president,  presented  a  plan 
of  austerity  following  the  production  of  31  new  books  in  1987  and  1988.  The  production 
costs  had  drained  the  agency's  reserves.  Smith  set  a  goal  of  raising  $249,000  over  expenses 
in  1988-1989.  At  the  April  trustees'  meeting  Smith  reported  that  income  was  already  $177,000 
over  the  expenses. 

Located  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  the  Brotherhood  Commission  is  pioneering  several  new 
aspects  of  missions  education.  In  May  the  first  RA  University,  an  in-depth  national 
training  event  for  Royal  Ambassadors  counselors,  directors,  and  committeemen,  was  held 
at  Rhodes  College  in  Memphis.  More  than  300  people  from  across  the  country  attended. 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Baptist  Men,  a  ministry  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission's 
adult  division,  continued  its  expansion  of  volunteer  missions  enlistment.  In  April  NFBM 
announced  the  expansion  of  its  concert  series,  which  will  endorse  up  to  200  concert  artists 
to  present  the  story  of  Southern  Baptist  missions  and  recruit  volunteers. 

Baptist  Men  served  more  than  95,000  meals  in  Mexico  following  Hurricane  Gilbert's 
destruction.  In  Jamaica  Baptist  Men  worked  jointly  with  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to 
rebuild  churches.  More  than  700  volunteers  participated. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  effect  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission  felt  by  the  churches  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  again  been  the  regular  activities  of  Baptist  Men  and  Royal 
Ambassadors.  Men  and  boys  have  been  actively  engaged  in  missions  and  have  developed 
their  own  personal  ministries.  These  actions  have  helped  maintain  integrity  as  God's 
people  for  God's  world  and  have  helped  believing  men  in  their  relationship  to  Christ. 

Church  Training 

"M"  Night  was  held  at  the  Scotts  Creek  Baptist  Church  on  Monday,  November  28.  There 
were  138  people  present,  representing  13  churches.  The  Reverend  Fred  Lunsford,  Director 
of  Missions  of  the  Truett  Baptist  Association,  brought  an  inspiring  message.  The  Reverend 
Charles  Dean,  pastor  of  East  Sylva  Church,  did  the  theme  interpretation.  Mrs.  Frankie 
Shoupe  and  Dot  Crowe  of  the  Little  Savannah  Church  did  a  skit.  Special  music  was  brought 
by  the  Scotts  Creek  Choir. 

The  awards  and  honors  were  won  by  the  Scotts  Creek  Church  for  the  most  attendance 
and  the  Old  Savannah  for  best  attendance  in  Church  Training  during  the  year. 

"M"  Night  1989  will  be  held  at  the  Jarrett  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  November  27. 
Maurice  Cooper,  Church  Training  Director  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina,  will  be  the  speaker. 

A  Regional  Conference  sponsored  by  our  State  Convention  was  conducted  in  March  of 
this  year.  The  business  was  "Ingathering,  Reclaiming  the  Inactive."  This  is  a  module 
designed  to  reach  out  in  Christian  love  to  inactive  resident  members  to  reclaim  them  in  Christ. 

Church  Training  will  undergo  a  name  change  to  DISCIPLESHIP  if  adopted  at  the  June 
1990  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Baptist  Doctrine  Study  for  1989  was  "The  Doctrines  Baptist  Believe"  and  was 
written  by  Dr.  Roy  T.  Edgeman. 

A  new  Church  Training  Records  System  has  been  introduced.  It  will  simplify  the  old 
five  point  Record  System. 

The  Baptist  Doctrine  Study  for  1990  will  be  the  "Doctrine  of  the  Christian  Hope."

Institutional  Reports 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

Like  salmon.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  this  year  struggled  upstream  to  get  ahead  of  the 
problems  that  plaque  America's  children  and  families. 

While  maintaining  group  care  services  in  place  since  1885,  BCH  also  inaugurated  two 
innovative  services  in  Care  House,  the  first  home  for  teenage  mothers  and  their  babies  we 
know  of  anywhere  and  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program. 

Care  House,  where  five  teenage  mothers  will  learn  to  parent  their  babies,  was  dedicated 
June  4  during  services  at  Lenoir's  Lower  Creek  Baptist  Church.  Also  dedicated  then  was 
the  Marguerite  Noel  Home  for  Girls,  our  second  behavior  change  home. 

Until  Care  House,  a  young  girl  who  had  a  child  often  could  not  return  home.  If  she  wanted 
to  bear  her  child  and  keep  it,  the  child  had  to  go  to  one  foster  care  home  and  the  young 
mother  to  another  until  she  was  of  age. 

The  Noel  Home,  like  Moody  Home  in  Franklin,  cares  for  girls  whose  difficult  behavior 
prohibits  them  from  living  at  home  or  in  traditional  group  care  settings. 

On  June  21  BCH  dedicated  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program  in  Davidson  County.  Train- 
ed volunteers  will  establish  relationships  with  homes  labeled  "at  risk"  for  child  abuse.  The 
volunteer  will  be  counselor  and  friend,  critic  and  confidant  to  help  families  spot  and  cor- 
rect areas  that  lead  to  child  abuse  or  neglect. 

With  renewed  emphasis  on  church  communication,  BCH  named  two  men  to  act  as  direc- 
tors of  church  relations  and  planned  giving.  Charles  Tanner  and  Bill  Morrow  will  arrange 
BCH  speakers  for  your  church  and  help  your  members  with  estate  planning. 

BCH  continues  to  implement  "intentionalized  services"  according  to  the  long-range  plan 
it  adopted  in  April  1988.  Peer  culture  therapy  is  being  utilized  on  children  at  Odum  Home 
and  Noel  Home  and  is  being  phased  in  at  Mills  Home.  This  program  makes  the  children 
more  responsible,  both  for  themselves  and  others  in  their  cottage. 

BCH  continues  to  garner  popular  support  with  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  contributed 
$1.52  million  through  the  Cooperative  Program  last  year.  In  the  1988-89  fiscal  year,  more 
than  $1  million  has  been  received  in  bequests. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  this  year  declined  to  adopt  a  report  of  a  special  study  committee  that  would  have 
drastically  reduced  BCH's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  committee  recommend- 
ed, and  the  General  Board  supported,  a  return  of  individual  special  offerings  to  Baptist 
Children's  Homes,  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  and  Baptist  Hospital.  All  three  social  ser- 
vices agencies  support  such  a  move,  which  would  eliminate  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offer- 
ing they  share.  The  state  convention  will  vote  on  that  proposal  in  November. 
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BCH,  which  began  as  an  orphanage  in  Thomasville  in  1885,  operates  four  group  care 
campuses,  eight  emergency  care  homes,  a  home  for  unwed  mothers,  a  teen  mother/baby 
home,  two  behavior  change  homes  for  girls,  therapeutic  camping  and  a  model  child  develop- 
ment center.  It  has  work  in  17  locations  across  the  state,  serving  more  than  1,000  children 
and  families  each  year. 

All  campuses  and  facilities  welcome  involvement  by  local  churches,  RAs,  GAs,  WMUs 
and  Sunday  School  departments.  Baptist  support  is  strong  for  children  and  families  and 
we  pray  it  will  continue  to  strengthen  as  needs  grow  every  day.

When  they  are  totaled,  the  cumulative 
number  of  service  years  for  our  seven  colleges  is  807\  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  grown 
up  with  their  colleges,  so  much  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  our  total  mission  program 
without  them.  During  the  1988-89  school  year  there  were  18,534  students  and  2,249 
faculty  and  staff  engaged  in  the  programs  of  Baptist  colleges. 

If  you  should  ask  our  college  leaders  what  is  uppermost  on  their  minds  these  days,  you 
would  get  an  answer  such  as  this:  "Christian  education.  Baptist  students  and  Cooperative 
Program  support."  A  sentence  or  two  about  each  of  these  will  complete  this  report. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION.  There  are  large  and  important  differences  that  belong  to 
Baptist  colleges.  They  are  smaller,  friendlier  campuses  where  Christian  community  is 
present  and  encouraged  and  where  education  and  the  Christian  faith  are  compatible. 

BAPTIST  STUDENTS.  Young  people  from  our  churches  are  encouraged  to  apply  to 
Baptist  colleges.  Pastors  and  parents  can  help  students  with  their  life  plans  when  they  guide 
them  toward  Baptist  schools.  Generous  student  aid  and  work  study  programs  make  it 
possible  for  any  qualified  student  to  attend  a  Baptist  college. 

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM.  Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  say  "Thank  you" 
for  the  generous  dollar  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.

The  past  year  at  Baptist  Hospital  has  been  characterized  by  growth  in  facilities  and 
personnel,  advancement  in  medical  technology  and  continuation  of  the  spirit  of  personal 
concern  which  springs  from  the  hospital's  Christian  heritage  and  its  denominational  tie. 

Occupation  of  the  new  North  Tower  is  almost  complete,  increasing  the  hospital's  bed 
capacity  to  806.  Construction  of  the  Clinical  Sciences  Building  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  1990.  The  Medical  Center  Boulevard  is  currently  being  moved  to  make  ready  for 
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expansion  of  the  Patient/Visitor  Parking  Deck.  Two  new  helicopter  pads,  one  for  the  Air- 
Care  helicopter  and  a  second  for  helicopters  from  other  medical  centers,  will  be  located  on 
top  of  the  parking  deck.  The  J.  Paul  Sticht  Center  on  Aging  will  be  built  on  the  approx- 
imate site  of  the  current  helicopter  pad.  These  new  facilities  will  make  it  possible  not  only 
for  our  hospital  to  serve  more  people  but  to  serve  them  better. 

In  recent  months  the  hospital's  Level  One  Trauma  Center  has  seen  further  development 
of  its  critical  care  transportation  system  by  adding  to  the  helicopter  ambulance  service  its 
own  neonatal  ambulance  for  critically  ill  infants.  The  CommView  Computer  System, 
developed  jointly  by  the  Department  of  Radiology  and  AT&T,  digitizes  images,  stores  large 
volumes  of  data  and  transmits  the  images  via  fiberoptic  cable  throughout  the  Medical  Center 
and  via  satellite  to  other  hospitals  without  any  x-ray  film.  Some  brain  tumors  can  now  be 
successfully  treated  by  implanting  a  tiny  radioactive  pellet  directly  into  the  tumor.  Other 
types  of  cancer  can  be  treated  by  hyperthermia  which  carefully  focuses  microwaves  to  raise 
temperatures  inside  a  tumor  to  102  degrees  to  105  degrees  Fahrenheit  to  kill  or  injure  cancer 
cells.  A  technique  called  Mohs  Micrographic  Surgery  allows  the  removal  of  skin  cancer  with 
minimal  damage  to  normal  skin. 

These  and  other  advances  in  patient  care  attract  patients  from  across  the  country  and 
around  the  world.  Last  year  the  22,100  persons  admitted  to  Baptist  Hospital  came  from 
almost  every  county  in  North  Carolina,  from  35  states,  and  from  eight  foreign  countries. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministries  to:  the  patient  in  the  hospital; 
the  family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  patient;  the  person 
requesting  counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville,  Morganton,  Charlotte, 
Rockingham,  North  Wilkesboro;  the  ministers  who  seek  our  courses  in  clinical  instruction, 
equipping  them  for  specialized  and  pastoral  ministries. 

Added  to  these  are  our  "Pastors'  Sabbath"  and  "Interim  Church"  programs,  as  we  work 
closely  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  addressing  the  needs  of  pastors 
and  churches. 

We  renew  our  commitment  to  the  faithful  delivery  of  pastoral  care,  beginning  in  our 
Medical  Center  and  reaching  around  the  world. 

Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  feel  the  effect  of  the  health  care  personnel  shortage,  especially 
as  it  attempts  to  open  new  facilities.  However,  we  do  not  have  any  beds  closed  due  to 
shortages.  The  Code  Blue  Program  in  high  schools  of  northwestern  North  Carolina  and  the 
appeal  to  Baptist  youth  through  Acteens  is  also  creating  interest  in  health  care  careers. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  Baptist  Hospital  received  $668,937.39  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  $303,133.07  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering,  including  church  gifts 
directly  to  the  hospital.  The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are  grateful  for  the  services  made 
possible  by  these  gifts.

But  we  rejoice  in  the  vision  he  had 
to  help  develop  and  broaden  the  work.  Let  us  continue  this  good  work  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  that  people  may  know  Him.

Charged  in  1951  with  the  mission  of  providing  residential  care  for  "Aged  Saints,"  the 
Homes  provide  care  for  Older  Adults  in  five  locations  across  the  state  (Albemarle,  Asheville, 
Hamilton,  Winston-Salem,  and  Yanceyville). 

A  new  continuing  care  retirement  community,  Brookridge,  located  in  Winston-Salem, 
will  open  for  operation  in  the  fall  of  1989. 

Recognizing  the  growing  need  for  quality  residential  care  for  Older  Adults,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Retirement  Homes  has  formulated  a  three-pronged  long-range  plan  to 
meet  this  need. 

*  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  regional  continuing- 
care  retirement  communities  in  the  West,  the  Piedmont,  and  the  East. 

*  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  "free-standing" 
residential  housing  (independent-living  units,  assisted-living  units,  and  nursing- 
care  units). 

*  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  alternative  forms 
of  residential  care  for  Older  Adults  (Respite  Care,  Adult  Day  Care,  and  Home 
HeaUh  Care). 

One  of  the  greatest  challenges  North  Carolina  Baptists  face  as  they  move  into  the  21st 
century  is  the  question  of  how  residential-living  situations  for  Baptist  Older  Adults  are  to 
be  provided. 

With  the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Retirement  Homes  sees  his  challenge 
as  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  ministry.

American  Bible  Society

ourselves  each  year  are  undertaken  in  faith — faith  in  God  and  in  the  generosity  of 
concerned  Christians  in  this  county.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  sincerely  grateful  for 
the  contributions,  totaling  $25 1 ,95 1 . 1 1 ,  received  from  your  churches  during  1 988  and  draws 
confidence  from  knowing  that  there  are  Christian  communions  such  as  yours  who  believe 
in  the  power  of  the  Word  of  God  and  are  committed  to  sharing  it  with  people  across  the 
globe.  Your  partnership  with  us  in  the  Bible  cause  enhances  our  own  vision  of  what  can 
be  accomplished  in  response  to  the  Scripture  needs  of  our  world.

Annuity 

The  Annuity  Board  continues  to  blaze  trails  in  its  effort  to  "serve  those  who  serve  the 
Lord."  Goals  set  by  the  Annuity  Board  Trustees  for  1989  include: 

1)  Developing  a  long  term  care  plan  suitable  to  Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  their 
families. 

2)  Working  through  the  Church  Alliance  to  provide  an  approved  IRA. 

3)  Providing  more  choices  to  meet  the  needs  for  family  insurance  protection. 

4)  Continuing  to  work  hard  to  control  health  care  costs. 

5)  Developing  materials  on  financial  planning. 

6)  Continuing  to  make  churches  and  ministers  aware  of  retirement  and  insurance 
plans. 

Significent  progress  has  occurred  in  meeting  many  of  these  goals. 
This  is  what  is  happening  in  North  Carolina: 

1)  There  have  been  27  new  members  enrolled  in  the  retirement  plans  during  the  period 
April  1  -  June  30. 

2)  There  have  been  61  plan  upgrades  during  this  period. 
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3)  There  are  now  2,162  North  Carolina  churches  and  associations  contributing  to 
retirement  plans. 

4)  North  Carolina  has  1,892  signed  Cooperative  Agreements!  More  than  any  other 
state! 

5)  The  number  of  churches  participating  at  the  old  Plan  A  Level  of  $33.34  has 
decreased  from  439  to  92. 

6)  The  average  annuitant  in  North  Carolina  receives  $249.96  per  month,  up  from 
$234  last  year. 

7)  North  Carolina  has  3,406  members  making  contributions  to  Annuity  Board  retire- 
ment plans. 

8)  There  are  1,764  annuitants  receiving  benefits  each  month  in  North  Carolina  - 
$440,929  each  month. 

It  is  exciting  to  think  about  what  has  been  done  but  there  is  still  so  much  to  be  done! 
Consider  these  facts: 

1)  Only  64  percent  of  our  churches  are  participating  in  our  retirement  plans. 

2)  Of  this  64  percent,  many  do  not  actually  make  contributions.  The  minister  does 
this  on  his  own.  Small  contributions  make  the  annuitant's  benefits  small. 

3)  We  have  151  churches  that  have  signed  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  but  still  make 
no  contribution. 

We  have  457  churches  that  are  making  contributions  but  still  have  not  signed  the 
Cooperative  Agreement. 

There  is  GREAT  challenge  still  before  us!

"Strengthening  the  Greater  Service"  had  special  meaning  for  the  trust  agency  of  the  Con- 
vention during  the  past  year.  Noting  the  progress  made  during  its  69-year  history  in 
undergirding  the  financial  support  for  the  Convention,  its  churches,  institutions,  and 
mission  causes,  the  Foundation  recommitted  itself  to  greater  service  to  these  causes. 

With  concern  that  it  performs  its  missions  efficiently  and  that  it  involves  more  Baptist 
effectively  in  supporting  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  Foundation  carefully  embarked  upon  a 
capital  campaign  to  secure  funds  for  the  construction  of  its  own  building  to  house  its  develop- 
ment and  administrative  offices. 

Since  its  staffing  in  the  early  1950s,  space  for  the  Foundation  has  been  provided  in  the 
Baptist  Building,  With  the  consistent  rapid  growth  in  assets  managed  and  services  provided 
by  the  Foundation,  the  current  space  has  become  inadequate  to  properly  perform  the  on- 
going work  of  the  agency.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority  of  the  funds  necessary 
to  construct  the  new  building  have  been  secured.  The  new  building  will  be  erected  beside 
the  Baptist  Building  in  Cary  and  we  are  hopeful  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
end  of  this  year. 

In  engaging  in  this  project,  it  has  been  of  utmost  importance  to  our  Board  of  Directors 
and  Staff  that  the  on-going  responsibilities  of  the  Foundation  not  be  neglected  during  the 
campaign.  Indeed,  the  need  for  increased  financial  support  for  Baptist  institutions, 
missions,  and  other  ministries  has  not  diminished,  and  has  remained  our  first  priority.  It 
is  essential  that  more  individual  Baptists  become  aware  of  the  possibility  of  sharing  the 
message  of  Christ  beyond  their  lifetime.  Seeking  to  fill  this  role,  the  Baptist  Foundation 
is  the  only  entity  which  receives  endowment  gifts  for  any  and  every  Baptist  cause.  Through 
trust  and  endowment  funds,  established  by  individuals,  churches,  and  associations,  the  prin- 
cipal is  invested  and  income  is  paid  regularly  and  perpetually  to  the  cause  or  causes  named 
by  the  donor. 

We  are  continually  grateful  for  the  support  of  Baptists  across  the  state  who  support  the 
Foundation.

Christian  Action  League 

When  the  1989  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  convened  on  January 
11th,  the  first  bills  to  be  introduced  were  three  lottery  proposals;  one  in  the  Senate  and 
two  in  the  House. 

Such  gambling  legislation  has  become  an  annual  event  for  the  last  six  years.  However, 
the  pressure  for  establishing  a  state-wide  lottery  was  stronger  this  time  around  due  to  two 
factors:  1.  Virginia  has  started  a  lottery,  and  2.  Revenues  were  very  tight,  and  some 
legislators  were  looking  for  some  "easy"  money  to  grant  state  employment  and  school 
teachers  a  pay  raise. 

The  pro-gambling  lobbyists  and  their  favorite  legislator,  Senator  Kenneth  Royall  (D- 
Durham)  were  successful  in  securing  passage  of  lottery  legislation  in  the  Senate. 

Senator  Royall,  one  of  the  most  powerful  members  of  the  Senate,  used  his  political  "clout" 
to  keep  the  bill  in  committee  until  the  closing  days  of  the  session. 

He  admitted  to  the  media  that  he  did  not  want  the  lottery  to  get  tied  in  with  the  budget 
proposals.  After  the  money  bills  had  passed  and  the  legislature  was  ready  to  go  home;  then, 
he  made  his  move  to  put  the  lottery  bill  on  a  "fast  track." 

No  time  was  left  to  call  for  a  public  hearing  to  give  rank-and-file  voters  the  opportunity 
for  their  input. 

After  the  Senate  passage,  the  gambling  proposal  hit  a  "snag"  when  House  Speaker  Joe 
Maveretic  let  it  be  known  that  the  House  would  not  delay  the  1988  adjournment  to  take 
up  the  proposal. 

The  issue  cannot  be  considered  until  the  legislature  convenes  for  its  1990  session  on  May 
22,  1990. 

This  gives  six  months  to  solicit  opposition  to  the  measure  from  the  membership  of  the 
N.C.  House. 

Contact  your  N.C.  House  member  and  secure  his  or  her  opposition  to  Senate  Bill  4,  the 
Lottery  Act. 

A  lot  of  prayer,  time,  and  energy  has  been  exerted  in  the  current  legislative  session  to 
defeat  any  legislation;  to  prevent  any  erosion  of  our  liquor  laws;  and  to  support  efforts  to 
strengthen  our  drunk  driving  statutes. 

A  Legislative  Study  Committee  and  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Committee  held 
hearings  throughout  the  state  during  the  past  year  to  get  citizen  input  on  ways  to  make 
our  highways  safer.  As  a  result  of  these  sessions,  a  Safe  Roads  Study  proposal  was  in- 
troduced that  consisted  of  the  following  features:  1.  lower  the  breathalyzer  threshold  from 
.10  to  .08  for  drivers  of  motor  vehicles;  2.  ban  open  containers  of  alcoholic  beverages  in 
motor  vehicles;  3.  increase  fines  for  drunk  driving;  and  4.  establish  a  .04  standard  for 
operators  of  commercial  vehicles  (bus  and  truck  drivers).  The  House  passed  the  bill,  but 
the  Senate  Conference  Committee  members  refused  to  accept  the  proposals.  The  bill  can 
be  considered  in  the  May  1990  session. 
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Even  with  such  a  busy  legislative  agenda  the  League  has  assisted  in  numerous  liquor  elec- 
tions across  the  state. 

We  are  hearing  a  lot  of  voices  talking  about  declaring  WAR  ON  DRUGS.  U.S.  Surgeon 
General  C.  Everett  Koop  has  given  our  nation  some  words  of  wisdom.  "It  isn't  ginger  ale 
we're  talking  about.  It's  alcohol,  the  most  widely  abused  drug.  In  the  alleged  war  on  drugs, 
alcohol  enjoys  a  battlefield  exemption.  The  United  States  will  one  day  have  to  choose 
between  alcohol  and  health.  .  .  .because  we  can't  have  them  together." 

Amazingly,  the  pulpits  of  America  have  become  silent  in  so  many  of  our  churches 
concerning  this  NUMBER  ONE  ADDICTIVE  DRUG.  May  this  condemnation  not  be  laid 
on  the  steps  of  the  churches  of  your  association.

The  Gideons  International 

The  Gideons  International  is  composed  of  more  than  90,000  Christian  professional  and 
business  men  in  140  countries.  With  the  help  of  the  local  churches  here  and  throughout  all 
140  countries,  the  Gideons  are  placing  and  distributing  more  than  two  million  scriptures 
per  month.  Funding  to  purchase  the  scriptures  comes  from  three  sources:  (1)  local  church 
offerings;  (2)  the  Faith  Fund  Gideon  donations  by  the  individual  members;  (3)  and  the 
Memorial  Bible  contributions.  All  monies  donated  to  the  Gideons  go  toward  the  purchase 
of  scriptures.  The  administrative  costs  of  the  organization  are  paid  by  the  individual 
members. 

The  Jackson  County  Gideon  Camp,  one  of  5,000  local  camps,  was  founded  in  1952.  The 
present  camp  enrollment  is  22  members.  It  has  been  the  camp's  pleasure  to  share  a  Gideon 
presentation  in  more  than  38  churches  during  the  past  year.  Members  have  also  presented 
scriptures  to  the  fifth  grade  students  in  Jackson  County,  as  well  as  distributing  more  than 
1,500  scriptures  at  Western  Carolina  University  and  Southwestern  Community  College. 
Gideons  have  also  kept  check  to  see  that  Bibles  are  in  all  hotel  and  motel  rooms  in  Jackson 
County.  The  Jackson  County  Camp  has  received  approximately  $12,000  during  1988  to 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  scriptures.

Stewardship  Report 

"The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fulness  thereof;  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein." 
Psalm  24:1 

The  Biblical  basis  for  stewardship  begins  with  the  truth  that  God  is  creator  and  owner 
of  everything.  That  means  He  owns  me  and  everything  I  have.  As  a  Christian,  it  then  becomes 
my  responsibility  to  be  a  manager  of  aU  God  has  given  me.  To  be  a  steward  is  to  be  a  manager. 

With  that  as  a  Biblical  basis,  the  Christian  asks:  "How  much  of  the  resources  that  have 
been  given  to  me,  money  and  time,  shall  be  returned  to  Him  through  my  support  of  the 
local  church?"  The  Bible  teaches  a  tithe  or  a  tenth  as  the  starting  place.  Some  people  can 
give  more.  The  church  must  also  ask:  "How  shall  we  spend  the  resources  that  will  support 
the  work  of  God?"  One  must  understand  that  God  has  work  to  do  in  the  local  community. 
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in  the  Association,  in  the  State  and  Nation,  and  the  world.  The  method  to  support  His  work 
is  the  church's  financial  support  to  the  Association  and  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
To  support  missions  is  to  be  in  the  will  of  God. 

Associational  Financial  support  from  the  churches  has  broken  all  records  this  year.  With 
one  month  yet  to  be  reported  we  have  already  received  99.18  percent  of  the  total  budget. 
The  previous  record  was  last  year  when  79  percent  of  the  budget  was  met  by  the  churches. 

While  this  is  great  cause  to  celebrate,  let  us  not  be  unaware  of  the  challenges  of  steward- 
ship development  both  in  the  church  and  the  Association.  Hopefully  each  church  will  look 
at  their  own  level  of  giving  and  make  a  commitment  to  increase  that  gift  according  to  their 
ability. 

The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  is  CHURCHES  WORKING  TOGETHER  in  a 
cooperative  spirit  to  accomplish  God's  work  in  Jackson  County.  We  join  with  the  churches 
and  with  the  churches  of  other  denominations  in  doing  this.  But  ours  is  a  special  relation- 
ship that  places  special  responsibilities  on  us  because  of  our  numbers  and  of  our  influence. 
My  CHALLENGE  is  for  each  church  to  intentionally  develop  stewardship  education  in 
mission  giving  and  to  include  the  Association  in  its  mission  gifts.

Constitution

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  ol  the  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Kaptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIV  ES 

The  purpose  ot  the  association  is  to  be  a  fellow  ship  of  churches  on  mission  in  our  setting. 
The  specific  objecti\es  of  the  association  are  as  lollovvs: 

1.  To  promote  harmony,  understanding  and  spiritual  power  between  the  churches. 

2.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  C>hrist. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the  churches 
and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives. 

4.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually  and  to 
coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

5.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  assoc  iation,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III  -  AL  THORITV 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers  in 
w  hatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  have  pow  er  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and  (juestions  of  doctrines 
and  discipline. 

SECTION  3.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  local 
churches  as  so\ereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  I\  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  constituted  Baptist 
churches  in  cooperating  fellow  ship  w  ith  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  follow  ing 
the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  recei\  e  or 
reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure.  CJhurches  applying  for 
membership  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  \vatch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  w  atch  care  the  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
pri\  ileges  of  the  association  except  those  of  \oting. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  presented  to  the  Credentials  C^ommittee  of  the 
Association.  The  applications  w  ill  consist  of  a  letter  from  a  Constituted  CJhurch  stating  their 
desire  to  affiliate  w  ith  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  Credentials  C>ommitlee  as  a 
part  of  the  re\  iew  process  ma>  invite  the  recjuesting  church  to  a  conference  to  discuss  its 
history,  its  missions  strategy,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  pertinent  to  the  ap- 
plication. The  Credentials  Committee  may  then  approve  the  application  and  recommend  them 
to  the  Exeuctive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  simple  majority  vote  accept 
the  requesting  church  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is 
suggested  that  any  church  under  watch  care  participate  in  the  missions  program  of  the 
association.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  church  may  be  voted  in  as  a  member  of  the  association 
with  full  privileges  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  association,  provided  that  the  church  submits  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least 
one  messenger  be  present  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Anv  church  mav  w  ithdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleasure  and  should 
notify  the  association  of  this  action  in  \sriting.  Such  aciicMi  will  be  recognized  b\  the 
association  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  the  associational  clerk,  before 
each  annual  session,  an  annual  letter,  the  forms  provided  by  the  associational  clerk  giving 
the  information  requested  as  is  applicable  to  each  church  situation. 

SECITION  5.  The  association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  which  has  become  unscrip- 
lural  ill  its  doctrine  or  practices  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  Thursday  and  Friday 
preceding  the  third  Sunday  in  OCTOBER.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  provided  two  weeks  written  notice  is  given  to  the  member 
churches. 

SECTION  2.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  by 
four  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  100  resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an 
additional  messenger  for  each  additional  50  resident  members  as  determined  by  the  church 
or  fraction  thereof  and  not  to  exceed  10  messengers  from  any  one  church. 

SEC^TION  3.  C>hurches  are  requested  to  elect  their  messengers  and  alternates  in  confer- 
ence to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

SEC>TION  4.  In  case  of  internal  dissension  in  a  church  and  two  parties  coming  to  the 
association,  each  claiming  to  represent  the  church,  neither  party  shall  be  seated  until  the 
question  is  decided  as  to  which  party  is  in  union  with  the  association.  The  decision  is  to  be 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  General  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
C^lerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian.  Program  Leaders  shall  be  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Music  Director,  C^hairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  Seminary  Exten- 
sion Director,  CJiairman  of  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Missions,  Trustees,- Pastor 
Conference  President,  Youth  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Vacation  Bible  School  Direc- 
tor, Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Deacons  Chairmen, 
Senior  Adult  Director,  Singles  Ministry  Director,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Association 
may  desire  to  elect. 

Associational  representatives  will  be  elected  for  the  following  institutions  and  agencies: 
(1)  Truett  C^amp,  (2)  Baptist  C^hildren's  Homes,  (3)  Baptist  Hospital,  (4)  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  (Homes  for  Aging),  (5)  Biblical  Recorder,  (6)  Christian  Education,  (7) 
Annuity  Board  and  other  representatives  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  elected  by  the 
association. 

SECTION  2.  With  the  exception  of  the  director  of  associational  missions  and  trustees,  the 
terms  of  office  for  all  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of 
continuing  re-election.  The  moderator  and  vice  moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re- 
election but  one  year  in  succession.  ( 1 )  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  three.  (2)  The  term  of 
service  should  be  for  three  years,  with  the  term  of  only  one  expiring  each  year.  In  the  first 
election  of  trustees  the  term  of  service  for  one  should  be  three  years,  another  tw  o  years,  and 
the  other  one  year.  (3)  I  pon  the  expiration  of  term  of  service  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be 
re-elected  for  another  term  oi  three  years. 

Each  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  annual  session.  The  Associational 
Financial  year  w  ill  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Concerning  termination  ol  employment,  the  resignation  shall  be  in  w  riting  and  presented 
to  the  Executive  Cx)mmittee  at  least  30  days  before  it  is  to  take  place.  The  Executive 
C^ommittee  may  terminate  employment  by  giving  30  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Executive  C  ommittee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  work  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work. 
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ARTICLE  V  II  -  Dl  TIES  OF  OFFICERS 


SECTION  I.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  mainlain  the  order  ol  all  meetings  ol  the 
association  and  Executive  C>ommittee.  He  shall  serve  as  ex  oflicio  member  ol  all  tommiltees 
of  the  association. 

He  shall  appoint  the  C^ommittee  on  Committees  and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  ol  the  body  not  named  by  the  C>ommittee  on  Committees  in  its  regular  report. 

SECTION  2.  The  V  ice  Moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  ol,  or  at  the  pleasure  ol  the  moderator. 

SECTION  3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  ol  all  transactions; 
shall  prepare  a  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  at  the  beginning  of  each 
day's  session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  minutes  concerning  the 
records  made. 

*The  clerk  shall  distribute  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention.  This 
form  is  to  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  not  later  than  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  body. 

An  Assistant  Clerk  shall  work  with  the  clerk  in  preparing  "The  Book  of  Reports." 
SECTION  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  by  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a 
complete  rejwrt  at  the  annual  meeting  and  a  current  report  at  each  Executive  Committee 
meeting. 

An  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  assist  the  treasurer  by  request  and  to  serve  in  the 
event  the  Treasurer  resigns  or  is  ill  or  unable  to  function. 

SECTION  5.  The  Historian  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up-to-date. 

SECTION  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
body  advise  and  assist  the  association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parliamentary 
procedure. 

An  Assistant  Parliamentarian  shall  be  elected.  The  Parliamentarian  and  Assistant  should 
always  communicate  w  ith  each  other  to  ensure  that  their  office  is  filled  at  each  associalional 
annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Program  Leaders  and  the  Institutional  Agency  Representatives  shall 
perform  all  duties  customary  to  their  titles  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  association. 

SECTION  8.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  the  associalional  commit- 
tees, officers,  and  churches  in  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  director  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  association.  The 
director  shall  communicate  with  the  stale  and  Southern  Convention  such  information  as 
shall  be  mutually  helpful  and  needful. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Article  XIV. 

SECTION  9.  Trustees  have  no  authority  except  by  direction  of  the  association,  and  are 
not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures  but,  are  to  be  the  legal  signees  for  the  association. 

Trustees  represent  the  association  in  legal  matters. 

Trustees  act  on  behalf  of  the  association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  ol  associalional 
property. 

They  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  authority  of  the  association. 

All  persons  dealing  w  ith  the  trustees,  as  associalional  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  association  or  Executive  Committee,  directing  and  authoriz- 
ing the  trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  association  moderator  and  clerk. 


ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 


The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Parliamentary 
Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  QUORUM 

The  annual  associational  quorum  shall  be  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  member 
t h urthes  represen led. 

ARTK  LE  X  -  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SEC^TION  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  ol  the  general  officers  and 
program  leaders  elected  by  the  association  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church 
in  the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  associational  officer  or  program 
leader  shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Cx>mmittee,  from  representing  the 
church  or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

*SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  association  on 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the 
next  session  of  the  association.  This  body  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter  except  for  the  July  quarter 
which  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  of  July.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  moderator  with  a  one  week  notice  to  the  churches. 

SECTION  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  on  committees  or  among  elected  officers  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

SEC^TION  4.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  occurs  with  the  trustees,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee should  fill  such  a  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ASSOC  lATION  AL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  tiie  Master  in  our  midst.  The  term  of  office  for  all 
committee  members  shall  be  for  one  year  except  where  specifically  stated  otherwise. 

SEC:TI0N  2.  C:O.MMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  nominate  at  the  general  meeting  all  standing  committees  as  set  forth  under  Article  XI. 

SECTION  3.  The  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members. 
To  this  group  (he  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary 
I  iiion.  Brotherhood  and  Music  Ministry  will  be  added. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  the  officers,  program  leaders  and 
instilutional  agency  representatives.  These  nomineees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  not  less 
than  one  month  prior  to  presenting  of  their  nailies  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  4.  The  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  members 
shall  plan  the  annual  program  of  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee 
at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  pastors 
and  two  laymen.  It  shall  examine  applications  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  in  keeping  with  Article  I\  ,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association. 

It  shall  counsel  with  churches  that  are  out  of  harmonv  or  fellowship  w  ith  the  association. 

SECTION  ().  The  PLAC  E  AN  D  PREAC  HER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  recommend  the  place  or  places  for  the 
following  annual  meeting  and  to  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  to  deliver  the 
annual  sermon  tor  the  following  year. 

SECTION  7.  The  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator  at  the  OC^TOBER  Executive  C^onnnittee  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting.

SEC:TI()N  8.  The  MEMORIAL  C:()MMITTEE  shall  be  composed  oi  three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  brini^  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting  ol  those  listed  by 
the  member  (hurt  hes  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial 
service  in  their  memory. 

SECTION  9.  The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  includ- 
ing the  treasurer  ol  the  association.  This  committee  shall:  (a^  present  a  budget  to  the 
association  tor  the  lollou  ing  year;  (b)  devise  plans  for  raising  the  lunds  lor  the  assot  iational 
budget;  (c)  audit  the  finances  and  linancial  records  ol  the  association  annually  and  anytime 
there  is  a  change  ol  treasurer  or  at  the  direction  ol  the  association  or  the  Executive  (Commit- 
tee; (d)  report  all  audits  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  10.  The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  ol  three 
members  and  shall  perform  all  duties  specilied  in  Article  XV . 

SECTION  11.  The  ORDIN  ATION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  ol  live  designated 
pastors  and  all  other  pastors  who  desire  to  sit  with  the  committee. 

a.  The  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  only  and  serves  at  the  retjuesl  ol  the 
church  Irom  which  one  ol  the  members  is  seeking  ordination. 

b.  The  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  belore  it  as  to 
their  call  and  litness  lor  the  gospel  ministry  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
church  as  they  leel  led. 

c.  The  committee  should  assist  in  arranging  the  proper  service  ol  ordinali(m  when  such 
assistance  is  requested. 

d.  The  Execuli\e  Commiiee  should  be  inlormed  regularly  ol  the  work  ol  the  committee. 

e.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  w  ith  the  committee,  and 
shall  giNe  two  weeks  notice  in  which  the  committee  is  to  do  its  work. 

SECTION  12.  The  E\  ANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be 
to  direct  and  promote  a  perpetual  program  and  spirit  ol  evangelism  in  the  association.  It 
shall  arrange  and  direct  all  associational  wide  evangelistic  activities. 

♦SECTION  13.  The  ASSOCIATIONAL  ^MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  shall 
be  composed  of  eight  (8)  members,  nominated  by  the  Associational  Committee  on  Committees; 
and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  committee  shall  be:  Missions 
Development  Director,  Promotion  Director,  Survey  Director,  Associational  WMU  Mission  Ac- 
tion Director,  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  Sunday  School  Outreach  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  and  Associational  Deacons  President.  The  Missions  Development  Director, 
Promotion  Director,  and  Survey  Director  shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term,  with  one 
member  named  each  year.  The  other  five  p>ositions  shall  be  filled  by  the  p>erson  who  is  elected 
to  fill  those  five  Associational  Offices. 

The  duties  of  the  AMDC  are  to  lead  the  Associational  Missions  Development  in  the  five 
mission  performance  tasks:  (1)  call  churches  to  be  on  missions;  (2)  train,  develop,  and  en- 
courage church  and  associational  workers;  (3)  provide  resources  and  services  to  churches  and 
leaders;  (4)  provide  opportunities  for  working  together  in  missions,  ministry  and  growth;  (5) 
establish  and  maintain  appropriate  communications  and  relationships  with  the  community 
and  the  denomination. 

SECTION  14.  The  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  comprised  ol 
three  members.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  and  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and 
repairs  ol  the  associational  building,  grounds,  and  equipment. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

*The  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Vice  Moderator,  the  program  leaders:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Chairmen  of  Deacons,  the  Chairman  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Vacation  Bible  School  Ditector,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Director  of  the  Singles,  the  Director 
of  the  Senior  Adults  and  the  Music  Director.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  to  serve  as  Chairman 
and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected  from  the  group. 
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Till"  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  plannini;  ol  the  various  programs  of  the 
association,  to  develop  an  associalional  calendar,  and  to  give  mutual  support  to  the  various 
organization  and  program  units  in  carrying  out  their  assignments. 

The  council  shall  meet  tjuarterly. 

ARTIC  LE  XIII  -  THE  ASSOC  IATION AL  PASTORS  CONFERENCE 

The  Associational  Pastors'  C^onierence  provides  regular  meetings  for  the  Baptist  ministers 
of  the  association.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  for  fellowship  and  mutual  support,  for 
doctrinal  and  professional  discussion  and  for  promotion  of  church,  associational  and  other 
denominational  programs.  The  conference  is  not  an  administrative  or  executive  body. 

ARTIC  LE  XIV  -  DIREC  TOR  OF  MISSIONS  JOB  DESCRIPTION 

SEC:TI0N  I.  FI  NC  TION  OF  THE  DIREC:TOR  OF  MISSIONS.  He  is  to  be  the  chief 
administrative  officer  of  the  association.  He  is  to  confirm  extra  employment  in  a  manner 
agreed  upon  with  the  Executive  C>ommittee. 

SEC  TION  2.  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS.

Dedication 


RAY  McCALL 

Ray  McCall  was  born  the  only  son  of  John  and  Mary  McCall  of  Haywood  County  on  Sep- 
tember 5,  1928.  He  accepted  Christ  at  nine  years  of  age  in  Cruso. 

In  1947  he  was  blessed  by  God's  gifts  of  marriage  to  Bobbie  Parris.  They  have  two  children, 
Diane  and  Timothy  and  one  grandson,  Chad.  They  attended  Balsam  Baptist  Church  where  he 
was  ordained  a  deacon  at  the  age  of  21  and  was  called  to  preach  at  the  age  of  26. 

Balsam  Church  demonstrated  great  confidence  in  their  young  preacher  by  calling  him  to  be 
their  pastor  in  1955.  He  pastored  there  for  four  years.  In  1959  Old  Savannah  extended  the  call 
to  become  their  pastor.  Brother  McCall  resigned  his  pastorate  at  Balsam  and  began  his  work 
in  the  Savannah  Community. 

After  a  prosperous  four  year  ministry  at  Old  Savannah,  Webster  Baptist  Church  extended 
the  call  to  him.  He  resigned  his  pastorate  at  Old  Savannah  and  moved  to  Webster  where  he 
pastored  for  the  next  26  years. 

Brother  McCall  served  these  churches  as  a  bi-vocational  minister.  He  had  one  call  but  two 
vocations.  He  provided  for  his  family  by  working  for  Wellco  Industries  and  later  at  Harold's 
supermarket  in  Sylva.  His  primary  vocation  was  Pastor  which  required  preparation  for  and 
preaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  Also,  the  vocation  of  Pastor  required  time  for  funerals,  weddings, 
home  and  hospital  visitation,  leadership  in  the  church  and  work  in  the  Association  and  denomina- 
tion. 

With  obvious  demands  on  his  time  as  husband,  father,  pastor  and  employee.  Brother  Mc- 
Call had  to  set  priorities  and  use  his  time  wisely.  He  gives  great  credit  to  his  lovely  wife  Bobby 
for  patience  and  understanding.  "There  were  times  when,  because  of  the  job  and  the  pastoral 
work  I  didn't  see  much  of  her  or  the  children.  She  kept  us  all  together,  though."  Truly  they 
labored  together. 

Brother  McCall  prepared  himself  for  ministry  by  extensive  home  study  through  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Seminary  Extension  program.  He  took  numerous  courses  through  Southern  and 
Southeastern  Seminary.  Early  in  his  ministry  he  bought  the  complete  library  of  Broadas  Wall, 
Pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Waynesville.  To  use  his  own  words,  "I  got  my  education  by 
the  midnight  oil." 
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Brother  McCall's  leadership  ability  was  recognized  early  on.  He  was  elected  Moderator  of 
the  Association  and  served  in  that  position  for  three  years  from  1962-1964,  He  was  elected 
Moderator  again  in  1982,  demonstrating  the  continued  confidence  of  the  Association.  It 
would  not  be  feasible  or  practical  to  list  every  committee  he  has  served  on  in  his  35  years  in 
this  Association. 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  in  modern  associational  history  when  the  name  of  Ray  McCall  is 
mentioned  the  words:  stability,  leadership  and  statesmanship  come  to  mind. 

These  accomplishments  are  the  result  of  a  dedicated  life  to  Jesus  Christ  and  to  pastoring 
his  church  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.  Brother  McCall's  love  for  people  and  his  keen  abil- 
ity to  relate  to  them  is  grounded  in  his  own  love  for  the  Lord  and  his  spiritual  maturity.  He 
has  shared  with  us  his  vision  of  churches  cooperating  together  and  we  have  been  challenged 
and  blessed  by  his  ministry. 

It  is  with  a  grateful  heart  and  a  profound  respect  that  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 
prayerfully  dedicates  the  1990  Annual  Minutes  in  honor  of  the  Reverend  Ray  McCall.

GEORGE  KENNETH  CRAWFORD 

1920  -  1990 

G.  Kenneth  Crawford  was  born  August  9,  1920.  He  was  one  of  five  children  of  George  and 
Margaret  Crawford.  Kenneth  was  saved  at  Ochre  Hill  Baptist  Church  as  a  teen-ager.  His  par- 
ents moved  to  Washington  State  where  he  lived  and  worked  as  a  lumberman.  In  1939  he  mar- 
ried Ethel  Middleton.  They  were  married  51  years. 

In  1964  as  a  deacon  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Forks,  Washington  he  responded  to  the  call  of 
God  to  preach  the  gospel  and  returned  to  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina  to  attend  Fruitland 
Baptist  Bible  Institute.  He  graduated  in  1966  and  had  a  distinguished  career  as  pastor  and 
camp  director.

Proceedings 

161st  ANNUAL  SESSION 
Thursday  Evening,  October  18,  1990 

1.  The  Ochre  Hill  Baptist  Church  was  host  foi  the  first  session  of  the  161st  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  A  delicious  meal  was  served  at  5:00  p.m.  for  the  177 
messengers  and  visitors  representing  35  Associational  churches. 

This  was  the  100th  anniversary  year  of  the  church. 

2.  The  Moderator,  Clyde  Vance,  convened  the  first  session  at  6:00  p.m. 

3.  Harry  Vance,  Associational  Music  Director,  led  the  assembly  in  the  singing  of  "Amazing 
Grace."  The  Rev.  Tommy  Lamb  was  the  accompanist. 

4.  Special  music  was  provided  by  the  "Directors  of  Missions  Quartet"  composed  of  the  Rev.  Les- 
ter Evans,  Director  in  Macon  County;  the  Rev.  J.  Gilbert,  Director  in  Swain  and  Cherokee 
Counties;  the  Rev.  John  Reid,  Director  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  and  the  Rev.  Chester 
Jones,  Director  in  the  Truett  Association.  Carrol  Blanton  substituted  for  Chester  since  he  was 
unable  to  attend. 

5.  Tommy  Lamb,  pastor  of  Ochre  Hill,  presented  a  copy  of  the  History  of  the  Church  which 
had  been  prepared  for  the  Anniversary  Celebration.  The  books  are  for  sale  at  $5.00  per  copy. 

6.  The  Rev.  Tommy  Lamb  delivered  the  message  for  the  evening.  He  used  scripture  from 
Luke  29:44-53  to  develop  his  message  entitled  "Essentials  of  Evangelism." 
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7.  The  "Order  of  Business"  as  contained  in  the  "Book  of  Reports"  was  adopted  for  the 
business  session. 

8.  Three  pastors  having  accepted  churches  during  the  year  in  the  Association  were  intro- 
duced and  welcomed.  They  were  Cecil  Frady,  Tuckasegee;  Wayne  Sorrells,  Buff  Creek  and 
Ricky  Campbell,  Balsam. 

9.  All  visitors  were  asked  to  stand  and  be  welcomed. 

10.  Roy  Holder  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  "Condition  of  Christianity  in  today's  world. 
America,  he  said,  was  no  longer  considered  a  Christian  nation.  He  challenged  the  Association 
to  work  toward  the  accomplishment  of  Opportunity  2000  by: 

Starting  NOW. 

Become  aware  of  the  fact  that  67  percent  of  the  churches  are  either  on  a  plateau  of  growth 
or  are  declining. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  stands  ready  to  help  any  church  in 

transition  or  declining  in  growth. 
Urges  people  to  become  aware  of  and  assist  in  multi-housing  projects. 
(The  report  was  adopted  as  presented.) 

11.  John  Reid,  Director  of  Missions,  gave  the  state  of  the  Association  in  his  report.  His 
theme  was  "I  know  who  holds  tomorrow  but  I  don't  know  what  tomorrow  will  bring."  He 
spoke  of  the  mission  projects  that  are  being  planned  for  1990-1991.  Some  of  these  plans  were: 
to  continue  the  work  on  the  Convention  Center  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp;  to  assist  in  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  building  for  the  Locust  Field  Church;  the  continuation  of  the  Brazil  project  plus 
other  mission  needs  that  might  arise.  He  urged  the  churches  to  form  prayer  groups. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

12.  The  Rev.  Jack  Hinson,  Chaplain  at  the  C.J.  Harris  Hospital,  stated  in  his  report  that 
the  churches  were  at  this  time  contributing  more  than  50  percent  of  the  Chaplaincy  Budget. 
The  Chaplaincy  is  expanding  its  work  and  needs  more  money.  He  urged  all  churches  to  ob- 
serve "Pastoral  Care  Day  Sunday"  October  28  and  to  take  a  special  offering  for  the  Chap- 
laincy Program. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

13.  Margie  Messer  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  Her  report  on  the  Biblical  Recorder  is 
contained  in  the  minutes. 

14.  Harry  Griffin  presented  the  Gideon  report  as  recorded  in  these  minutes.  The  report  was 
approved. 

15.  Wayne  Murphy  presented  the  report  on  the  work  being  done  at  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Hospital.  The  report  was  adopted. 

16.  A  report  from  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Lloyd  Fish,  pastor  of  the  Scotts  Creek  Church  and  a  member  of  the  Board.  He  told  of 
some  of  the  many  ministries  and  activities  in  which  the  State  Convention  is  involved  in  trying 
to  assist  the  churches. 

At  present  the  State  Convention  is  active  in  the  building  of  new  churches,  improvements  in 
the  North  Carolina  Homes  for  the  Aging,  the  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  which  is  now  giving 
degree  credit  which  is  being  accepted  by  the  colleges  and  universities. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

17.  Harry  Griffin  presented  the  Gideon  Report  of  the  local  chapter.  The  report  was  adopted. 

18.  Winston  Hardman,  Director  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  on  the  Weste^m  Carolina  University 
Campus,  gave  the  report  on  student  involvement  in  ministries  in  the  Association  and  in  the 
state.  Students,  he  stated,  were  taking  an  active  interest  in  and  participating  in  many  minis- 
tries. The  Baptist  Women  organizations  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  provide  a  supper  for 
the  students  involved  in  mission  activities  every  two  weeks.  , 

The  report  was  adopted. 

19.  Richard  Roberson,  Director  of  Truett  Baptist  Camp,  reported  a  good  year  for  the  camp 
with  28  young  people  being  led  to  the  Lord.  The  Convention  Center  building  is  under  con- 
struction. Money  is  needed  for  the  completion  of  the  building  project.  The  furniture  for  the 
building  is  alread  on  hand. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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20.  The  proposed  changes  in  some  of  the  Constitution  items  were  presented  by  Dr.  Jerry 
Rice  and  John  Reid.  The  suggested  changes  will  be  voted  on  at  the  next  session.  Messengers 
were  given  copies  of  the  changes  requested  and  were  urged  to  study  them  and  be  prepared  to 
vote  at  the  second  session. 

21.  Mary  Ann  Frye  and  Rachel  Grogran  gave  an  account  of  their  recent  mission  trip  to 
Brazil.  The  report  was  adopted. 

22.  Annie  Hoyle,  clerk,  gave  the  report  on  the  Digest  of  Letters.  The  report  was  adopted. 

23.  Lewis  Smith,  pastor  of  Cashiers  Church,  made  a  motion  that  the  time  set  for  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  meeting  be  changed  from  7:00  p.m.  to  7:30  p.m. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

The  change  in  time  will  become  effective  for  the  January  1991  meeting. 

24.  John  Reid  announced  the  illness  of  Ed  Bryson,  former  pastor  in  the  Association. 

25.  Thanks  and  appreciation  were  expressed  to  the  host  church  for  its  gracious  hospitality. 

26.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9: 10  with  a  prayer  led  by  the  Rev.  Ricky  Campbell. 


Friday  Evening,  October  19,  1990  (Second  Session) 

27.  The  second  session  of  the  161st  Annual  meeting  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association 
was  held  at  the  Webster  Baptist  Church  with  107  messengers,  35  pastors  and  24  visitors  pres- 
ent. Thirty  six  of  the  Associational  churches  were  represented.  The  host  church  served  a  deli- 
cious meal  at  5:00  p.m. 

28.  The  Moderator,  Clyde  Vance,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00  p.m. 

29.  T.C.  Lewis,  member  and  chairman  of  the  Deacons,  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  the  as- 
sembly. The  Webster  church  is  without  a  pastor  at  the  present  time. 

30.  The  Rev.  Wayne  Sorrels,  Buff  Creek,  led  in  a  prayer. 

31.  The  moderator  thanked  the  host  church  for  the  good  meal  and  for  the  excellent  accom- 
modations. 

32.  The  moderator  recognized  the  program  committee  and  asked  them  to  stand.  He  com- 
mended them  for  the  good  job  they  had  done  in  preparing  the  program. 

33.  Harry  Vance  led  in  the  singing  of  "Victory  in  Jesus." 

34.  Cecil  Frady  gave  the  report  on  the  mission  trip  to  South  Carolina  to  assist  in  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Friendship  Baptist  Church,  which  had  been  destroyed  by  the  storm,  Hugo.  He  spoke  of 
the  work  being  done  on  the  Conference  Center  building  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp  and  named 
the  persons  from  this  association  who  had  given  time  and  labor  on  the  construction.  A  video 
of  the  working  men  and  the  building  was  shown.  He  also  called  attention  to  a  community  that 
was  planning  a  new  church  building  and  suggested  that  the  association  assist  with  the  con- 
struction of  this  building  when  the  church  people  were  ready  to  start  the  project. 

35.  The  Rev.  Lloyd  Fish  gave  the  Financial  report  and  the  proposed  budget  for  1991.  The 
1991  proposed  budget  is  based  on  the  previous  year's  income.  Changes  made  in  the  original 
proposed  budget  that  is  contained  in  the  Book  of  Reports  have  been  revised  to  include  more  in 
the  items  for  the  Director  of  Missions'  car  expense.  Lloyd  Fish  moved  that  the  revised  proposed 
budget  be  adopted  as  the  1991  budget. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

36.  Jesse  Flake,  Treasurer,  presented  the  September  financial  report.  September  is  the  last 
financial  report  for  the  year.  This  report  replaces  the  preliminary  report  made  earlier. 

The  report  presented  at  the  meeting  was  adopted. 

37.  The  Moderator  commended  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Treasurer  for  the  fine  re- 
ports presented. 

38.  Ray  Buchanan  presented  the  Nominating  Committee  Report.  His  motion  that  the  report 
be  adopted  was  carried. 

39.  The  Rev.  Joe  Yelton,  Cullowhee  Baptist,  pastor,  gave  the  report  for  the  Committee  on 
Committees.  The  motion  for  its  adoption  was  carried. 
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40.  The  Time,  Place  and  Preacher  report  was  presented  by  Joe  YeUon  in  the  absence  of  the 
chairman,  Jack  Hinson. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

41.  The  Rev.  Glenn  Blanton  presented  the  Ordination  report.  The  motion  for  this  report 
carried. 

42.  Harry  Vance  led  the  assembly  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 

43.  In  the  absence  of  Irene  Hooper,  the  Rev.  Robert  Blanton  presented  the  report  for  the 
Missions  Development  Council.  Certificates  of  appreciation  were  presented  to  the  following 
churches  and  individuals  for  their  assistance  in  the  mission  projects: 

Sylva  First  Baptist:  Tennessee,  Hugo,  South  Carolina 
Buff  Creek:  Brazil  missions 

Tuckasegee:  South  Carolina,  Hugo,  Camp  Truett 

Ochre  Hill:  South  Carolina,  Hugo,  Camp  Truett 

Webster:  South  Carolina,  Hugo 

Cullowhee:  Brazil 
Cullowhee  Valley:  South  Carolina,  Hugo 
Robert  Blanton  made  the  motion  that  this  Report  be  adopted.  The  motion  carried. 

44.  The  Rev.  Robert  Christopher,  Hamburg  Church,  read  the  Resolutions  (a  copy  of  which 
is  not  available  for  the  minutes).  The  report  was  adopted.  (Thanks  to  Ochre  Hill  and  Webster.) 

45.  Harry  Vance  led  the  singing  of  "Great  Things  He  Has  Done." 

46.  Lincoln  Shuler  presented  the  suggested  Constitutional  changes  in  the  absence  of  Dr. 
Jerry  Rice,  Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Committee.  Shuler  requested  that  John  Reid  come 
to  the  platform  to  assist  him.  After  explaining  the  change,  Shuler  made  a  motion  that  the 
change  be  made  in  the  Constitutional  Article  XI.  (New  section  to  be  added.)  After  the  motion 
was  made  and  seconded,  the  Rev.  Ed  Beddingfield  amended  the  motion.  The  vote  on  the 
amendment  was  54  FOR  and  48  AGAINST.  The  amendment  passed.  The  vote  on  the  Motion 
was  51  FOR  and  52  AGAINST.  The  motion  required  a  two-thirds  majority,  therefore  it  failed. 

47.  Harry  Vance  moved  that  the  secretary  be  paid  full  time  salary.  The  motion  failed. 

48.  Since  the  allotted  time  for  the  Constitution  had  "run"  out,  Harry  Vance  made  a  motion 
that  the  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  other  suggested  recommendations  be  extended.  The 
motion  was  defeated. 

49.  The  Rev.  Barry  Almand,  New  Savannah  Church,  presented  the  Sunday  School  Report. 
He  presented  certificates  to  Yellow  Mountain  for  the  largest  number  of  new  Sunday  School 
members  enrolled  in  1990.  Other  churches  showing  increase  in  Sunday  School  enrollment 
were:  Buff  Creek,  Webster,  Mt.  Pleasant. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

50.  Norman  Parris  presented  the  report  on  Discipleship  Training.  He  explained  the  change 
in  name  from  Church  Training  to  Discipleship  Training.  Doctrinal  studies  will  be  resumed 
this  year.  He  urged  the  churches  to  support  "M"  Night  which  will  be  coming  up  on  Novem- 
ber 26  at  the  Old  Savannah  Church. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

51.  Harry  Vance  led  the  group  in  a  song. 

52.  Gearldine  Jones  presented  the  report  on  the  Youth  Work.  The  report  is  contained  in  the 
minutes. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

53.  Haven  Ensley,  chairman  of  the  Deacons,  Pastors,  Spouses  Fellowship,  reported  for  that 
organization.  The  report  was  adopted. 

54.  In  the  absence  of  Kenneth  Pressley,  John  Reid  called  attention  to  report  as  found  in  the 
Annual.  The  report  was  adopted.  , 

55.  Mike  Moses  was  not  present.  No  report  was  given.  The  report  is  contained  in  these  min- 
utes. It  was  adopted. 

56.  Janice  Burnette,  WMU  Director,  reported  for  the  organization.  The  report  may  be 
found  in  the  Annual.  She  announced  the  Dedication  of  the  Mildred  Cowan  Prayer  Garden  for 
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Saturday,  October  27,  at  2:00  p.m.  A  picnic  lunch  will  begin  at  1:00  p.m.  She  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report.  The  motion  carried. 

57.  Tom  Crowder  gave  the  report  on  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  He  reported  an  upward 
trend  in  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  urged  all  schools  to  turn  in  reports  of  their  work.  A  merit 
certificate  was  awarded  to  the  Cullowhee  Baptist  Church  for  having  an  EXPLOSION  SCHOOL. 
Sylva  First  had  an  increased  enrollment  of  58  over  the  past  year;  Lovedale  and  Jarrett  Memorial 
both  had  increases  in  their  enrollments  this  year.  Mr.  Crowder  moved  the  acceptance  of  this  re- 
port. The  report  was  adopted. 

58.  Kathleen  Buchanan,  chairperson,  conducted  an  inspiring  memorial  service  with  the  assis- 
tance of  Tom  Collins  and  Linda  Fisher. 

59.  Jim  Dean,  area  Missionary,  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  work  that  was  accomplished  this 
year.  There  were  special  religious  events  held  during  the  luminaire  at  DUlsboro.  The  Jarrett  Me- 
morial Church  was  the  setting  for  these  events.  Heritage  Day  was  also  celebrated  at  Jarrett  Memo- 
rial. Sylva  First  conducted  services  in  14  camp  grounds  during  the  summer  months:  Cullow- 
hee provided  a  clogging  team  and  Deitz  Memorial  conducted  a  B<ick  Yard  Bible  Study,  Lovedale 
helped  with  the  summer  missionaries.  Many  activities  were  conducted  by  the  summer  mis- 
sionaries such  as  bon  fire  services,  clowning,  etc.  He  said  that  summer  missionaries  would  not 
be  funded  after  next  September. 

60.  The  Rev.  Bob  and  Mrs.  Clegg  were  given  a  special  welcome. 

61.  The  Rev.  Tom  Lolly  spoke  very  briefly  of  the  work  as  a  regional  missionary. 

62.  Joe  Yelton,  pastor  of  the  Cullowhee  Church,  gave  the  sermon  of  the  day  foUowing  the  singing 
of  a  hymn  led  by  Harry  Vance.  Rev.  Yelton's  sermon  was  entitled  "Why  Does  Evangelism 
Not  Work."  Scripture  from  Matthew  20:30-28  was  used. 

63.  The  161st  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  ended  on  a  high  note 
at  9:15  p.m. 


Program  Reports 

Director  of  Missions  Report 

"Now  there  were  in  the  church  that  was  at  Antioch  certain  prophets  and  teachers: .  .  As  they 
ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for 
the  work  whereunto  I  have  called  them.  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  hands 
on  them,  they  sent  them  away."  Acts  13:1-3. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  of  missions  in  which  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  has  sent 
missionaries  from  our  local  churches  to  Tennessee,  South  Carolina  and  to  Brazil. 

Heavy  rains  caused  extensive  flood  damage  in  the  Copper  Basin  area  of  Tennessee.  A  small 
group  of  men  from  this  Association  traveled  over  in  a  van  one  Saturday  and  worked  in  some 
homes  cleaning  up  mud  and  debris.  This  was  a  group  from  the  First  Baptist,  Sylva  Church  and 
the  Ochre  Hill  Church.  The  people  were  grateful  and  deeply  touched  by  those  expressions  of 
love.  Clyde  Vance  presented  their  Director  of  Missions  with  a  check  for  FIVE  HUNDRED 
DOLLARS  from  the  Association.  Churches  that  contributed  to  this  project  are:  Cullowhee 
Valley,  Old  Savannah,  Scotts  Creek,  Sylva  First  and  Tuckasegee. 

Our  next  project  was  one  that  we  thought  we  would  never  be  able  to  begin  due  to  so  many 
delays.  Through  our  Baptist  Men's  Department  with  our  state  convention,  we  learned  about 
the  Friendship  Baptist  Church  in  Sumter,  South  Carolina.  It  had  been  destroyed  by  Hurricane 
Hugo.  In  early  February  a  large  group  of  men  and  women  from  all  over  the  county  in  the  var- 
ious churches  came  together  to  discuss  plans  to  travel  to  Sumter  to  help  rebuild  this  church.  We  are 
grateful  to  Kenneth  Pressley,  Pastor  at  Cullowhee  Valley,  and  Roy  Bumette,  Pastor  at  Little  Savan- 
nah, for  making  the  initial  survey  trip  and  making  a  video  of  the  needs.  Plans  were  made,  people 
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asked  for  time  off  from  work,  but  then  the  church  was  not  ready  for  us  to  come.  Other  deadlines 
came  and  went.  The  building  systems  in  South  Carolina  simply  could  not  meet  all  of  the  demands  of 
an  entire  state.  Hurricane  Hugo  had  brought  such  catastrophic  damage  to  the  state  that  it  was  unbe- 
lievable. Finally  in  May  a  group  of  people  went  down  from  the  Buff  Creek,  Ochre  Hill,  Tuckasegee, 
and  Webster  Churches  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Rev.  Cecil  Frady,  Pastor  of  Tuckasegee,  to 
help  rebuild  the  Friendship  Baptist  Church.  Several  churches  helped  financially  on  that  project:  East 
Fork,  New  Savannah,  and  Tuckasegee. 

During  the  month  of  August  five  men  and  women,  two  from  this  Association,  went  to  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil  to  do  Sunday  School  and  evangelistic  work.  Mary  Ann  Frye  of  First  Baptist,  and  Rachel 
Program  of  the  Cullowhee  Church,  experienced  a  blessed  time  in  the  Lord  in  their  work  there. 
Our  Association  has  sent  14  people  in  the  last  two  years  to  Brazil.  I  encourage  each  church  to 
invite  someone  from  our  Association  who  has  been  to  Brazil  to  come  to  your  church  and  to  let 
them  share  their  testimony. 

One  major  success  we  celebrate  this  past  year  is  the  paving  of  our  parking  lot.  This  has  been  a  big 
help  both  in  the  appearance  and  the  maintenance  of  the  property.  We  do  need  to  be  reminded  that 
our  building  fund  owes  our  general  fund  $853.76. 

I  enjoy  my  visits  to  the  churches.  I  attend  regular  services  on  Sunday  morning  and  evening  and 
Wednesday  Prayer  services.  I  try  to  attend  as  many  homecomings  and  revivals  as  possible.  I  enjoy 
attending  singings.  I  am  called  upon  to  preach,  teach,  and  help  ordain  preachers  and  deacons.  I  es- 
pecially enjoy  singing  in  the  choirs.  I  do  have  a  commitment  to  worship  with  my  family  at  least  once 
a  month  at  Ochre  Hill.  I  have  also  committed  myseff  to  helping  churches  without  a  pastor  by  serving 
them  from  four  to  six  Sundays  until  they  can  make  provisions.  My  scheduling  is  on  the  basis  of  need 
and  invitation.  My  greatest  frustration  is  my  inability  to  get  around  to  all  the  churches  more  often. 

My  primary  role  is  to  be  a  servant  to  the  local  church.  I  want  to  be  a  resource  person  upon  whom 
you  can  call  for  any  need.  While  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  be  everything  to  everybody,  I  do  want  to 
be  able  to  get  someone  to  help  you  when  I  am  unable  to  do  this  myseff.  My  desire  is  to  help  each 
church  realize  its  potential  before  God.  To  do  this  I  am  committed  to  cooperating  with  each  pastor 
and  the  lay  leadership  in  each  church. 

This  year  we  resumed  our  Celebrate  Christ  Crusades  with  the  youth  in  the  Association.  I  was  very 
pleased  with  the  number  that  accepted  Christ  and  with  the  other  kinds  of  decisions  that  were  made. 
This  work  continues  to  be  of  great  significance  in  our  county. 

Each  year  there  are  certain  meetings  that  I  attend  that  have  to  do  with  our  larger  Baptist  family.  I 
attended  the  regional  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic,  Key  Leadership  Conference,  our  State  Evange- 
lism Conference,  and  our  annual  Baptist  State  Convention.  I  was  asked  to  serve  again  this  past  year 
as  chairman  of  the  Preacher,  Place  and  Program  Committee.  I  am  pleased  that  the  1991  Convention 
meeting  site  will  be  in  Asheville.  I  am  hoping  that  a  lot  of  our  churches  can  send  messengers  to  this 
meeting.  I  have  been  asked  to  serve  as  a  vice  president  for  our  state  Director  of  Missions  Con- 
ference for  the  coming  year. 

I  attended  an  Appalachian  Regional  Baptist  meeting  in  Johnson  City,  Tennessee  and  a  five  year 
Director  of  Missions  update  conference  sponsored  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville. 
I  attended  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  New  Orleans  this  year.  There  are  other 
smaller  one  or  two  day  meetings  that  I  attend  that  relate  to  our  work  such  as  Camp  Truett 
meetings  or  SWARM  meetings. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  1989  had  been  the  best  year  financially  for  the  Association  in  our 
history.  This  year  has  been  even  better.  This  year  91  percent  of  our  budget  came  from  our 
churches.  We  have  received  money  from  35  of  our  churches  so  far  with  two  months  remain- 
ing. Some  of  our  churches  make  an  annual  gift  and  we  are  anticipating  that  trend  to  continue 
and  to  hear  from  them  before  the  year  is  over.  Our  agreement  with  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion is  to  reduce  their  Associational  support  to  our  general  fund  over  the  next  five  years  until 
they  provide  no  general  fund  support.  This  means  our  churches  will  be  called  upon  to  make 
up  the  difference.  Currently  the  state  convention  provides  14  percent  of  our  budget.  The  State 
Convention  goal  is  to  move  towards  a  partnership  concept  in  which  we  do  certain  projects 
that  both  our  Association  and  the  State  Convention  will  jointly  fund. 
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God  continues  to  bless  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Half  Hour  radio  program.  It  takes  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  effort  each  week  to  prepare  and  produce  the  program.  I  am  especially  pleased 
to  get  the  9:00  a.m.  Sunday  morning  time.  Several  men  in  particular  have  commented  that 
they  can  now  listen  as  they  get  ready  to  go  to  church.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Calvary  and  the 
Locust  Field  churches  for  their  help  in  financing  the  program  and  to  the  many  individuals 
who  contribute  to  the  program.  I  continue  to  need  financial  assistance.  Since  I  have  been  on 
the  air  for  the  seven  years,  the  program  has  never  been  completely  self  sufficient.  I  have  al- 
ways helped  finance  it  out  of  my  personal  money.  I  am  grateful  to  God  that  I  have  had  the  re- 
sources to  do  this  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  partnership  of  all  who  help  in  this  endeavor. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  WMU  for  their  provision  for  the  meal  to  celebrate  the  ministry  of  the 
pastor  and  his  family  during  Pastor  Appreciation  Sunday.  I  am  coordinating  that  event  with 
Associational  Emphasis  Week  with  the  hope  that  each  church  will  recognize  both  their  pastor 
and  his  importance  as  a  key  leader  in  the  church  and  the  Association. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mrs.  Annie  Hoyle  for  her  fine  work  that  she  does  here  at  the  office.  She  is 
generous  beyond  many  people's  knowledge  to  the  Association.  This  year  she  donated  Vene- 
tian blinds  to  the  building  and  has  loaned  us  a  computer  which  significantly  helps  our  work. 
Neither  time  nor  space  would  permit  me  to  tell  you  everything  that  she  does  to  make  the  office 
a  place  in  which  our  association  can  take  great  pride.  Her  refreshments  for  all  our  meetings, 
large  and  small,  continue  to  be  evidence  of  her  gift  of  hospitality. 

I  am  grateful  to  all  the  volunteer  people,  program  leaders,  officers,  committee  members  and 
others  who  make  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  the  positive  witness  it  is  in  our  county. 

May  God  continue  to  grant  us  His  Blessings  as  we  work  together  for  His  Glory.

If  not,  I  encourage  you  to  get  one 
started.

Woman's  Missionary  Union  Report  1990 

The  WMU  emphasis  for  1989-1990  was  "In  His  Name.  .  .Reach,  Teach,  Touch."  The 
Tuckaseigee  Associational  WMU  has  worked  to  carry  out  this  theme  through  various  meetings 
and  projects.  Council  meetings  for  planning  and  evaluation  were  held  quarterly. 

The  workshop  for  leadership  training  was  held  on  October  8,  1989,  at  the  Lovedale  Baptist 
Church.  At  this  meeting,  participants  brought  items  to  pack  suitcases  for  the  Brazil  project. 

In  November,  the  Baptist  Student  Union  of  WCU  challenged  us  to  a  competition,  gathering 
canned  food  for  the  United  Chrisian  Ministries  of  Jackson  County.  We  surpassed  our  goal  of 
296  cans.  Also,  some  of  our  churches  supported  the  BSU  by  providing  meals  for  their  mission 
nights. 

The  winter  mission  action  project  was  a  baby  shower  for  the  Baptist  Maternity.  Home  in 
Asheville.  A  huge  load  of  items,  baby  clothing,  maternity  wear,  and  $85  in  cash  donation 
were  collected  at  the  quarterly  meeting  at  the  Baptist  Center  on  Sunday,  January  21.  A  pro- 
gram entitled  "You  Can't  Make  a  Salad  with  Just  Lettuce"  emphasized  enlistment,  reaching 
out  to  women  of  various  life  styles. 

The  spring  project  centered  on  the  Baptist  Retirement  Home  in  Asheville.  Twelve  flannel- 
backed  vinyl  tablecloths  were  purchased.  Since  these  were  bought  at  wholesale  price,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  allocated  $199  was  used  to  buy  12  bread  baskets,  3  fruit  trays,  72  placemats, 
and  12  crystal  bud  vases.  As  an  ongoing  ministry,  ladies  were  encouraged  to  visit  patients  in 
the  local  rest  homes,  especially  those  who  do  not  usually  have  visitors. 

Greens  Creek  Church  was  host  for  the  annual  meeting  on  April  12.  Following  a  salad  supper, 
Jim  and  Lisa  Dean,  resort  missionaries  in  western  North  Carolina,  presented  the  program.

In  celebration  of  Pastors'  Appreciation  Day,  the  WMU  provided  a  meal  for  pastors  and 
their  families  at  the  Baptist  Center  on  May  27.

The  Prayer  Garden  at  Truett  Baptist  Camp  in  Hayesville  was  completed  this  year.  This  has 
been  a  two-year  project  adopted  by  the  WMU  as  a  tribute  to  our  past  associational  director, 
Mildred  Cowan.  Mildred  was  very  dedicated  to  the  camp  and  its  programs,  and  the  prayer 
garden  will  ensure  that  her  testimony  will  be  alive  for  years  to  come.  A  dedication  of  the  facili- 
ty is  planned  for  October  of  this  year.

Institutional  Reports 

Baptist  Children's  Homes 

For  105  years  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  have  been  giving  children  a 
chance  at  life.  This  year  we  formalized  that  phrase  into  our  first  state- wide  and  fund-raising 
campaign. 

The  "Give  a  child  a  chance!"  Campaign  seeks  to  raise  $11  million  over  three  years  to  ex- 
pand Cameron  Boys  Camp,  boost  general  operating  income  and  increase  endowment. 

We  will  also  be  able  to  begin  a  before  and  after  school  care  program  in  Davidson  County,  to 
give  security  to  children  of  working  couples,  who  won't  have  to  go  home  to  empty  houses  any 
more. 

Some  of  the  new  endowment  earnings  will  increase  training  to  help  staff  deal  with  ever 
changing  needs  among  the  1,000  children  and  families  they  serve  each  year. 

Baptist  Men  of  North  Carolina  have  agreed  to  build  the  new  Tommy  and  Jeanie  EUer  Chuck- 
wagon  at  Cameron,  saving  approximately  $75,000  in  construction  costs. 

Children's  hopes  also  were  bolstered  by  the  return  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  voted  by 
messengers  to  the  1989  state  convention.  While  suffering  through  its  12-year  absence,  BCH 
lost  more  than  $1  million  in  revenue. 

In  the  change  from  a  Homes  and  Hospital  offering  to  the  Thanksgiving  BCH  will  go  18 
months  without  a  special  collection,  a  period  that  encompasses  more  than  an  entire  fiscal  year. 
For  the  past  five  years  that  special  collection  has  meant  $400,000  to  the  ministry,  a  sum  that 
will  be  difficult  to  make  up  in  the  1990-91  budget.  Some  churches,  aware  of  this  difficulty,  have 
promised  to  begin  receiving  the  Thanksgiving  offering  in  1990. 

The  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  anchor  our  budget  planning  from  the  churches.  We 
urge  renewed  commitment  to  cooperative  giving  among  our  North  Carolina  churches.  It  is  es- 
sential, not  only  for  us,  but  for  the  entire  missions  enterprise  built  painstakingly  for  a  century 
and  a  half.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  receives  $1.5  million  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
receipts  each  year.  That  is  the  stackpole  around  which  we  build  our  other  income  planning.  A 
decrease  in  Cooperative  Program  receipts  would  seriously  jeopardize  our  ability  to  care  for 
children. 

In  August,  BCH  signed  an  agreement  with  Gaston  County  Department  of  Social  Services  to 
operate  two  emergency  care  homes  owned  by  the  county.  That  raises  to  11  the  number  of 
emergency  care  homes  BCH  operates.  That  service,  in  which  a  child  at  risk  of  abuse  or  neglect 
can  receive  shelter  right  away,  is  the  service  most  in  demand  throughout  the  state.  Children 
stay  a  maximum  of  60  days  while  BCH  works  with  the  custodian  to  determine  a  long-term 
plan  of  care. 

In  1991  BCH  will  celebrate  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Broyhill  Home,  our 
westernmost  campus,  in  Waynesville/Clyde.  With  the  help  of  J.E.  Broyhill  and  his  family,  the 
home  opened  in  1971  on  91  hilly  acres.  It  has  the  capacity  for  48  children  in  group  care  and  for 
eight  girls  in  emergency  care. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  has  a  105  year  history.  But  its  history  is  just  the  knot  that  ties  it 
to  a  boundless  unbroken  ribbon  of  promise  that  stretches  beyond  the  future  to  wrap  children 
and  families  with  eternal  blessings.

THE  TRIPOD 


Dr.  S.L,  Stanley,  the  late  founding  president  of  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
once  said,  "The  Tripod  upon  which  Baptists  have  based  more  than  100  years  of  progress  has 
been  MISSIONS,  EVANGELISM,  and  EDUCATION.  To  shorten  one  leg  of  this  tripod  is  to 
endanger  the  whole."  This  is  a  statement  all  Baptists  should  ponder. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  are  guided,  as  are  the  churches  and  the  convention,  by  his- 
toric Baptist  principles. 

1-  The  authority  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  Lordship  of  Christ.  Because  we  regard  the  Bible 
as  sufficient  authority,  to  be  interpreted  by  the  individual  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Spirit  of  God,  we  do  not  need  authoritative  creeds  or  ecclesiastical  organizations  as  a 
substitute  for  the  authority  of  the  Bible. 

2-  The  competence  of  the  individual  and  the  priesthood  of  believers.  Each  individual  has 
the  right  to  approach  God  directly,  and  every  individual  is  competent  to  deal  directly 
with  God  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  salvation  and  the  Christian  life. 

3-  The  autonomy  of  the  local  church  and  cooperation  in  Christian  service.  Each  church  is 
congregational  in  organization,  with  every  member  having  the  right  to  vote. 

4-  Freedom  of  religion  and  a  free  church,  in  a  free  state.  Cooperation,  not  coercion,  is  the 
basis  of  denominational  unity. 

5-  Freedom  of  religion  and  a  free  church,  in  a  free  state.  Religious  liberty  rather  than  re- 
ligious toleration  is  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  distinctive. 

The  enduring  ties  and  relationships  between  Baptist  colleges.  Baptist  churches  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  help  to  guarantee  the  tripod  a  balance  and  a  healthy  spirit  of  partnership 
in  the  Gospel. 


A  preacher  once  entitled  his  sermon,  "If  Christ  is  the  answer,  What  is  the  question?"  The 
sermon  had  three  points.  "How  can  I  live  with  myself?"  "How  can  I  live  with  others?"  "How 
can  I  live  with  God?" 

Baptist  colleges  attempt  to  confront  students  with  life's  most  important  questions: 
What  is  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  the  created  order? 
How  will  I  spend  my  one  life? 
How  should  I  measure  success? 
How  much  is  enough? 

How  can  I  best  serve  God  and  my  fellow  human  beings? 

The  best  gift  churches  and  parents  can  give  to  their  youth  is  a  college  education  where  Chris- 
tian people  are  seeking  answers  to  truly  important  questions. 

Colleges  educate.  Churches  call  persons  to  faith  and  encourage  spiritual  growth.  Baptist  col- 
leges lead  students  to  link  learning  with  faith  to  produce  whole  mature  men  and  women  equipped 
for  a  lifetime  of  learning  and  service.

Baptist  Hospital  Report 


"The  largest  health-science  building  program  ever  in  North  Carolina  has  changed  the  land- 
scape on  Hawthorne  Hill,  and  the  changes  continue  in  rapid  succession  One  thing  that 

hasn't  changed  is  the  institution's  tradition  for  delivery  of  compassionate  health  care.  That 
will  never  change."  This  statement,  from  Dr.  Charles  P.  Nicholson,  Jr.,  Baptist  Hospital 
Trustee  and  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Center  Board  of  Directors,  is  both  a  report  and  a  com- 
mitment. 

Another  building  in  this  $190  million  expansion  program  has  recently  been  completed  and 
occupied.  The  Clinical  Sciences  Building  will  house  most  of  the  Medical  Center's  ambulatory 
services,  and  has  been  termed  a  "medical  supermarket,"  where  patients  may  do  "one-stop 
shopping."  The  building  will  also  accommodate  an  Ambulatory  Surgery  Unit,  Medical  Cen- 
ter Administration  Offices,  and  other  functions.  Nearing  completion,  is  the  Day  Care  Center 
for  children  of  medical  employees.  Under  construction,  is  an  addition  to  the  MRI  (Magnetic 
Resonance  Imaging)  Building,  and  a  significant  addition  to  the  Patient/Visitor  Parking  Deck. 
Construction  on  the  Center  on  Aging  Building  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  early  1991  with  the 
completion  date  set  for  the  spring  of  1993. 

The  purpose  of  all  these  new  facilities,  according  to  hospital  president,  Len  B.  Preslar,  Jr., 
is  to  "enable  us  to  respond  to  patient  needs  better  than  ever  before."  In  addition  to  continua- 
tion and  improvement  of  many  established  procedures,  several  new  diagnostic  and  treatment 
programs  have  been  started  recently.  The  Organ  Transplant  Program  added  a  new  dimension 
when  it  performed  the  first  single-lung  transplant  in  North  Carolina.  Bone  marrow  transplants  are 
also  being  performed  now  in  our  Baptist  Hospital.  A  Cranio-facial  Clinic,  to  correct  major  defor- 
mities of  the  skull  and  upper  face  during  the  first  year  of  life,  opened  recently.  New  laser  tech- 
nology provides  an  improved  method  for  clearing  out  atheroaclerotic  deposits  in  the  carotid' 
arteries  of  the  neck.  New  surgical  techniques  make  possible  better  treatment  of  complicated 
retinal  detachment.  Orthopedic  Surgeons  began  use  of  the  Ilizatov  Technique  for  the  repair 
and  lengthening  of  broken  bones.  New  approaches  are  being  used  effectively  in  the  treatment 
of  children  with  Cerebral  Palsy.  Bowman/Gray  Baptist  Hospital  is  the  only  medical  center  in 
the  nation  using  and  evaluating  Clinodean,  a  non-narcotic  pain  killer  which  has  proven  effec- 
tive in  controlling  pain  following  surgery  and  for  cancer  patients. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  strengthen  the  reputation  both  as  a  service 
agency  and  as  a  teaching  facility.  Last  year,  the  department  provided  more  than  29,000 
ministries  to  hospital  patients,  almost  19,000  services  to  families.  The  Minister's  Care  Plan,  a 
joint  program  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  had  1,446  sessions  with  more  than  200  dif- 
ferent clergy  families  last  year.  The  new  Missionary  Counseling  and  Support  Services  Program 
saw  48  individuals  in  its  first  six  months.  The  Division  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education/Chaplaincy 
had  53  students  enrolled. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1990,  the  hospital  received  $692,946.24  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $271,361.24  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  and  direct 
gifts.  Cooperative  Program  Funds  are  used  for  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  other 
financially  needy  patients.  The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are  most  grateful  for  this  continu- 
ing financial  support. 

Baptist  Retirement  Homes 

Making  life  for  Older  Adults  the  Best  of  Times  is  the  continuing  goal  of  Baptist  Retirement 
Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  which  operates  four  residential  facilities  for  Older  Adults 
around  the  state  —  in  Albemarle,  Asheville,  Hamilton  and  Winston-Salem. 

In  Asheville,  our  efforts  include  a  move  toward  expanding  the  Western  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Home.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  applied  in  July  for  permission 
to  construct  the  60  nursing  care  beds  the  state  is  allocating  to  Buncombe  County  in  1990. 
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State  approval  of  its  plans  will  be  the  next  step  toward  adding  a  health-care  unit  to  the  facil- 
ities, a  unit  offering  skilled  and  intermediate  nursing  care.  Currently  the  only  nursing  care 
provided  by  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  is  the  85-bed  nursing-care  unit  at  Brookridge  Retire- 
ment Community  in  Winston-Salem,  the  newest  facility  operated  by  Baptist  Retirement 
Homes. 

Around  the  state,  the  other  homes  face  a  promising  year. 

In  Winston-Salem,  Brookridge  Retirement  Community  celebrates  its  first  birthday  in  1990. 
It  is  the  largest  of  the  facilities,  providing  five  levels  of  care  —  independent  living  in  garden 
homes,  independent  living  in  apartments,  and  assisted  living,  intermediate  nursing  care  and 
skilled  nursing  care  in  its  health-care  unit  —  to  350  Older  Adults. 

The  facilities  in  Albemarle  and  Hamilton  provide  assisted  living  in  a  residential  setting  to 
30  Older  Adults  each.  Both  programs  are  greatly  enhanced  by  the  strong  support  of  the  sur- 
rounding communities  and  its  churches.  The  Brotherhood,  WMU,  and  senior  adult  clubs  at 
many  nearby  churches  provide  fellowship,  entertainment,  skills  and  physical  labor,  household 
needs  —  whatever  they  see  are  needed  by  each  home. 

The  Albemarle  Baptist  Home  also  offers  respite  care  for  those  families  who  care  for  an  Older 
Adult  and  need  some  time  away  from  that  responsibility.  The  cost  of  the  care  is  paid  by  the 
family,  and  it  provides  overnight  care  for  whatever  length  of  time  the  family  needs. 

It,  and  other  alternative  forms  of  residential  care  for  Older  Adults,  are  additional  ways  be- 
ing explored  by  the  Homes  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Older  Adult  Baptist  population  in 
this  state.

American  Bible  Society 

What  do  the  churches  of  America  see  when  they  look  at  the  American  Bible  Society?  For 
those  of  us  responsible  for  communicating  the  ABS  story,  we  would  like  them  to  see  us  as  an 
important  partner  of  the  churches  to  make  a  greater  witness  for  Christ  --  a  partner  on  the  fron- 
tier of  world  missions  and  evangelism,  and  a  partner  at  the  local  level  of  day-to-day  communi- 
ty outreach  and  service. 

This  is  the  way  we  see  you,  the  churches.  You  are  our  partners,  indispensable  co-workers 
with  us  in  the  Bible  cause!  Our  global  program  of  Scripture  translation,  production  and  distri- 
bution is  inherently  the  wise  counsel  and  advice  given  by  denominations  and  their  local  con- 
gregations. This  undergirding  is  the  primary  enabler  for  the  Society  to  develop  exciting,  rele- 
vant and  powerful  Scripture  resources  for  Christians  in  our  country  and  for  all  those  around 
the  globe  we  seek  to  reach  with  God's  Word, 

The  Society  is  privileged  to  enjoy  broad  support  among  Christians  in  America.  Many  are 
ABS  volunteers  and  Church  Representatives,  Bible-A-Month  Club  members  and  Good  News 
for  New  Readers  supporters.  In  fact,  90  percent  of  the  denominations  listed  in  the  Yearbook 
of  America  are  represented  among  those  who  are  active  in  the  ABS  ministry.  People  sharing 
the  Bible  with  other  people  is  a  ministry  to  which  all  Christians  are  called  and  one  ABS  is  eager  to 
'"^^Ip  churches  in  fulfilling. 

Representatives  from  37  denominations  and  six  church  agencies  attended  the  Society's  60th 
National  Advisory  Council  at  Bible  House  in  December  last  year  which  met  under  the  banner 
"Partners  in  Spreading  the  Good  News." 

Because  we  believe  there  is  no  better  way  of  presenting  the  Bible  cause,  we  have  made  this 
theme  the  central  perspective  of  our  report  to  you  this  year.  We  hope  what  you  read  here  will 
underscore  just  how  grateful  we  are  to  your  denomination  for  being  our  partner,  will  reinforce 
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why  your  continuing  and  expanding  partnership  with  us  is  so  vital,  and  will  strengthen  your 
confidence  and  participation  in  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  which  you  are  so  gen- 
erously supporting. 

Annuity  Report  for  North  Carolina 

There  are  now  2,162  North  Carolina  churches  and  associations  contributing  to  retirement 
plans.  North  Carolina  has  1,972  signed  Cooperative  Agreements!  More  than  any  other  state! 
The  number  of  churches  participating  at  the  old  Plan  A  level  of  $33.34  has  decreased  to  less 
than  100.  The  average  annuitant  in  North  Carolina  receives  $276.39  per  month.  North  Caro- 
lina has  3,436  members  making  contributions  to  Annuity  Board  retirement  plans.  There  are 
1,889  annuitants  receiving  benefits  each  month  in  North  Carolina  -  $522,109.84  each  month. 
It  is  exciting  to  think  about  what  has  been  done  to  help  ministers  retire  with  dignity.  Strong 
efforts  have  been  made  to  make  all  of  our  churches  (and  ministers)  aware  of  the  opportunities 
and  the  need  to  act  on  them.  But  there  is  still  so  much  to  be  done! 

Consider  these  facts:  Only  64  percent  of  our  churches  are  participating  in  our  retirement 
plans  -  even  after  all  these  years  of  opportunity;  of  this  64  percent,  many  do  not  actually  make 
contributions.  The  minister  does  this  on  his  own.  Small  contributions  make  the  annuitant's 
benefits  small.  In  North  Carolina  175  receive  less  than  $50;  288  receive  less  than  $300;  544  re- 
ceive less  than  $250;  288  receive  less  than  $300:  We  have  151  churches  that  have  signed  the 
Cooperative  Agreement,  but  still  make  no  contributions:  We  have  457  that  are  making  con- 
tributions but  have  not  signed  the  Cooperative  Agreement.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  there  is  a  great 
challenge  still  before  us  to  help  ministers  to  prepare  for  the  future  and  to  help  churches  be  res- 
ponsible employers.

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 

The  historical  records  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  will  reveal  1989  and  1990 
to  be  significant  in  its  70  year  history.  Organized  following  action  taken  at  the  1919  Conven- 
tion and  chartered  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1920  as  a  charitable  corporation,  the 
Trustee  agency  of  the  convention  has  only  in  recent  years  begun  to  have  an  impact  on  provid- 
ing financial  support  for  Baptist  institutions  and  mission  causes. 

Charged  with  the  responsibility  of  creating  greater  awareness  among  Baptists  within  North 
Carolina  concerning  estate  stewardship  as  a  viable  and  significant  means  of  providing  finan- 
cial support  of  Christian  endeavors  fostered  by  our  churches,  the  Baptist  Foundation  assists 
individuals  in  the  establishment  of  endowment  and  trust  funds.  Through  these  funds  financial 
support  is  provided  the  donor's  chosen  Christian  cause  or  causes  on  a  continuing  basis  for 
years  to  come,  long  after  the  donor's  death. 

The  growth  of  the  Foundation  in  terms  of  assets  managed,  has  been  significant  during  the 
past  few  years.  Since  January  1,  1988,  the  assets  placed  under  management  of  the  Foundation 
has  increased  by  over  $13  million  through  May  1990.  This  exceeds  the  asset  growth  goals  set 
in  1988  for  a  five  year  period. 

Trust  income  distributed  to  Baptist 

institutions  and  mission  causes  1988-89   $  1,106,930. 

Trust  income  distributed  to  individuals  with 
Baptist  causes  named  as  charitable 

gift  during  1988-1989   $  1,361,836. 

Assets  held  in  trust  and  endowment  funds 

as  of  December  31,  1988  (audited)  $18,361,481. 
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Assets  held  in  trust  and  endowment  funds 

as  of  June  1,  1990   $28,176,481. 

Gifts  of  appreciated  assets,  such  as  stock  and  real  estate  can  be  placed  in  trust  to  generate  in- 
come for  individuals  and  then  pay  income  to  Christian  causes  beyond  their  life  time.  As  a 
result  of  this  unique  opportunity  to  give,  older  adults  are  realizing  the  joy  of  establishing  life 
income  trusts.  This  plan  often  provides  a  significant  increase  in  personal  income,  bypass  of 
capital  gain  taxes,  creation  of  a  charitable  deduction  for  income  tax  and  estate  taxes,  and  as- 
sures an  eventual  gift  to  Christian  endeavors. 

A  new  home  for  the  Baptist  Foundation  was  built  during  1989  and  early  1990.  The  6,000 
square  foot  office  building  was  constructed  from  gifts  from  individuals  and  is  located  on  pro- 
perty provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  next  to  the  Baptist  Building  in  Cary.  The  new 
facility  was  occupied  in  February  1990,  and  provides  much  needed  space  for  the  work  of  the 
staff  as  well  as  for  conferences  and  meetings. 

Baptist  groups  are  invited  to  use  the  meeting  rooms  when  in  the  Raleigh/Cary  area.  We  ex- 
tend an  invitation  to  church  groups  to  call  and  arrange  a  visit  to  the  newest  building  used  for 
the  Lord's  service  by  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

The  Foundation  employs  seven  full  time  employees  and  operates  under  the  direction  of  a  20 
member  Board  of  Directors  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention.

In  order  to  save  churches  large  amounts  of  money  and  to  increase  the  readership  of  the 
Recorder,  Church  News  Service  (CNS)  has  been  launched  in  1990.  This  system  lets  any  congre- 
gation have  their  church  newsletter  incorporated  into  the  Biblical  Recorder  which  saves  staff 
time,  postage  and  printing  costs.  Usually,  for  less  than  what  it  costs  to  produce  the  church 
newsletter,  CNS  gives  the  entire  Baptist  communication  package  to  each  family  in  the  congre- 
gation. 

The  paper  will  focus  more  and  more  attention  on  North  Carolina  Baptists,  with  news,  fea- 
tures and  inspirational  articles  which  will  encourage  individuals  and  churches  in  their  witness 
and  ministry,  where  they  are  and  to  the  ends  of  the  rapidly  changing  world. 

Never  has  God  given  Baptists  a  greater  opportunity;  never  have  there  been  as  many  diffi- 
culties and  obstacles  to  overcome.  One  sure  way  to  conquer  problems  and  overcome  the  bar- 
riers to  effective  witness  and  ministry  is  to  have  the  facts,  know  the  issues  and  be  adequately 
informed.

Christian  Action  League 

The  last  12  months  have  been  eventful  ones  in  the  ministry  on  applied  Christianity. 

LEGISLATIVE  ISSUES 

1.  GAMBLING:  The  battle  is  still  on  concerning  a  state-wide  lottery.  Legislators  are  con- 
stantly barraged  by  one  who  says,  "Let  the  people  vote." 

2.  DRUNK  DRIVING:  Some  Senate  defense  attorneys  are  determined  to  keep  anything  of 
real  substance  from  passing. 

The  pending  legislation  calls  for: 

a.  Lowering  the  breathalyzer  blood  alcohol  level  from  .  10  to  .08; 

b.  Banning  open  containers  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  in  motor  vehicles; 

c.  Increasing  the  civil  revocation  of  drivers'  licenses  from  10  to  30  days  (North  Carolina 
is  the  only  state  in  the  nation  that  requires  less  than  a  30-day  loss  of  driving  for  registering  a 
.10  or  above  on  the  breathalyzer); 

d.  Increasing  the  fines  for  being  convicted  of  drunk  driving. 

3.  ABORTION:  The  reduction  of  the  money  for  abortions  from  $400,000  to  $100,000  is 
now  tied  up  in  a  conference  committee. 

Parental  consent  proposal  appears  to  be  defeated. 

4.  MISCELLANEOUS:  Such  other  legislative  proposals  such  as  raising  the  tax  on  alcoholic 
beverages,  requiring  the  teaching  in  public  schools  of  sexual  abstinence  outside  of  marriage  to 
combat  teen-age  pregnancy  were  considered  but  side-tracked  by  the  Senate.  The  tax  on  beer 
has  not  been  increased  in  North  Carolina  since  1969. 

CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  ASSISTANCE 

The  League  has  successfully  assisted  in  alcoholic  beverage  campaigns  in  places  such  as  Hert- 
ford County,  Pamlico  County,  Concord,  Lumberton,  Manteo,  Randleman,  Waynesville,  etc., 
in  their  efforts  to  defeat  various  referenda  such  as  liquor-by-the-drink  and  beer-wine  sale. 

We  have  sought  to  keep  the  Christian  community  informed  on  moral  and  ethical  issues 
through  our  publication  Tomorrow,  and  through  speaking  in  churches,  pa.stor's  conferences, 
and  civic  clubs.  Thank  you  for  your  prayers  and  financial  support  in  our  ministry.

Gideons  International 

The  Gideon  organization,  known  as  the  Gideons  International,  is  composed  of  over  102,000 
Christian  professional  and  business  men  in  246  countries.  With  the  help  of  the  local  churches 
here  and  throughout  the  246  countries,  the  Gideons  are  placing  an  average  of  one  million  Scrip- 
tures every  13  days.  Funding  comes  from  three  main  sources: 

(1)  Local  church  love  offerings; 

(2)  the  Faith  Fund  (donations  by  individual  Gideon  members);  and 

(3)  the  Memorial  Bible  contributions. 

All  monies  donated  to  the  Gideons  go  to  purchase  Scriptures;  administration  costs  of  the 
organization  are  paid  by  the  individual  members. 

The  Jackson  County  Camp,  one  of  5,000  local  camps,  was  founded  in  1982.  The  present 
membership  numbers  28.  It  has  been  the  camp's  pleasure  to  share  a  Gideon  presentation  in 
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more  than  40  churches  during  the  past  year.  A  total  of  3,559  Scriptures  were  distributed  by 
the  Jackson  County  Camp.  The  Jackson  County  Camp  received  $15,196  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  Scriptures. 

During  this  past  year,  Gideon  Camps  were  established  in  six  of  the  Eastern  bloc  countries. 
There  are  now  five  camps  in  Moscow!  These  camps  have  been  invited  to  the  campus  of  Mos- 
cow University  this  Fall  to  give  testimonies  and  distribute  Scriptures.  There  are  50,000  stu- 
dents at  this  University.  They  have  also  been  invited  to  distribute  Scriptures  to  the  Red 
Army.  Please  pray  for  these  and  other  Gideons  in  that  area  as  they  witness  for  Christ.  Pray 
also  that  funds  to  buy  the  Scriptures  needed  in  these  areas  will  be  provided.

Sunday  School  Board 

A  year-long  celebration  of  the  Sunday  School  Board's  Centennial  was  launched  in  June 
1990  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Celebrating  "Heritage  and  Hope"  is  the  theme  of  the  celebration  of  the  Board's  100  years 
of  serving  Southern  Baptist  people  and  churches. 

"It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  for  a  heritage  rooted  in  Holy  Scripture  and  committed  to  serv- 
ice among  Southern  Baptist  people  that  we  enter  our  second  century,"  said  President  Lloyd 
Elder.  "We  move  forward  buoyed  by  a  spirit  of  hope  and  guided  by  the  light  of  God's  truth," 

The  Board  was  established  amid  controversy  at  the  1891  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
meeting  in  Birmingham,  Alabama,  where  a  record  855  messengers  registered.  J.M.  Frost,  a 
42-year-old  Virginia  pastor,  was  the  leading  proponent  of  a  Southern  Baptist  publication 
board,  while  J. B.  Gambrell,  editor  of  the  Baptist  Record,  State  paper  of  Mississippi,  opposed 
the  idea. 

The  13-member  committee  named  to  bring  a  proposal  to  the  convention  commissioned  a 
two-man  subcommittee.  Frost  and  Gambrell,  to  prepare  the  report.  Gambrell  offered  to  let 
Frost  write  the  report  and  name  the  Board's  location,  provided,  that  Gambrell  could  write  the 
closing  paragraph.  Frost  agreed,  provided  that  he  be  allowed  to  write  the  closing  sentence. 

Gambrell  recommended  "that  the  fullest  freedom  of  choice  be  accorded  to  everyone  as  to 
what  literature  he  will  use  or  support."  Frost  then  urged  "all  brethren  to  give  this  Board  a  fair 
consideration." 

Frost  presented  his  report  in  a  tension-filled  room  as  messengers  on  both  sides  waited, 
speeches  in  hand.  When  Frost  had  finished,  John  A.  Broadus,  president  of  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  made  an  impassioned  appeal  for  peace.  In  silence,  the  report  was  then 
adopted  with  only  15  dissenting  votes. 

From  its  beginnings  with  one  assignment,  publishing  Sunday  School  literature  to  the  pres- 
ent with  17  Convention-assigned  programs  of  work,  the  Sunday  School  Board  has  operated 
from  the  sale  of  literature  and  services.  It  has  never  received  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. Instead,  almost  $20  million  has  been  contributed  to  the  operating  budget  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Also,  more  than  $55.2  million  has 
been  funneled  to  state  conventions  for  the  support  of  Sunday  School  Board-related  programs. 

Adjusting  the  annual  contributions  to  1990  dollars  using  the  Consumer  Price  Index,  the 
Board  has  given  almost  $225  million  to  the  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the 
state  conventions. 

In  1991,  as  the  Sunday  School  Board  moves  into  its  second  century,  its  ministry  will  con- 
tinue through  three  major  projects. 

The  Baptist  hymnal  will  be  released  during  a  four-day  celebration  in  Nashville,  March  11- 
14.  The  first  volumes  of  The  American  Commentary  will  be  released  and  available  at  the  1991 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  June.  And  improved  Sunday  School  literature  for  all 
ages  will  be  introduced  in  October. 
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Elder  said  the  Board  begins  its  second  century  with  a  continuing  commitment  to  the  twin 
principles  of  autonomy  and  cooperation  espoused  in  1891  by  Frost  and  Gambrell.  "We  appeal 
for  the  support  and  trust  of  our  Southern  Baptist  people.  Our  goal  is  to  serve  all  of  the  churches 
of  this  great  denomination." 

Stewardship  Report 

II  Corinthians  9:7  says,  "Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give; 
not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity;  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

Every  Stewardship  message  and  report  begins  with  God  being  the  owner  and  giver  of  all  we 
have.  We  are  the  managers  or  stewards.  Two  things  are  important:  (1)  our  motives  and  (2)  our 
records.  No  one  can  read  motives  nor  should  they  assign  motives.  That  is  God's  business.  Only 
He  can  really  see  what  is  in  our  hearts  and  minds. 

What  about  the  record?  Each  of  our  churches  individually  is  on  record  as  well  the  entire 
Association.  Here  is  our  Associational  record  of  giving  comparing  August  of  1988,  1989  and 
1990: 

Year        Number  of  Churches  Dollar  Amount  Given 

Giving  to  General  Fund 

1988  36  $23,068.15 

1989  35  $29,033.08 

1990  32  $29,092.74 

Thirteen  (13)  churches  increased  their  giving  from  1989-1990.  Twelve  (12)  churches  decreased 
their  giving  from  1989-1990.  Twenty-five  (25)  churches  were  unchanged  in  their  giving  patterns 
to  the  Association.  Of  this  number  11  to  12  churches  historically  do  not  contribute  to  the  fi- 
nances of  the  Association. 

Hurricane  Hugo  donations  were  over  $2,100.00.  Over  $500  was  contributed  to  the  victims 
of  the  Tennessee  flood.  Over  $900  was  received  for  the  successful  Youth  Rally.  That  is  a  total 
of  $3,500.  Some  churches  contributed  in  these  designated  offerings  that  were  not  included  in 
the  above  tables. 

At  91.67  percent  of  the  budget  year  we  are  a  little  ahead  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  the 
budget  for  the  year.  We  are  grateful  for  the  generosity  of  the  churches  in  making  this  possible. 
Also,  we  have  been  careful  not  to  spend  more  than  we  have  received. 

I  am  particularly  grateful  to  Jesse  Flake  for  the  outstanding  job  he  does  as  our  Associational 
Treasurer.  I  am  equally  grateful  to  Rev.  Lloyd  Fish  for  his  leadership  on  the  finance  commit- 
tee this  year. 

At  the  writing  of  this  report,  churches  have  one  month  left  to  make  their  contribution  to 
Associational  work.  Every  church  is  challenged  to  intentionally  develop  their  stewardship  res- 
ponsibility in  mission  giving  and  to  include  the  Association  in  its  mission  gifts.

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVES 

The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to  be  a  fellowship  of  churches  on  mission  in  our  setting. 
The  specific  objectives  of  the  association  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  promote  harmony,  understanding  and  spiritual  power  between  the  churches. 

2.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

3.  To  provide  such  programs,  projects  and  organizations  as  will  strengthen  the  churches 
and  assist  them  in  achieving  their  goals  and  objectives. 

4.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually  and  to 
coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

5.  To  encourage  support  by  every  church  for  the  mission  causes  of  the  association,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III  -  AUTHORITY 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  and  install  its  officers  in  what- 
ever manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and  questions  of  doctrines 
and  discipline. 

SECTION  3.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  local  churches  as 
sovereign  and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  constituted  Baptist  churches 
in  cooperating  fellowship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  following  the  teachings 
of  the  New  Testament. 

SECTION  2.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  or 
reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  its  pleasure.  Churches  applying  for  mem- 
bership shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is  under- 
stood that  during  this  period  of  watch  care  the  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  association  except  those  of  voting. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  presented  to  the  Credentials  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  applications  will  consist  of  a  letter  from  a  Constituted  Church  stating  their  desire 
to  affiliate  with  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association.  The  Credentials  Committee  as  a  part  of 
the  review  process  may  invite  the  requesting  church  to  a  conference  to  discuss  its  history,  its 
mission  strategy,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  pertinent  to  the  application.  The 
Credentials  Committee  may  then  approve  the  application  and  recommend  them  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  by  a  simple  majority  vote  accept  the  request- 
ing church  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  for  one  year.  It  is  suggested  that 
any  church  under  watch  care  participate  in  the  missions  program  of  the  association.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  church  may  be  voted  in  as  a  member  of  the  association  with  full  privileges 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation, provided  that  the  church  submits  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least  one  messenger  be 
present  at  the  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Any  church  may  withdraw  from  the  association  at  its  pleasure  and  should 
notify  the  association  of  this  action  in  writing.  Such  action  will  be  recognized  by  the  associa- 
tion at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  furnish  the  associational  clerk,  before 
each  annual  session,  an  annual  letter,  the  forms  provided  by  the  associational  clerk  giving  the 
information  requested  as  is  applicable  to  each  church  situation. 

SECTION  5.  The  association  may  withdraw  from  any  church  which  has  become  unscrip- 
tural  in  its  doctrine  or  practices  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  a  vote  is  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1  The  association  shall  hold  its  annual  meeting  on  Thursday  and  Friday  preceding 
the  third  Sunday  in  OCTOBER.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  may  be  called  by  the 
Executive  Committee  provided  two  weeks  written  notice  is  given  to  the  member  churches. 

SECTION  2.  Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  by 
four  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  100  resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  addi- 
tional messenger  for  each  additional  50  resident  members  as  determined  by  the  church  or 
fraction  thereof  and  not  to  exceed  10  messengers  from  any  one  church. 

SECTION  3.  Churches  are  requested  to  elect  their  messengers  and  alternates  in  conference 
to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  In  case  of  internal  dissension  in  a  church  and  two  parties  coming  to  the  asso- 
ciation, each  claiming  to  represent  the  church,  neither  party  shall  be  seated  until  the  question 
is  decided  as  to  which  party  is  in  union  with  the  association.  The  decision  is  to  be  made  by  a 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  General  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  Historian,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian.  Program  Leaders  shall  be  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Train- 
ing Director,  Music  Director,  Chairman  of  Evangelism  Committee,  Seminary  Extension 
Director,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Missions,  Trustees,  Pastor  Confer- 
ence President,  Youth  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Vacation  Bible  School  Director, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Deacons  Chairmen,  Senior 
Adult  Director,  Singles  Ministry  Director,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Association  may 
desire  to  elect. 

Associational  representatives  will  be  elected  for  the  following  institutions  and  agencies:  (1) 
Truett  Camp,  (2)  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  (3)  Baptist  Hospital,  (4)  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Homes,  Inc.  (Homes  for  Aging),  (5)  Biblical  Recorder,  (6)  Christian  Education,  (7)  Annuity 
Board  and  other  representatives  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  elected  in  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  With  the  exception  of  the  director  of  associational  missions  and  trustees,  the 
terms  of  office  for  all  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  for  one  year  with  the  privilege  of  con- 
tinuing re-election.  The  moderator  and  vice  moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  but 
one  year  in  succession.  (1)  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  three.  (2)  The  term  of  service 
should  be  for  three  years,  with  the  term  of  only  one  expiring  each  year.  In  the  first  election  of 
trustees  the  term  of  service  for  one  should  be  three  years,  another  two  years,  and  the  other  one 
year.  (3)  Upon  the  expiration  of  term  of  service  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected  for 
another  term  of  three  years. 

Each  term  of  office  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  annual  session.  The  Associational  Fi- 
nancial year  will  begin  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Concerning  termination  of  employment,  the  resignation  shall  be  in  writing  and  presented 
to  the  Executive  Committee  at  least  30  days  before  it  is  to  take  place.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee may  terminate  employment  by  giving  30  days  notice  in  advance. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  full  supervision  and  guidance  to  the  work  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  Missions  in  planning,  promoting  and  financing  his  work. 
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ARTICLE  VII  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 


SECTION  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order  of  all  meetings  of  the 
association  and  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of 
the  association. 

He  shall  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  all  other  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body  not  named  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  in  its  regular  report. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator  and  shall  provide  in  the  ab- 
sence of,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  transactions;  shall 
prepare  a  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  distributed  to  messengers  at  the  beginning  of  each  day's 
session  of  the  annual  meeting;  and  shall  cause  to  be  printed  minutes  concerning  the  records 
made. 

*The  clerk  shall  distribute  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association,  blanks  for  the  pre- 
paration of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  state  convention.  This  form 
is  to  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  not  later  than  two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
the  body. 

An  Assistant  Clerk  shall  work  with  the  clerk  in  preparing  the  "Book  of  Reports." 

SECTION  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  by  the  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  association  while  in  session,  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete  re- 
port at  the  annual  meeting  and  a  current  report  at  each  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

An  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  assist  the  treasurer  by  request  and  to  serve  in  the 
event  the  Treasurer  resigns  or  is  ill  or  unable  to  function. 

SECTION  5.  The  Historian  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  association  up-to-date. 

SECTION  6.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
body  advise  and  assist  the  association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure. 

An  Assistant  Parliamentarian  shall  be  elected.  The  Parliamentarian  and  Assistant  should 
always  communicate  with  each  other  to  ensure  that  this  office  is  filled  at  each  associational 
annual  or  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  The  Program  Leaders  and  the  Institutional  Agency  Representatives  shall 
perform  all  duties  customary  to  their  titles  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  association. 

SECTION  8.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  the  associational  commit- 
tees, officers,  and  churches  m  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  the  meeting  of  the  objectives  of  the 
association  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  director  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees  of  the  association.  The  direc- 
tor shall  communicate  with  the  state  and  Southern  Convention  such  information  as  shall  be 
mutually  helpful  and  needful. 

The  duties  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  set  forth  in  Article  XIV. 

SECTION  9.  Trustees  have  no  authority  except  by  direction  of  the  association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures  but,  are  to  be  the  legal  signees  for  the  association. 
Trustees  represent  the  association  in  legal  matters. 

Trustees  act  on  behalf  of  the  association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  associational  pro- 
perty. 

They  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all 
suits,  by  authority  of  the  association. 

All  persons  dealing  with  the  trustees,  as  associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  association  or  Executive  Committee,  directing  and  authoriz- 
ing the  trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  association  moderator  and  clerk. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert 's  Parliamentary  Prac- 
tice or  in  a  manner  not  contrary  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  IX  -  QUORUM 

The  annual  associational  quorum  shall  be  not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  member  churches 
represented. 

ARTICLE  X  -  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  general  officers  and  pro- 
gram leaders  elected  by  the  association  and  the  pastor  and  one  member  from  each  church  in 
the  association.  No  pastor,  by  virtue  of  his  being  an  associational  officer  or  program  leader 
shall  be  disqualified  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from  representing  the  church 
or  churches  he  may  be  serving  in  the  association.  Twelve  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

*  SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  association  on 
matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the 
next  session  of  the  association.  This  body  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each  quarter  except  for  the  July  quarter 
which  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  of  July.  Special  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  may  be  called  by  the  moderator  with  a  one  week  notice  to  the  churches. 

SECTION  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  on  committees  or  among  elected  officers  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  occurs  with  the  trustees,  the  Executive  Committee 
should  fill  such  a  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  committees  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  promote  efficiently  the  work  of  the  Master  in  our  midst.  The  terms  of  office  for  all 
committee  members  shall  be  for  one  year  except  where  specifically  stated  otherwise. 

SECTION  2.  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  nominate  at  the  general  meeting  all  standing  committees  as  set  forth  under  Article  XI. 

SECTION  3.  The  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members. 
To  this  group  the  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Discipleship  Training,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Brotherhood  and  Music  Ministry  will  be  added. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  the  officers,  program  leaders  and  institu- 
tional agency  representatives.  These  nominees  shall  be  notified  in  writing  not  less  than  one 
month  prior  to  presenting  of  their  names  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  4.  The  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  plan  the  annual  program  of  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  CREDENTIALS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  and  two 
laymen.  It  shall  examine  applications  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association  in 
keeping  with  Article  IV,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  association. 

It  shall  counsel  with  churches  that  are  out  of  harmony  of  fellowship  with  the  association. 

SECTION  6.  The  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  recommend  the  place  or  places  for  the  fol- 
lowing annual  meeting  and  to  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  to  deliver  the  annual 
sermon  for  the  following  year. 

SECTION  7.  The  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator  at  the  OCTOBER  Executive  Committee  meeting.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  The  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  bring  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  those  listed  by 
the  member  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial 
service  in  their  memory. 

SECTION  9.  The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  including 
the  treasurer  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall:  (a)  present  a  budget  to  the  association 
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for  the  following  year;  (b)  devise  plans  for  raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget;  (c) 
audit  the  finances  and  financial  records  of  the  association  annually  and  anytime  there  is  a 
change  of  treasurer  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Committee;  (d)  re- 
port all  audits  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  10.  The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
and  shall  perform  all  duties  specified  in  Article  XV. 

SECTION  11.  The  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  five  designated 
pastors  and  all  other  pastors  who  desire  to  sit  with  the  committee. 

a.  The  committee  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  only  and  serves  at  the  request  of  the  church 
from  which  one  of  the  members  is  seeking  ordination, 

b.  The  committee  should  examine  such  candidates  for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to 
their  call  and  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  make  such  recommendations  to  the 
church  as  they  feel  led. 

c.  The  committee  should  assist  in  arranging  the  proper  service  of  ordination  when  such 
assistance  is  requested. 

d.  The  Executive  Committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the  work  of  the  committee. 

e.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a  candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee,  and 
shall  give  two  weeks  notice  in  which  the  committee  is  to  do  its  work. 

SECTION  12.  The  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be 
to  direct  and  propose  a  perpetual  program  and  spirit  of  evangelism  in  the  association.  It  shall 
arrange  and  direct  all  associational  wide  evangelistic  activities. 

^SECTION  13.  The  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  shall 
be  composed  of  eight  (8)  members,  nominated  by  the  Associational  Committee  on  Committees; 
and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  committee  shall  be:  Missions  De- 
velopment Director,  Promotion  Director,  Survey  Director,  Associational  WMU  Mission  Ac- 
tion Director,  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  Sunday  School  Outreach  Director,  Disci- 
pleship  Training  Director,  and  Associational  Deacons  President.  The  Missions  Development 
Director,  Promotion  Director,  and  Survey  Director  shall  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term, 
with  one  member  named  each  year.  The  other  five  positions  shall  be  filled  by  the  person  who 
is  elected  to  fill  those  five  Associational  Offices. 

The  duties  of  the  AMDC  are  to  lead  the  Associational  Missions  Development  in  the  five 
mission  performance  tasks:  (1)  call  churches  to  be  on  missions;  (2)  train,  develop  and  encour- 
age church  and  associational  workers;  (3)  provide  resources  and  services  to  churches  and  lead- 
ers; (4)  provide  opportunities  for  working  together  in  missions,  ministry  and  growth;  (5) 
establish  and  maintain  appropriate  communications  and  relationships  with  the  community 
and  the  denomination. 

SECTION  14.  The  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  comprised  of 
three  members.  The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  and  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and  re- 
pairs of  the  associational  building,  grounds,  and  equipment. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

*The  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Vice  Moderator,  the  program  leaders:  Sunday  School,  Discipleship  Training,  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Chairmen  of  Deacons,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Missions  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
the  Vacation  Bible  School  Director,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Director  of  the  Singles,  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Senior  Adults  and  the  Music  Director.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  to  serve  as  Chair- 
man and  a  secretary  shall  be  elected  from  the  group. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  planning  of  the  various  programs  of  the 
association,  to  develop  an  associational  calendar,  and  to  give  mutual  support  to  the  various 
organization  and  program  units  in  carrying  out  their  assignments. 

The  council  shall  meet  quarterly. 
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ARTICLE  XIII  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  PASTORS'  CONFERENCE 

The  Associational  Pastors'  Conference  provides  regular  meetings  for  the  Baptist  ministers 
of  the  association.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  for  fellowship  and  mutual  support,  for 
doctrinal  and  professional  discussion  and  for  promotion  of  church,  associational  and  other 
denominational  programs.  The  conference  is  not  an  administrative  or  executive  body. 

ARTICLE  XIV  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS  JOB  DESCRIPTION 

SECTION  1.  FUNCTION  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS.  He  is  to  be  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer  of  the  association.  He  is  to  confirm  extra  employment  in  a  manner  agreed 
upon  with  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  2.  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS. 

1.  He  is  employed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  association. 

2.  General  supervision  of  the  personnel  and  program  of  the  association  as  they  function 
through  the  association  office. 

3.  Work  primarily  with  (pastors),  associational  general  officers,  committees,  and  organiza- 
tions. 

4.  Work  closely  with  auxiliary  organizations  (such  as  W.M.U.,  Baptist  Men,  etc.). 

5.  Lead  in  maintaining  relationships  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies  and  promoting  their 
programs. 

SECTION  3.  In  the  churches,  extending  the  local  ministries. 

To  visit  churches  by  invitation  of  the  pastor  or  other  church  leaders,  in  the  pastorless  churches 
to  provide  assistance  in  the  church  program  and  ministry,  such  as  (1)  Pulpit  supply;  (2)  Study 
courses;  (3)  Missionary  address;  (4)  Deacons'  meetings;  (5)  Assembly  programs;  (6)  Special 
day  addresses;  (7)  Ordination  services;  (8)  V.B.S.  planning  and  promotion;  (9)  To  interpret 
phases  of  associational  work;  (10)  Budget  planning;  (11)  Building  planning;  (12)  Revival 
meetings;  (13)  Stewardship  emphasis;  (14)  Study  objectives  and  long  range  planning;  (15) 
Studying  and  evaluating  procedures,  curriculum,  constitution  and  bylaws,  etc.;  (16)  Church- 
community  surveys,  etc.;  (17)  Promoting  a  world  missions  concept;  and  (18)  Publishing  of  a 
regular  news  medium  (such  as  a  monthly  newsletter);  (19)  Cooperate  with  the  news  media  to 
promote  Baptist  work. 

In  the  associational  office: 

a.  Personal  correspondence,  promotional  mail,  and  telephoning  pertinent  to  his  work. 

b.  Office  conferences,  answer  to  inquiries,  etc. 

c.  Assist  associational  officers,  committees  and  heads  of  organizations  to  get  out  promo- 
tional mail  pertinent  to  their  work. 

SECTION  4.  Schedule  of  Benefits 

1.  His  salary  shall  be 

2.  His  fringe  benefits  shall  include 

3.  His  schedule  shall  include 

a.  One  day  a  week,  chosen  at  his  discretion,  shall  be  reserved  for  rest  that  excluded  nor- 
mal associational  activities. 

b.  A  maximum  of  four  weeks  each  year  outside  of  the  association  for  special  work  with 
local  churches  or  with  state  and  S.B.C.  agencies. 

c.  An  annual  sick  leave  of  26  days  maximum,  with  a  maximum  of  42  days  to  be  accumu- 
lated. Sick  leave  may  be  advanced  by  the  association  for  one  year  without  Executive 
Committee  action.  Sick  leave  is  to  be  recorded  with  the  financial  secretary  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

d.  Two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

e.  Holidays:  New  Year's  Day;  Easter  Monday;  July  4;  Labor  Day;  Thanksgiving,  Thursday 
and  Friday;  Christmas,  December  25  and  26. 

4.  All  honorarium  from  churches  inside  or  outside  the  association  and  all  honorarium  from 
other  religious  work  shall  be  his  personal  fair,  and  shall  not  be  submitted  to  the  association, 

5.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  afforded  the  opportunity  of  an  annual  evaluation  by  the 
Moderator  and  Missions  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XV  -  AMENDMENTS 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  the  amendment  has  been  presented 
to  the  Constitutional  Committee  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  and  presented  to 
the  association  in  printed  form  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  be  voted  on  the  second 
day.
